THE BIBLE fflSTORY. 



CHAPTER 1. 

THE CftEATIOK.

And the 
man said, the woman gave me of the Tree and I did eat. 
And the woman said, the Serpent beguiled me and I 
did eat. And God said unto the Serpent, thou shalt 
creep upon thy belly, and eat dust all thy days. And 
to Adam God said. In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return unto the ground, for dust 
thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return. And Adam 

called his Wife's name Eve.- And God sent them 

ibrth from the Garden of Eden,* and placed at the East 
•f the Garden Cherubims, aud a flaming sword which 
turned every way, to keep the way of the Tree of Life. 
Thus fell our first Parents firom that state of happi- 
ness on earth which God had designed for them, and 
their children, to aU generations, must earn their 
bread by their own labour and exertions. — But God 
has promised, that if they will walk after his Com- 
mandments, he will reward them after this life, with 
eternal happiness, with an everlasting Paradise, in " 
Heavao. 

CHAPTER 9. 

CAIN AND ABBL. 

Adam and Eve had two sons, Cain and Abel, and Abel 
was a keeper of sheep, but Cain was a tiller of the 
ground. Cain offered of the fruit of the ground to the 
Lord, and Abel offered of the young ones of his flock: 
and the Lord did not accept Cain's offering, and Cain 
was angry — and Cain talked with Abel his brother.

from the pre^nce of the Lord and dwelt in the Land of 
Nod, on the East of Eden^ — Learn my child, from the 
fate of Cain, to what dreadful ends passion may lead 
you, if not restrained in its beginning* 

Adam had another Son, called Seth<*-and Adam 
lived nine hundred and thirty years. All men lived at 
that time very long lives. Methusaleh lived longest, 
for he lived nine hundred and sixty-nine years, and 
they all died except Enoch, and he was taken up' to Gocb 
And we shall all go to €rod hereafler, if we are good. 

CHAPTER 4. 

THE FLOQD. 

By this time men had multiplied upon the &ce of the 
Earth. And there was a good man called Noah, who 
had three Sons, Shem, Ham, and J2m>heth. And men 
were very wicked and excited God's wrath; and God 
said to Noah, I will destroy them, with the Earth. 

And God commanded Noah to make an Ark of wood 
three Stories high, with a Window and a Door, pitched 
within anid without — 450 feet long, 75 feet high, and 
45 broad; and Noah did as Gt>d commanded. 

And God said. Behold I the Lord do bring a Flood

CHAPTER 6, 

THE WHOLE EARTH PEOPLED. 

NoAH had three Sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth.^- 
Noah lived 350 years after the Flood; and before his 
death, about the year Two Thousaiid before Christ, 
Noah divided the Earth between bis three Sons and 
their Children. To Shem he gave the middle of the 
Earth, Syria and Persia. Ham did not honour his Fa- 
ther Noah, and Noah said he should be a servant to 
his Brethren. — And the Descendants of Ham peopled 
Africa^ which is still a desolate country. And to 
Japheth was given the North Country, Greece, France, 
Spain, and the Islands, — what is now called Europe.

CHAPTER 7. 

ABRAHAM. 

Three Hundred and Fifty Years after the Flood Ab- 
ram was bom, being the ninth Generation from Shem 
— he lived One Hundred and Fifty Ye«rs with Shem, and 
Shem had lived with Lamecb, who had lived with Adapi.

God, and Sarai shall be called Sarah, and shall bear a 
Son, and call his name Isaac; and I will establish my 
Covenant with ^him. And Abraham and Sarah had a 
Son, and they called him Isaac. And Abraham had 
another Son, called Ishmael, by his Wife Hagar. 

CHAPTER a. ♦ 

LOT SAVED.

And Abraham took Bread 
and a Bottle of Water and gave it unto Hagar, putting 
it on her shoulder, and her Child Ishmael, and sent her 
away. And she wandered in the Wilderness and the . 
Water was spent; and she cast the Child under one of 
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the Shrubs and sat htr down a good way off, for she 
said. Let me not see the death of the Child. And she 
wept And God heard the voice of the Lad and said. 
Fear not, I will make him a great Nation. And God 
shewed her a Well of Water and she gave the Lad drink, 
and he dwelt in the Wilderness and became an Archer. 

CHAPTER 0. 

^ THE PROMISE TO ABRAHAM. 

Now it came to pass, that God tempted Abraham and 
said. Get thee into the Land of Moriah, and take thy 
only Son Isaac whom thou lovest ; and offer there a Burnt 
Offering upon one of the Mountains which I will tell 
thee of.

So they went 
both together and came to the place which G^ had 
told him of; and Abraham built an Altar there, and 
laid the Wood in order, and bound Isaac his Son and 
laid him upon the Wood. And Abraham stretched 
forth his Hand and took the Knife to sky his Son. And 
the Angel of the Lcnrd called to him out of Heaven and 
said. Lay not thine hand upon the Lad, for now I know 
that thou fearest God. 

Then Abraham lifted up his eyes, and beheld behind 
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bim, aBiUn caught in a thicket by his horns — and Abra- 
ham took the Ram and offered him up instead of his Son. 
And the Angel called again to Abraham out of 
Heaven and' said. For because thou hast not withheld 
thine only Son Isaac, I will bless thee afid multiply thy 
Seed as the Stars of Heayen, and in thy Seed shall all 
the Nations of the Earth be blessed, because thou hast 
obeyed my voice. 

CHAPTER 10. , 

ISAAC AND REBEKAH. 

Now Sarah died and Abraham wept ibr her, and bought 
a burying place and buried her.-^And Abraham was 
old, and the Lord had blessed Abraham in all things. 
And Abraham sent his Servant with ten Camds back to 
the Country from whence he came, to get a Wife for 
his Son Isaac. 

And the Servant came to the City of Kahor, and 
made the Camels kneel down without the City by a Well, 
in the evening, the time that Women go out to draw 
Water. And he said, O Lord God of my masier 
Abraham, I pray thee, send me good speed this day, 
and let it come to pass, that the Damsel to whom I shall 
'say. Let down thy pitcher that I may drink, and she 
shall say. Drink, and I will give thy Camels drink also, 
let the same be she thou hast appointed for thy servant 
Isaac» And it <;ame to pass before he had done speak- 
ing, that, behold Rebekah the Daughter of Bethuel,^ 
Abraham's Brother, came on, with her pitcher upon 
her shoulder, and filled her pitther. And the Servant 
said. Let me drii^k I pray thee; and she hasted and 
gave him drink, and said, I will draw Water for thy 
Camels also. -And she ran again to the Well and drew 
for all hia Cunela, 
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And the man took a golden Earring and two Brac«« 
lets and gave her, and said. Is there room in thy Fa- 
ther's House for us to Ipdge, and she said, We have 
Straw and Provender enough, and room tp lodge. And 
she ran and told them of her Mother's House these 
things, and Rebekah's Brother Laban ran to the man^ 
and he came to the House, and Water was brought to 
wash his feet, and meat w«is set before him, but he 
would not eat until he had told his errand — and he told 
c/f Abraham's great possessions, and that he had sent 
to his own kindred, to get a Wife for his Son, and how 
he had prayed, and had met Rebekah at the Well. 

Then Laban and Bethuel said, the thing proceedeth 
from the Lord, behold Rebekah, take her and go. And 
the Servant gave Jewels of Silver and Gold and Raiment 
onto Rebekah, and to her Brother and Mother preciow 
things. And they sent away Rebekah and her Nurse. 

And Isaac went out to meditate in the field at even- 
tide, and he saw the Camels coming ; and when Re- 
bekah saw Isaac she lighted off the Camel, lor she had 
said to the Servant, What man is this that walketh in 
the field to meet us, and the Servant had said. It is my 
Master — therefore she took a Veil and covered herself, 
and Isaac brought her into his Mother's Tent, and took 
Rebekah, and she became his Wife; and he loved her. 

CHAPTER 11, 

DEATH OF ABRAHAM AND PROMISE TO ISAAC, 

Abraham lived 175 years ami died in a good old age, 
and gave all that he had to Isaac his Son, and to his 
other Sons he gave gifts and sent' them away while he 
yet lived ; Eastward unto the East Country. And Ish- 
mael, Abraham's Son, was the Father of many Nations.

Isaac ated Biefo^ah. his Wife had two Sons, twins. 
And th% Boys grew, and Esau was a cunning Hunter, 
a Man of the Field — and Jacob was a plain Man, dwel- 
ling in Tent?* And Isaac loved Esau because he did 

eat of his Venison; but Rehekah loved Jacob.^ 

And Jacob boiled Pottage, and Esau came firom the 
field and he was faint. And Jacob said. Sell me thy 
Birthright. And Esau said, I am at,the point to die, 
and what profit shall this Birthright do me. And he 
sold his Birthright to Jacob. 

And the Lord appeared unto Isaac, and said. Dwell 
in this Laud, and I will give thee these Countries, and 
in thy Children shall all the Nations of the Earth be 
blessed. And he waxed great, and grew till he became 
tery great — ^and had possession of Flocks and Herds 
and great store of Servants, and the Philistines en- 
vied him. — ^Now Isaac digged a Well in tJie Valley of 
Gerar, and the Herdmen of Gerar did strive with Isaac's 
Herdmen, saying, the Water is ours;^ — and Isaac digged 
another Well; for Isaac knew that peace was better 
than contention. — And Abimelech, King of the Phi- 
listines, made peace with him. 

CHAPTER 12. 

ESAU AND JACOB. 

A'N D when Isaac was old and his Eyes w^re dim, be 
called Esau, his eldest Son, and said. My Son take thy 
Quiver and Bow and take me some Venison, and make 
me savoury meat, that I may eat and my soul may bless 
thee before I die. 

Now Rebekah heard when Isaac >spake to Esau, and 
she told Jacob, «nd sent him to fetch two Kids, and 
said, I will make of them savoury meat and thou shab 
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bring it to thy Father, that he may eat it and bless thee. 
And Jacob said. My Brother Esau is a hairy man and 
I am smooth; my Fatft*» peradveotare will feel me, and 
f shall seem to him as a deceiver, and I shall brin^ a 
Curse upon me and not a Blessing. And his Mother 
said. Upon me be the Curse, only obey my voice — and 
Jacob did so. 

And Rebekah made savoury meat, and put the Skins 
of the Kids upon his Hands.and upon the smooth of his 
Keck, knd he came unto his Father, and said. My Fa- 
ther, and he said. Who art thou my Son? And Jacob 
said, I am Esau thy first bom. Arise, eat of my Venison, 
tjiat thy Soul may bless me. And Isaac said. Come 
near, that I may feel thee, and he felt him, and said. The 
voice is Jacob's voice, but the hands are the hands of 
Esau. And he discerned him not, and blessed him. 

And Jacob was scarce gone out, when Esau his 
Brother came in from hunting, and said. Let my Father 
eat of his Son's Venison, that thy Soul may bless me. 
And when he said, I am thy Son Esau, Isaac trembled 
and Miid, Who, where is he that hath taken Venison 
and brought met and I have eaten of all before thou 
earnest, and have blessed him; yea and be shall be 
blessed. And Esau cried bitterly and said. Bless me 
oh my Father. But Isaac said. Behold I have made 
him thy Lord. And to Esau he said, By thy Sword 
shaft thou live, and shall serve thy Brother. And Esau 
hated Jacob and said, I will slay my Brother. Then 
Rebekah sent away Jacob to ^er Brother, to Ilaran. 

CHAPTER 18. 

JACOB'S. DREAM. — JACOB CALLED ISRAEL. 

And Isaac called Jacob and blessed him, and sent him 
away to Laban, his Mother's Brother, to take a Wife; 
- C 
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and Jacob weqt toward Haran, and lighted on a certain 
place, and tarried there all night because the Sun was 
set; and took of the Stones i^ his Pillow, and laid 
down to sleep. 

And he dreamed, and behold a Ladder set up on the 
Earth, and the top of it reached to Heaven^ and the 
Angels ascending and descending on it; and the Lord 
stood above it, and said, I am the Lord, God of Abra- 
ham and Isaac — and thy Children shall spread over the 
Earth to the West and East, to the North and South, 
and in them shall all the earth be blessed. And Jacob 
waked and said. Surely the Lord is in this place, this 
is the House of God and the Gate of Heaven. 

Then Jacob went on his Journey and behold a Well 
and Flocks of Sheep, and they watered the Sheep ; and 
when Rachel, the Daughter of Laban, came withher 
Father's Sheep, Jacob rolled the Stone from the Well's 
mouth and watered the Flock — and Jacob kissed Rachel 
and wept, and told her he was Rebekah's Sou, and she 
brought him to Laban. 

And Laban said unto Jacob, Because thou art my 
Brother sl.^uldest thou therefore serve me for naught ? 
Tell me what shall thy wages be. And Laban had two 
Daughters, the name of the eider was Leah, .and the 
na!U6 of the younger was Rachel; — Leah was tender- 
eytd, but Rachel was beautiful and well-favoured. 

And Jacob loved Rachel, and said, I will serve thee 
seven years for Rachel, and it seemed unto him but a 
few days, for the love he had to her. But Laban de- 
ceived Jacob, and gave unto him his elder Daughter 
Leah. Then Jacob served another seven years and ob- 
tained Rachel also for his Wife. — And Jacob had twelve 
Sons, Reuben, Simeon, Levi, Judah, Issachar, Zebulun, 
Dan, Napthali^ Gad, Asher^ Joseph, and Benjamin. 
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And Laban gave Jarob for his hire all the speckled and 
spotted Goats, and the brown among his Sheep: and 
he increased exceedingly, and had much Cattle, Ser- 
vants, Camels, and Asses. And Laban being dis- 
pleased with Jacob's riches^ Jacob departed with all 
his Family and Cattle. 

When Jacob returning came near to the Country of 
his Brother Esau, he sent presents to Esau, many 
droves of Cattle, for he was afraid of him: but Esau 
imet him and fell on his neck and kissed him — and they 
wept: and Esau said, I have enough my Brother, keep 
that thou hast unto thyself. And soon after, Isaac died, 
180 years old. — And the Lord appeared again unto 
Jacob, and called his name Israel. 

CHAPTER 14. 

JOSEPH SOLD INTO EGYPT. 

Now Israel loved^ Joseph more than all his Children, 
because he was the Son of his old age, and he made 
him a coat of many colours. And Joseph being seven- 
teen years old, was feeding the Flock with his Brothers. 
And wheh his Brethren saw that their Father loved 
him more than all his Brothers, they hated him. 

And Joseph dreamed a dream, and told it his 
Brethren, and they hated him yet the more — for he 
said, I dreamed we were binding the sheaves in the 
field, and lo my sheaf arose and stood upright, and 
your sheaves stood round about and made obeisance to 
my sheaf. 

And Israel sent Joseph to his Brethren, when they 
were feeding the Flock, and when they saw him afar 
^ff, they conspired against him to slay him, and said 
one to another, Behold this Dreamer cometh. Let u^ 
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kill him and cast Um into &ome pit, asd we wiH smf 
SoBoe wild beast hath devoured him — and we shall see 
what will become of his Dreams. And bis Brother 
Reuben heard it, and said. Shed na blood, bat cast 
bim into this pit — which he said, that he might rid hiiQ 
out of their hands: and they stripped him of his Coat, 
and cast him into the pit. 

And behold a company of Ishmaelites came with 
their Cannels. bearing Spices, Balm, and Myrrh„ going 
down to Egypt; and Judah said. Let us sell him to the* 
Ishmaelites. And they sold him for twenty pieces of 
Silv(fr. And they brought Joseph into Egypt: and 
when Reuben returned to the pit and Joseph was not 
there, he said. The Child is not, and whither shall I 
go 1 And the Brethren dipped Joseph's Coat in blood 
and sent it to their Father, saying they had found it. 
And Jacob said. It is my Son's Coat, an evil beast hath 
devoured him. And he mounted for his Son many days. 

And the Midianites sold Joseph to Potiphar, aa 
Officer of PharaQh, King of Egypt. 

CHAPTER 15. 

JOSEPH IN EGYPT. 

The Lord, was with Joseph, and he was a pfoaperous 
man, and his master saw that the Lord made all that 
he did to prosper, and he made him Overseer over 
his House, and left all that he had in Joseph's baud; 
but afterwards Potiphar's WiiEe hated Jos^pil^ and 
Potiphar put him into Prison. 

And Pharaoh's Butler and Baker were put into the 
same Prison, and Joseph interpreted the Butler's dream, 
that he should be restored by the King in tliree days» 
and said. Then think on me and shew me kindness* 
And he interpreted the Baker's dream, that^^e should 
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be put to death in three days ; and so it came to pass. 
Yet did not the Butler remember Joseph, but forgat him. 

And • at the end ortwo years Pharaoh dreamed a 
Dream, and behold Seven Ears of Corn came up on 
one Stalk, fiill and good, and Seven Ears thin and 
blasted sprung up after them. And Potiphar remem- 
bered Joseph, and sent him out of Prison to interpret 
Pharaoh's Dream. And Joseph said, God hath shewed 
Pharaoh what he is about to do; — Behold there come 
seven years of great plenty throughout all the Land of 
Egypt, and after them, seven years of famine — and all 
the plenty shall be forgotten, and the famine shall con- . 
sume the land. 

Now, therefore, let PharaOh look out a man discreet 
and wise, and set him over the Land of Egypt, and ap- 
point officers, and take up a fifth part of the Land, 
and gather and lay up the Corn in the good years. 

And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as God 
hath shewed thee all this, there is none so discreet and 
wise as thou art — thou shalt be over my house and rule 
my people. ^ And he took off his Ring and put it upon 
Joseph's riand, and a Gold Chain about his Neck, and 
made him to ride in the second Chariot which he had, 
and made him Ruler over all the Land of Egypt. 

CHAPTER 16. 

JOSEPH'S BBETHRBN CO^fE INTO EGYPT. 

And Joseph was thirty years old when he stood before 
Pharaoh, and he went out over all the Land of Egypc, 
and stored up the Corn in the Cities in the plenteous 
years. And when the seven years of dearth came, 
Joseph opened the Storehouses and sold unto the 
Egyptians : and all Coui^tries came into Egypt to 
Joseph to buy Corn, for the famine was sore ia all laijds.

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Now wheo Jacob saw that there was Corn in Egypt,, 
he sent his ten Sons to buy Corn from thence, but he 
sent not Benjamin, the youngest, lest mischief should 
befall him. 

And Joseph was the Governor that sold to the peo- 
ple — and Joseph's Brethren came, and bowed down 
with their faces to the earth. And Joseph knew his 
Brethren, but made himself strange to them, and spake 
roughly, and said, -Ye are spies. And they said. Thy 
servants are twelve Brethren, the Sons of one man in 
the Land of Canaan — and the youngest is thb day with 
our Father, and one, is not. And Joseph said. Hereby 
ye shall be proved, — send one of you and fetch your 
Brother, or else ye are spies. And he put them all 
in Ward three days. And the third day he said. Let 
one of you be bound in Prison and go ye, carry Cora 
for the famine of your houses, and bring your youngest 
Brother to me, so shall your words be verified — and 
(hey did so. 

And they said one to another. We are guilty con- 
cerning our Brother, in that we saw the anguish of his 
soul when he besought us, and we would not hear» 
therefore is this distress come upon us. And Reuben 
said, Spake I not unto you saying, do not sin against 
the Child, and ye would not hear — flierefore behold 
his blood is required. And they knew not that Joseph 
understood them, for an Interpreter was between them. 

And Joseph turned himself about from them and 
wept, and returned again and took Simeon and bound 
him. Thep Joseph commanded to fill their Sacks with 
Corn, and to restore every Man's Money into )iis Sack, 
and to give them prdvision for the way. And thus he 
did, an(| they laded their As^s with the Corn and 
departed. 
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CHAPTER 17. 

JOSEPH'S BRETHREN RETURN TO JACOB. 

And as one of them opaied bis Sack to give his Ass 
provender in the Ion he espied his money, for behold 
it was in bis Sack's month.

And Jacob said. Me have ye bereaved of my Children. 
Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, and ye will take Ben* 
jamin also. All these things are against me. And 
Reuben said, Deliver him into my band and I will bring 
him to thee again. But Jacob said. My Son shall not 
go, for his Brother is d^ad and he is left alone — if mis^ 
chief befall him by the w^, ye sh^ll bring down my 
grey hairs with sorrow to the grave. 

And when they had eaten up the corn they had brought 
out of Egypt, their Father satd, Qo i^gain buy us jSood. 
And Judah said. The maa did solemly protest unto us, 
ye shall not see my £ice except your Brother be wkh 
you. And Israel said. Wherefore did ye tell the man 
ye had a Brother? And they said. The man. asked us 
of our state and kindred^ saying. Is your Father yet 
alive 1 Have ye another Brother 1 Could we certainly 
know he would say bring your Brother down 1 And 
Judah said. Send the Lad with me) and we will arise 
and'go, that we may live and not die, both we antf 
thou and our little ones — ^I will be surety for him. 

And Israel said, If it mu&t be. so, now take of the 
best fruits and carry a prta^i^ a Httle Balm and 
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Honey, Spices and Myrrh, Nub .and Almonds — and 
take double money in your hand, the money that was 
returned carry it again, perhaps it was an oversight. 
Take also your Brother, and God Almighty give you 
mercy before the man, that he may send away your 
other Brother and Benjamin^ If I be bereaved of my 
Children I am bereaved. 

CHAPTER 18. 

BENJAMIl^ GOES DOWN TO EGYPT. 

And the men took that present, and they took double 
money in their hand, and Benjamin j and went down 
to Egypt and stood before Joseph. 

And when Joseph saw Benjamin, he said to the 
ruler of his house, Make ready, for these men shall 
dine with me at noon. And they were afraid, because 
they were brought into Joseph's house, on account of 
the moneythat was returned in their Sacks, and told 
the Steward that they had brought the money ag-ain, 
and other money to- buy food. And the Steward said. 
Fear not, your God h«th given you treasure in your 
Sacka. And he brought Simeon out unto them, and" 
he brought the men into Joseph's house and gave them 
watet and they washed their feet, and he gave their 
Asses provender. 

And when Joseph came home, they brought him 
their present and bowed themselves to' him to the earth, 
and he asked them of their welfare, and said, I^ your 
Father well, the old man* of whom ye spake; Is he yet 
alive 1 And they answered, he is in good health ; and. 
made obeisance. 

And he saw his Brother Benjamin, his Mother's- 
Son, and said. Is this your younger Brother of whom 
ye spake to mel And he said, God be gracious to 
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ihee my Son. And Joseph made hatte» and soaght 
where to weep, and entered into bb chamber and wept 
there. And washed his face and went out, and said. 
Set on bread. 

And they set on for Josq>h by himself, and for the 
Brothers by themselves, and for the Egyptians by 
themselves, and Joseph sent messeis unto theo^ but 
Benjamin's mess was five times as much as any of theirs^ 
and they drank, and were merry. 

CHAPTER X9. 

JOSEPH MADE KNOWN TO HIS BRETHREN. 

And Joseph commanded the Steward of his house, say- 
ing, Fill the m^n's sacks with food, and put every man's 
money in his sack's mouth, — ^and put my Cup> the 
Silver Cup, in the sack's mouth of the youngest. And 
as soon as the morning was light they were sent away, 
they and their Asses. 

And when they were gone out of the City,, the 
Steward followed after them, and found the Silver Cup 
in Beiyamin's Sack, and brought them back. And 
Joseph said, The man in whose hand the Cup is founder 
be shall be my Servant. Then Judah told Joseph how 
that his Father had trusted Benjamin to his ^re,, and 
said. If we return and the Lad be not with us, seeing, 
that his life is bound up in the Lad's life, my Father 
will die. 

Then Joseph could not refrain himself, and cried. 
Cause every man to go out from me. And ^re stood 
no man with him — and he wept aloud. And Joseph 
said unto, his Brethren, I am Joseph. Doth my Father 
yet live? And his Brethren could not aiuwer kim» 
for they were troubled at his presence. 
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And Joseph said unto his Brethren, Come near to 
me, I am Joseph your Brother whom ye sold into 
Egypt. Be not grieved, for God did send me before 
you to preserve life, to preserve you a posterity in the 
earth, and to save your lives by a great deliverance. 
— Haste ye and go up to my Father, and say. Thus 
saith thy Son Joseph, God hath made me Lord of all 
Egypt, come down unto me, tarry not. And tell my 
Father of all my glory, and of all that ye have s^en. 

And he fell upon his Brother Benjamin's neck and 
wept, and Benjamin wept upon his neck; — moreover, 
he kissed all his Brethren and wept upon them ;-^aud 
after that his Brethren talked with him. 

And the fame thereof was heard in Pharaoh's house, 
and it pleased Pharaoh well. And Joseph gave them 
Waggons, according to Pharaoh's orders, and Pro- 
visions for the way, and they went up out of Egypt 
and came into the I^and of Canaan, unto Jacob their 
Father, and told him, saying, Joseph is yet alive, and 
he is Governor over all the Land of Egypt. And Ja- 
cob's heart fainted, for he believed them not. And 
when he saw the Waggons that Joseph had sent to 
carry him, the spirits of Jacob revived. 

And Israel said. It is enough, Joseph my Son is yet 
alive, I will go and see him before I die. 

CHAPTER 20. 

GOD'S PROMISE TO JACOB, AND HIS BLESSING. 

" And Israel took his Journey with all his Children, and 
his Grand Children, their Goods, and their Cattle, 
and all that they had, and came to Beersheba, in their 
wajr to Egypt, and there offered Sacrifices unto God. 
And God spake unto Israel in the Visions of the Night, 
and said* Jacob, I am God, the God of thy Father: 
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Fear not to go down into Egypt, for I will tliere make 
of thee a great Nation. I will go down with thee into 
Egypt, and I will also surely bring thee up again. 

And Joseph made ready his Chariot and went up to 
meet Israel his Father, to Goshen, and fell on his neck 
and wept on his neck a good while. — ^And Joseph placed 
his Father and his Brethren, and gave them a Possession 
in the Land of Egypt, in the best of the Land, in the 
Laud of Rameses, as Pharaoh had commanded. 

And the famine continuing in Egypt, the people 
sold all their Lands to Pharaoh to buy Corn, and Joseph 
gave them Seed to sow the Lapd, reserving on^ fifth 
part of the Increase for the King; except the Lands of 
the Priests, and made this a Law over the Land of 
Egypt unto this day. 

Then Jacob told Joseph how that God had appeared 
unto him and blessed him and his posterity. And 
Joseph brought his Sons, Ephraim and Manasses, uoto 
Jacob his Father, and Jacob blessed Joseph and his 
Sons, and said, God, before whom my Fathers Abra- 
ham and Isaac did walk, the God which fed me all my 
life long unto this day — the Angel which redeemed me 
from all evil, bless the Lads. 

And Jacob called unto his Sons, and said, Gather 
yourselves together, that I may tell you that which 
shall befall you in the last days — Hear and hearken 
unto Israel your Father. And Jacob prophesied unto 
each of his twelve Sons what lot should fall them ^M 
their posterity — and though they could not then under- 
stand his meaning, yet in the manner that he spake, so 
it came to pass two Jiundred and fifty years after, when 
they were settled as the Twelve Tribes of Israel in the 
Laud of Canaan; and to his Son Judah he said, That 
his kingdom should remain until Christ should come. 
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to ^lom the people of all Nations should be gathered. 
The Sceptre shall riot depart from Judah, nor a Law- 
giver from between his feet, until Shiloh come; and unto 
kirn shall the gathering of the People be. A Prophecy, 
which has been fulfilled, and is fulfilling unto this day. 

So Jacob died, aged 147 years, — 1689 years be- 
fore the birth of Christ. And Joseph fell upon }\is 
Father's face and wept upon him and kissed liim — and, 
according to his Father's word, he carried hinrinto his . 
own Land, the Land of Canaan, and buried hhn there, 
in the field which Abraham had bought. And there 
went up* with him, of the Egyptians, Chariots and 
Horsemen, and it was a very great company. 

And Joseph returned into Egypt, he and his 
Brethren, and they feared Joseph now that their Fa- 
ther was dead, lest he should hate them for the evil 
they had done unto him. * But Joseph said. Fear not, 
and comforted them, and spake kindly to them. 

And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he and his Father's 
house. And Joseph lived 110 years. And Joseph said 
unto his Brethren, I die; and God will surely visit you 
and bring you out of this Land, unto the Land which 
he promised to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob — and 
ye shall carry up my bones from henee.^— So Joseph 
died, being an hundred and ten years old ; and they 
embalmed him, and he was put in a Coffin in Egypt. 

Thus ends the Book of Genesis, which was written 
by Moses, the first Prophet, — inspired by the Spirit of 
God. — ^It is the first Book of the Bible, and contains 
the history of 2369 years. 
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CHAPTER 21. 

THE BOOK OF EXODUS. 
BIUTH OF MOSES. 

Now Joseph died, and the Children of Israel increased 
abundantly and waxed mighty. — And there arose a 
King over Egypt vfhich knew not Joseph, and he made 
the Child]ren of Israel to serve with rigour; and made 
their lives bitter with hard bondage, in brick and mor- 
tar, and all manner of service in the Ifield. 

And Pharaoh, King of Egypt, charged all the peo* 
pie, that every Son t^at was bom of the Children of 
Israel, they should cast into the river. — And an Hebrew 
Woman had a Son, and when she saw he was a goodly 
child, she hid him three months, and when she could 
no longer hide him, she took for him an Ark of Bul- 
rushes, and daubed it with slime and pitch, and put 
the child therein; and she laid it in the flags by tlie 
river's brink. And his Sister stood afar off to wit 
what would be done to him. — And the Daughter of 
Pharaoh came down to wash herself at the River, and 
her maidens walked along by the river's side, and when 
she saw the Ark among the flags she sent her maid to 
fetch it. . And when she had opened it she saw the 
child, and behold tie babe wept, and she had com- 
passion, and said. This is one of the Hebrew's Children. 
Then said his Sister to Pharaoh's Daughter, Shall I go 
and call to thee a Nurse of the Hebrew Women, that' 
she may nurse the Child for theet And Pharaoh's 
Daughter said. Go. And the Maid went and called 
the Child's IN^other. And Pharaoh's Daughter said. 
Take this Child and nurse it. And the Woman did so. 

• And the Child grew> and she brought him unto Pha- 
raoh's Daughter, and he became her Son. And she called 
D 
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his name JMosBS. For there is a God who protects us 
when we are helpless Infants; and he will guide us too, 
when we are grown up, if we will pray for his protection, 
and deserve it. — Moses was the first and greatest Pro- 
phet that ever lived; but no man was more meek and 
humble; he wrote the first five B^qks of the Bible. 

And it came to pass in those days wl|en Moses was 
grown, that he went out 4mto his Brethren aad looked 
on their burthens; and he spied an Egyptian smiting 
an Hebrew wrongfully, and he slew the Egyptian. — ^And 
for this Pharaoh sought his life, and he fled into the 
Land of Midian, and sat down by a WelL 

Now Jelhro, the Priest of Midian, had, seven 
Daughters, and they came and drew W^ter and filled 
the trough, to water their Father's flock. — ^And the 
Shepherds came and drove them away, but Moses stood 
up and help^ them, and watered the flock. And 
Jethro invited Moses and he dwelt with him, and Jethro 
^ave Moses his Daughter Zipporah for his Wife. 

And it came to pass that the King of Egypt died, 
and the Children of Israel cried unto God in their 
bondage, and God heard their groaning, and God re- 
membered his covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and 
^ with Jacob. And God looked upon the^ Children of 
Israel, and God had respect unto them. . 

CHAPTER 22. 

GOD APPEARS TO MOSES. 

Now Moses tkept the flocks of Jethro his Father in 
Law, and he led the flock to the«back side of the de- 
sert, and came to the Mountain of God, even to Hortib. 
And the Angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a 
flame of fire, out of the midst of a Bush, and the Bush 
burned with fire, but was not consumed. And God 
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called and said, Moses, Moses. And he said. Here 
am i. And God said, Draw nigh hither, put off thy 
Shoes from off thy Feet, for the place whereon thou 
standest is- Holy Ground; Moreover he said, I am 
the God of thy Father; the God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. And Moses hid his face. And the Lord 
said, I h^ve surely seen the affliction of my people, 
and I am come down to deliver them out of the hand 
of the Egyptians, and bring them into a good land and 
a large, the Land of Canaan — and I will send thee unto 
Pharaoh. And Moses said. Who am I, that I should 
go unto Pharaoh, and that I should bring forth the 
Children of Israel out of Egypt? And he said. Cer- 
tainly I will be with you, and this shall be a token, 
when ye have brought forth the People out of Egypt, 
ye shall serve God upon this Mountain^ And Moses 
said. Behold when I say The God of your Fathers hath 
sent me, and they say What is his Name^ what shall I 
say 1 And God said unto Moses,. I AM THAT I AM: 
Thus shalt thou say, I AM hath^ sent me unto you. 
^nd the King of Eg^pt will not let you go, but I will 
stretch out my hand and smite Egypt with all my won- 
ders, and then he will let you go. 

And Moses said. They will not believe me nor 
hearken unto my voice. And the Lord said. What is 
that in thine hand? and he said a rod. And God said. 
Cast it on the ground, and he cast it on ^^the ground, 
and it became a Serpent, and Moses fled from before it. 
And the Lord said. Put forth thy hand, and take it by 
the tail, and he put forth his hand and caught it, and 
it became a rod in his hand. And Moses said, My 
Lord I am not elo(|iient; but the Lord said, who hath 
made man's mouth, or who made the dumb, or deaf, or 
the seeing, or the blind; have not I, the Lord! — 
D2 ' 
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Now therefore go, uid I will be with thee, tnd teach 
thee what thou shalt say; and be bold. Aaron thy 
Brother, he can speak well. 

There are no Prophets, and no Miracles in these 
days; — God has since sent his only Son, Jesus Christ, 
once for all, and he has taught us in his Holy Gospel, suf- 
ficient forvus to know ; — and we have always with us God's 
holy Spirit, who, if we try to learn God's will, will enable 
us to practice it. 

CHAPTER 23. 

MOSES AND AARON SPEAK UNTO PHARAOH. 

And Moses took his Wife and his Sons, and returned 
to Egypt. — Moses was 40 years old when he fled from 
Egypt, and 80 years old when he returned to it — And 
Moses and Aaron went and gathered all the Eldevs.of 
the Children of Israel. And Aaron spake all the words 
which the Lord had spoken unto Moses, and did the 
signs in the sight of the people, and the people be- 
lieved; find when they heard that the Lord had visited 
his Children, they bowed their heads and worshipped. . 
And afterwards Moses and Aaron told Pharaoh, 
Thus sailb the Lord, Let my People go. But Pharaoh 
Sdid, Who is the j!^ord, that I should obey his voice 1 
I know not the Lord, neither will I let Israel go. And 
Pharaoh put harder tasks upon the Children of Israel, 
saying, unto the Taskmasters, Ye shall no more give 
the people straw to make brick, as heretofore, let 
them go and gather straw for themselves — ^and the tale 
of the bricks which they did make heretofore, ye shall 
lay upon them, you shall not diminish ought thereof, 
for they be idle; therefore they cry, saying. Let us go 
and sacrifice t)> our God. — And tht^ Taskmasters went 
out and spake unto the people, saying. Thus saith 
Pharaoh, I will not give you fitraw. Get you straw 
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where you can find it, yet not ought of your work shall 
be diminished. — And the People complained unto Pha- 
raoh, but he said. Ye are idle — Go and'work. And as 
the People went forth from Pharaoh, they met Moses 
and Aaron, and told them. 

CHAPTER 24. 

THE PLAGUES OF EGYPT. 

God spake to Moses and said, I am the Lord, Je- 
hovah is my name. Now shalt thou see what I will 
do to Pharaoh.— And Moses and Aaron went in unto 
Pharaoh, and Aaron cast down his Rod before Pharaoh, 
and it became a Serpent. Then Pharaoh called the 
Magicians of Egypt, and they also did cast down their 
Rods, and they became Serpents, but Aaron's Rod 

swallowed up their Rods. And Moses lifted up 

his Rod and smote the Waters of the River of Egypt, 
in the sight of Pharaoh and his Servants, and they be- 
came blood. And the Fish died, and the Egyptians 
could not drink the Water. 

And after seven days, the Lord said to Moses, Go 
unto Pharaoh and say. Let my People go, and if thou 
refuse I Will smite thy land with Frogs. — And Aaron 
stretched out his Rod over the streams, and the Frogs 
came up and covered tfie Land of Egypt. — ^Theu Pha- 
raoh called for Moses and said, Intreat the Lord to take 
away the Frogs, and I will let the People go. And 
Moses cried unto the Lord, and the Frogs died — but 
when Pharaoh saw that there was respite, he hardened 
his heart, and hearkened not unto Moses. . 

Then Moses, s^tched out his. Rod, and' caused all 
the dust of the land to turn ta Lice. But Pharaoh's 
heart waa hardened. And the Lord sent a swarm, of 
Flie« all over the Land of Egypt.— Then Pharaoh called 
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for Moses and said, I will let you go to serve the Lord 
your God — only go not for ; intreat for me. And Moses 
entreated the Lord, and he removed the Flies. — ^And 
Pharaoh hardened his heart again, and would not let 
the People go. 

Then the Lord sent a disease upon all the Cattle of 
the Egyptians, and the Cattle died, but of the Cattle of 
tiie Children of Israel, died not one. — ^Then Moses, by 
command of the Lord, sprinkled handsful of Ashes in4he 
sight of Pharaoh, and it became small dust in the Land 
of Egypt, and a boil breaking forth upon man and beast. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Rise up early and 
stand before Pharaoh, and say. Thus saitb the Lord, 
Let my People go, or behold to-morrow I will send my 
Plague upon thy Heart, that thou may know that there 
is none like me in all the earth ; and Moses stretched 
forth his Rod, and the Lord sent Thunder, and Hail, 
and Fire ran along upop the Ground. And the Hail 
smote all that was in the Field, both Man and Beast, 
and every Herb and Tree — only in the Land of Goshen, 
where the Children of Israel were, was there no Hdil. 
Then Pharaoh called for Moses and said. The Lord is 
righteous, I and my people are wicked. And Moses 
went out and spread forth his Hands, and the Hail 
ceased — but the Heart of Pharaoh was hardened, and 
he would not let the Israelites go. 

And Moses said again unto Pharaoh, Let the Peo- 
ple go; else will I Inring the Locusts into thy coasts. 
And Pharaoh. said. Go ye that are Men, but not with 
your Children and your Flocks. Then Moses stretched 
fbrth his Rod, and the Lord brought an East Wind all 
that day and night, and when it was morning the Lo- 
custs came, and covered the whole land, and did eat 
every herb and green thing which the Hail had left. —

Then Pharaoh called for Moses and said, I have sinned« 
And Moses entreated the Lord, and the West Wind 
took away the Locusts — but the Lord hardened Pha- 
raoh's Heart, and he would not let the Israelites go. 

Then Moses stretched forth his Hand, and there 
was a thick darkness three days; they saw not one ^ 
another for three days, but all the Israelites had light 
in their dwellings. And Pharaoh called for Moses and 
said. Go ye, serve the Lord, only let yoar Flocks re- 
main, and he would not let the Cattle go. — ^And the 
Lord said, I will bring one Plague more. All the first- 
bom in the Land of Egypt shall die. 

CHAPTER 25. 

THEPASSOVBR — THB LORD LEADS THE ISRAELITES 
OUT OF EGYPT. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses and Aaron in the 
Land of Egypt, saying. This month shall be unto you 
the first month of the year, in the tenth day of the 
month let every man take a Lamb, a Lamb for an house, 
and on the fourteenth day, the whole congregation 
shall kill it in the evening — and they shall take of the 
blood, and strike it on the two side posts and on the 
upper door post of the houses; and eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and let nothing remain until 
the morning — with your loins girded, your shoes on 
your feet, and your staff in your hand, ye shall eat it 
— and ye shall eat it in haste, it is The Lord's Pass- 
over. For 1 will pass through the Land of Egypt 
this night, and will smite all the first-born, both man 
and beast, and against all the Gods of Egypt, I will 
ex,ecute judgment, I am the Lord. — And the blood shall 
be a token uppn the houses where you are, and when 
I see the blood I will pass over that house. And this. 
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day shall be unto you a Memorial^ and ye shall keep it 
a feast unto the Lord throughout your generations 
for ever. 

And it came to pass, that at midnight the Lord de- 
stroyed all the first-bom in the Land of Egypt, and 
the first-born of Cattle. And Pharaoh rose up in the 
night and all the Egyptians, and there was a great cry, 
for in every house one was dead. — ^Then Pharaoh called 
for Moses and said. Rise up and go, ye and your 
flocks; and the Egyptians were urgent to send them 
away in haste, and they took their dough in their knead- 
ing troughs, and they borrowed of the Egyptians Jewels 
of Gold and Jewels of Silver, and Raiment, and God 
gave the people favour in the sight of the Egyptians, so 
that they lent unto them such things as they required, 
and they spoiled the Egyptians. — And they journeyed 
to Succoth, Six Hundred Thousand Men besides 
Children. 

Now the Children of Israel had dwelt in Egypt Four 
Hundred and Thirty Years, and Moses said unto the 
People, Remember this day, in which ye came out of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage, for by strength of 
hand the Lord brought you out from this place; ye 
shall keep this day as a Memorial for ever. 

And God led the People through the Wilderness to 
the Red Sea; and they took the bones of Joseph with 
them. And the Lord went before them in a Pillar of 
a Cloud by day, and in a Pillar of Fire by night. 

CHAPTER 26. 

THE EGYPTIANS IN THE BED SEA. 

And Pharaoh's heart was turned against the Israelites, 
and he made ready all the Chariots of Egypt and pur- 
sued after the Israelites, with his Horsemen aad hik^ 
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Anny, and overtook them encamping by the Red Sea. . 
— ^And ivhen the Children of Israel saw the Egyptians, 
they were sore afraid, and murmured : but Moses said. 
Fear not, stand still and see the salvation of the Lord; 
for the Egyptians, whom ye have seen to-day, ye shall 
see them again no more for ever. 

And the Pillar of the Cloud which went before the 
Camp of. Israel, removed and went behind them, and 
became a Cloud of Darkness to the Egyptians, hut gave' 
light by night to the Israelites. — And Moses stretched 
out his hand over the Sea, and the Lord caused the Sea 
to go back by a strong East Wind all that night, and 
made the Sea Dry Land. — And the Israelites went into 
the midst of the Sea upon the Dry Ground, and the 
Waters were a Wall to them on the right hand and on 
the left. And the Egyptians pursued, and went in 
after them to the midst of the Sea. — ^And in the morning 
watch, the Lord looked into the host of Egypt through 
the Pillar, and they were troubled, and said. Let us , 
flee from Israel, for the Lord fighteth for them. 

And the Lord commanded, and Moses stretched 
out his hand over the Sea, and the Sea returned to his 
strength when the 'morning appeared, and the Egyptians 
fled against it; and the Lord overthrew the Egyptians 
in the midst of the Sea. And the waters returned and 
covered the Chariots, and the Horsemen, and all the 
Host of Pharaoh, tliere remained not one of them. — ^ 
Thus the Lord saved Israel that day, and the people 
believed the Lord and his servant Moses. 

Then sang Moses and the Children of Israel, this 
song unto the Lord, saying, I will sing unto the Lord 
for he hath triumphed gloriously; the Horse and his 
Rider hath he thrown into the Sea. And Miriam the 
Prophetess, the Sister of Aaron, took a Timbrel in her 
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band, and all the Women went out after her with Tim- 
breb and ifrith Dances, and answered, saying. Sing ye 
to the Lord for he hath triumphed gloriously; the Horse 
and his Rider hath^he thrown into the Sea. 

CHAPTER 27. 

THE WANDERING IN THE WILDERNESS. 

The Book which relates this going of the Israelites 
out of Egypt is called the Book of EXODUS, which 
means going out. And the Children of Jacob, or Israel, 
were now become a numerous People, and delivered 
from the Egyptians, but it was forty years more that 
they wandered up tiod down in the Country between 
Egypt and the promised land, the land of Canaan, which 
is called their wandering in the Wilderness. During all 
which time they were led by Moses and Aaron, and 
they lived in Camps, and had no Cities or Towns to 
dwell in. 

So Moses brought Israel from the Red Sea, and they 
went into the Wilderness and had no Water for three 
days, and when they found Wdter at Marah it was bit- 
ter. And Moses threw a Tree into the Water and it 
became sweet. — But the Israelites murmured against 
*Moses and Aaron, saying. Would we had died in Egypt, 
for ye have brought u^ forth to this Wilderness to die 
of hunger. And Moses spake unto Aaron, say unto 
all the Congregation, Come near before the Lord, for 
he hath heard your murmurings, — and as Aaron spake 
to the People, they looked toward the Wilderness, and 
jbehold, the Glory of the Lord appeared in the Cloud. 
And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, I have heard 
their murmurings, speak unto th^m, saying. At Even 
ye shall eat flesh, and in the Morning ye shall be filled 
with bread; for ye shall know that I am the Lord* 
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And it came to pass, that at even the Quails came 
up and covered the Camp, and in the morning the dew 
lay round about the host, and when the dew was gone 
up, behold upon the face of the Wilderness there lay 
a small round thing, as small as the hoar frost on the 
ground. And Moses said. This is the bread which 
the Lord hath given you to eat. And they gathered 
it every morning,^ every man according to his fkibily, 
and when the Sun waxed hot, it melted. And on the 
sixth day they gathered twice as nmch, and laid it up 
for the seventh day; on the seventh day they gathered 
none. And they called it Manna. It was like Cori- 
ander Seed, white, and the taste like wafers made with 
honey. And thus the Lord fed them with Manna the 
whole forty years they remained in the WiWemess. — 
And Israel murmured again for Water, and the Lord 
said to Moses, Go before the People, ^nd I will stand 
before thee upon the Rock of Horeb, and thou shalt 
strike the Rocjc with thy Rod, and there shall come 
Water out of it, that the People may drink. And Moses 
•did so in the sight of the Elders of Israel. And Moses 
chose able men out of Israel, and made them Heads 
over the People, Rulers of Thousands, of Hundreds, 
of Fifties, and Tens. And they judged the People at 
all seasons, the hard causes they brought to Moses, 
but every smaller matter they judged themselves. 

CHAPTER 28. 

GOD GIVES THE TEN COMMANDMENTS TO MOSES. 

And Israel came into the Wilderness of Sinai, and 
camped before the Mount. And Moses went up unJto 
God, and the Lord .spake unto him out of the Moun- 
tain, saying. Thus shalt thou say to the Children of 
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Israel, If ye will obey my voice and keep my^ covenant, 
then shall ye be a peculiar treasure unto me above all 
People, for the whole earth is mine. And Moses laid 
before them the words which the Lord commanded 
him, and all the People answered together. All that the 
Lord hatb spoken we will do. — And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Lo I come unto thee in a thick Cloud, 
that the People may hear me when I speak unto thee, 
and believe thee for ever. Go and sanctify the People, 
and be ready against the third day. And Moses did so. 

And on the third day, the Lord spake unto Moses 
and all the People of Israel, from the top of Mount 
Sinai, and said — 

I. — I am the Lord thy God. Thou shalt have no 
other God. 
^ II. — ^Thou shalt not worship any Graven Image. 

III.— Thou shalt not take the Name of the Lord 
thy God in vain. 

IV, — Remember the Subbath Day to keep it Holy. 
Six days shalt thou labour and do all thy work, but 
the seventh day is the Sabbath. In it thou shalt do 
no work. 

V. — Honour thy Father and thy Mother. 

VL — ^Thou shalt do no Murder. 

VII. — ^Thou shalt not commit Adultery. 

VIIL— Thou shalt not Steal. . 

IX. — ^Thou shalt not bear false Witness. 

X. — ^Thou shalt not covet any thing that is thy 
Neighbour's. 

And Moses came and told the People all the words 
of the Lord, and all the People answered with one 
voice and said. All the words which the Lord hath said 
win we do. — And Moses wrote all the words in a Book, 
and made a Sacrifice, and took the Book and read it to 
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tbe People, and they said. Ail that the Lord hath said 
we will do, and be obedient. — But we shall see in this 
history, how they forgot this their solemn promise, and 
wh^t they justly suffered -for their disobedience. 

And to these Commandments we must all be obe- 
dient, — we and our Children for ever. — fgr they are 
Xjod*s Commandments, to be obeyed by all Men to 
the end of tbe World. 

CHAPTER 39. 

GOD'S COMMAND TO OBSERVE THE SABBATH. 

And the Lord called Moses up into the Mount, and 
the sight of the Glory of the Lord was like a devouring 
fire on the top of the Mountain, in the eye§ of the 
Israelites, And Moses went into the midst of tbe 
Cloud, and was there forty days and nights. 

And in tbe mount, the Lord commanded Moses, 
that the People should make Offerings to the Lord, 
and that they should make him an Ark, into which they 
should put the Testimony which the Lord should give 
them, and that they should make a Tabernacle or Tent, 
in which the Ark should be kept — and God directed 
the form and fashion thereof.^ — And the Lord com- 
manded that Moses should take unto hioi Aaron his 
Brother, and his Sons with him, that they might serve 
the Lord in the Priest's Office, and the Lord directed 
the form and fashion of Holy Garments for the Priests, 
and the manner of consecrating them unto the Priest's 
Office. — Also the Lord gave commandment unto Moses, 
as to many Ceremonies to be observed by the Children 
of Israel. 

And the Lord spake uqto Moses, saying. Speak ye 
also unto the Children of Israel, saying. Verily my 
£ 
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Sabbaths ye shall keep, for it is a sign between me and 
\ou for ever; that ye may know that I am the Lord. 
Ye shall keep the Sabbath for it is Holy. Six days may 
work be done; but in the seventh is the Sabbath of Rest, 
Holy to the Lord. For in six days, the Lord made 
Heaven and Earth, and on the seventh day he rested. 

And the Lord gave unto Moses, when he had made 
an end of communing with him upon Mount Sinai, two 
Tables of Testimony, being the Ten Commandments, 
on Tables of Stone, written by God himself. 

CHAPTraiR 30. 

THE PEOPLE REBEL AGAINST MOSES. 

And when tHe People saw that Moses delayed to come 
down out of the Mount, the People gathered themselves 
together unto Aaron, and said unto him. Up, make us 
Gods which shall go before us, for as for this Moses, 
the Man tliat brought us up out of Egypt, we wot not 
what is become (^him. — And Aaron made a Golden 
Calf; and the People worshipped it, — they forgat 'the 
Living God who was shewing them such great mercies, 
and fell down to worship the work of their own hands. 
And the Lord saw what they had done, and «aid unto 
Moses in tlie Mount, I will destroy this People, and I 
will make thee a great Nation; but Moses besought 
the Lord to remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and 
turned away the anger of the Lord. 

And Moses turned and went down from the Mount, 
and the Tables of the Testimony were in his hand, the 
Tables that were the work of God. And when Moses 
came nigh unto the Camp, and saw the Calf and the 
dancing, his anger was hot, and he cast the Tables out 
of his hands and brake them beneath the Mount. And 
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he burnt the Calf, and he commanded the Tribe of Levi 
to kill the Idolaters, and they slew about three thou- 
sand. And Moses returned unto the Lord, and prayed 
the Lord to forgive his People; and the Lord com- 
manded Moses to depart, and go up unto the Land 
which he had promised to Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
and said, I will send an Angel before thee and drive out 
the Inhabitants of that Land. And Moses pitched the 
Tabernacle without the Camp, and as Moses entered 
into the Tabernacle, the cloudy Pillar descended and 
stood at the door. And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
and Joshua his servant was in the Tabernacle. And 
when Moses said, I beseech thee shew me thy Glory, 
the Lord answered and said. Thou canst not see my 
&ce, for there shall no Man see me and live. 

CHAPTER 31. 

MOSES IN THE MOUNT. 
THE ABK AND THE TABERNACLE., 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Hew thee two Tables 
of Stone like unto the first, ^nd I will write upon these 
the Words that were in the first Tables. 'And Moses 
did so, and went up unto Mount Sinai as the Lord com* 
manded, and the Lord descended in the Cloud, and 
stood with him there. — ^And the Lord gave Moses many 
Commandments and said. Thou shalt worship no other 
God, the Lord is a jealous God. — ^And he was there 
with the Lord forty days and forty nights, he did 
lieither eat bread nor drink water; — and he wrote upon 
the Tables the Ten Commandments. 

And when Moses came, down from the Mount, he 
wist not that his face shone, and when Aaron and the 
Children of Israel saw that his face shone, they werjs 
E2 
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afraid to come nigh him^; — but Moses callied and talked 
unto them, putting a VeH on his Face. And he gave 
them in commaadknent, aU that the Lord had spoken 
with him in Mount Sinai. 

And the Children* of Isvael made the Sanctuary and^ 
the Ark, the Table,* Ae Altars, and every things &r 
the Service of die Lord in the Tabernacle, exactly^ 
as the Lord had comntond^d Moses, — And Moses did* 
look upon all the work» and behold they had done it; 
as the Lord had oommanded,:^-aud Moses blessed ^em. 
And the Lord spake to Moses, commanding hitn t^ 
set up the Tafbernacle or Tent, and to* ptt$ tiieitein. the 
Ark of the Testimony,, and to* anoint Aaron^the-Pmest,- 
and ptftt upoA^hin the Holy Gfutment^ a^ smct^ 
him and his Sonsv that they shottld be an^ everiasdng 
Priesthood. — ^Thus did Moses, according to all that 
the Lord commanded him. So did he. 

So Moses finished the work. Thena* Cloud covered 
the Tent, and the Glory of the Lord filled the Taber- 
nacle, and Sloses was not able to enter because of the 
^lofy of the Lolrd;-^aod when 8he Cloud was taken up 
from the Tent, the kraelites went onward m thek jour^ 
ney, but if the Cloud wa* noU taken up,, they joumieill 
not till the day tiha^ it was taken up. — For the Clou<l 
of the Lord was upon the Tabernacle by ^^, and fire 
was on it by m'ghtr in st^hli of all the house* of Israel: 
throughout aU their journeys. 

The End of the Boof[ of Exoxfus, 
CHAPTER 32. 

THE BOOK OF LEVITICUS. 

A K]> the L&t4 eaifed unto Moses; and spake imfo him 
and to Aaron out of the Taberoa^l^, and gave him 
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many Oommandmeuts for the Children of Israel, to 
observe and keep, and which are contained in the Book 
called Leviticus, written by Moses. And therein were 
ordained many Sacrifices, Festivals, Laws, and Cus- 
toms, which are observed by the Jews, the descendants 
of those Israelites, unto this day. 

Moreover th^ Lord said, ye shall keep my Sabbaths, 
and reverence my Sanctuary, I am. the Lord. 

CHAPTER 33. 

THE BOOK OF NUMBERS. 
THE TWELVE TRIBES. 

In the second year after they were come out of Egypt, 
the Lord commanded Moses to number the Children 
of Israel, an account of which is contained in the Book 
of Numbers, and they divided themselves according to 
their Tribes, each Tribe encamping by itself, with the 
ensign or standard of their Fathers house, and there 
was a Prince over every Tribe. — And the Tribe of 
Levi were set apart as Priests for the service of the 
Tabernacle — and at the beginning of the second year, 
they kept the Passover, as the Lord had commanded 
them, before they came out of Egypt. 

And always when the Cloud rested on the Taber- 
nacle, the Children of Israel rested in their tents, and 
when the Cloud was taken up, they journeyed onward. 
So it was«always a Cloud by day, and th^ appearance 
of Fire by night. 

And in the second year, the Cloud directed them 
from the Wilderness of Sinai, unto the Wilderness of 
Paran. 

And the People complained, and said. Who will give 
us Flesh to eat 1 We remembelr the Fish which we did 
£3 
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eat in Egypt freely, and the Cucumbers and the MeloQs ; 
and DOW there is nothing beside this Manna. 

And the Lord commanded Moses to say to the 
People, that they should eat Flesh for a whole month. 
And the Lord sent forth a Wind and brought Quails 
from the Sea, and they fell by the Camp, and all round 
about, and the People gathered the Quails and spread 
them for themselves — but the Lord was angry with the 
People for their mumuriogs, and smote them with a 
great Plague. — And the Lord ordained seventy Elders 
to assist Moses in governing the Children of Israel. 

And when Miriam and Aaron, the brother and sister 
of Moses, were envious pf Moses, the Lord rebuked 
them, for the Man Moses was very meek, above all the 
Men which were on the face of the Earth. — Meekness 
and humility are an ornament to a man of whatever 
eminence or station. 

CHAPTER 34. 

SPIES SENT INTO CANAAN — CALEB AND JOSHUA, 

And the Lord commanded Moses,, and he sent a Ruler 
from every Tribe to spy out the Land of Canaan, and 
see the People whether they were strong or weak, and 
the Land whether it were good or bad. So they went 
and searched the Land, and they cut down, a branch 
- with one cluster of Grapes, and they bare it between 
two upon a staff; and they brought also Pomegranates 
and Figs, and they returned after forty days. And 
they told Moses, and said, The Land floweth with 
Milk and Honey, and this is the Fruit of it. Never- 
theless the People be strong, and the Cities are walled 
and very great, and the People are of great stature. 
But Caleb stilled the People, and said. Let us go up at 
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once and possess it, for we are well able to overcome it. 
And the People murmured against Moses and Aaron» 
and said. Would God we had died in the Land of £g*ypt, 
or would God we had died in this Wilderness. Where- 
fore hath the Lord brought us to this Land, to fall by 
the sword? Let us make a Captain, and return to 
Egypt. — And Joshua and Caleb, which were of them 
that searched the Land, spake unto the People and 
said. If the Lord delight in us he will bring us to this 
Land, only rebel not against the Lord, neither fear the 
People of the Land ; the Lord is with us, fear them not. . 
And the People would have stoned them. 

Then the Lord said to Moses, How long will this 
People provoke me. I will smite them with the Pesti- 
lence^ and make of thee a greater Nation ; — and Moses 
said. The Egyptians will hear of it and say, Because 
the Lord was not able to bring the People* into the 
Land which he sware unto them. Now pardon I pray 
thee, the iniquity of this People, according to the 
greatness of thy mercy. — And the Lord said, I have 
pardoned according to thy word, — because all these 
men which have seen my Glory which I did in Egypt 
have tempted me and not hearkened to my voice. 
Surely they shall never see the Land which I promised 
to their Fathers ;. but my servant Caleb, him will I 
bring into the Land, and Joshua. — And ye shall wander 
in the Wilderness forty years. — ^And all the men that 
searched the Land except Caleb and Joshua died of 
the plague, before the Israelites entered Canaan. 

Then the Israelites attempted to invade the Hill 
Country of the Amalekites, but the Lord was not with 
them, and tbev were defeated. 
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CHAPTER 35. 

THE REBELLION OF KORAH. 
THE ROCK AT MERIBAH. 

And while the Children of Israel were in the Wilder- 
ness, they found a man that gathered sticks on the Sab- 
bath day, and they brought him to Moses and Aaron, 
because it was not declared in the Law what should be 
done to him ; and the Lord said unto Moses, The man 
shall surely be put to death. And all the Congregation 
stoned him with stones, and he died. 

And Kprah and Dathan, and Abiram, rebelled 
against Moses and Aaron, and Moses and warned all 
the Congregation, and they left the Tents of Korah, 
Dathan, and Abiram: — And Mose^ said. Hereby ye 
shall know that the Lord hath sent me. If the Earth 
open her mouth and swallow up these men, then shall 
ye understand that these men have provoked the Lord. 

And it came to pass as he had made an end of 
speaking, that the Ground clave asunder, and the Earth 
closed upon them. 

And all Isr9el fled for fear, yet on the morrow did 
they murmur against Moses and Aarons — And behold 
the Cloud covered the Tabernacle^ and the Glory of 
the Lord appeared; and the Lord said unto Moses, 
Get you up from among the Congregation, that I may 
consume them as in a moment. — And Aaron ran into 
the midst, and offered Incense and made Atonement, 
and the plague was stayed. 

Thencame the Children of Israel into the Desert of 
Zin; and Miriam died there. — And the People mur- 
mured for want of Water, and the Lord spake to Moses 
and said, Take the Rod and gather the Assembly toge- 
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ther» tlioa and Aaron thy brother, and spetik ye ttnto 
the Rock beftM^e their eyes, and* it »hall brin^ forth 
Watfer. 

Then Moses gathered the Congregation together, 
and widi^ his Rod smote the Reek twice, and the Water 
came out abundantly, and the Congregatioa drank 
and their BeasCs also. — And the Lord said^ unto Itfosetf 
and Aaron, Because ye believed me not; to saiietify 
me i& the eye» of the Children of Israel (for Mosea 
had smote the Rock instead of only speaking to it as* 
Ood had smc^ therefore shall ye not bnng the Congre- 
gation* into the Land which I hd^e given them. — Thi9 
is called the Water of Meribtth. 

CHAPTER 38. 

THE KING OF EDOIiff — AARON'S DEATH. 
THE BRAZEN SERPENT. 

And Moses sent Messengers cm fnum Kadesh unto the 
King! of EdoiDi—Thus toith thy brother Israel^ Thou 
knowest z\h the travel lAsut ha« bdatten osr how ome 
Faibers wentdbwn into EgryfMv anokwe dwelt thepe% 
long time^ aiMt the Egyptians vexed us^^ aod when ffa 
ei^d ujxto the Lord he heard dur veiiee, and sent* an 
Angel, and hath brought us forth out of Egypl^ and! 
beboldl we are in Kadesh ; kt ns pass^ £ pr»y' thee 
thfougb thy Country. — ^We wiil not pass tfarovgh the 
Fi^s or Yhieyard^ nei^hec will we drink of the Water 
of the Welle; we wiligo by the King^s highway, and 
will sot tuna to the right hand or to the left» 

And Edotti. said, thou shalt not pass lest I come otti 
agaiimt thee wifth the swonL^ — ^And Israel said, I will 
go by the way, and if I drink of the Water I wili pay 
for it — but Edom refused to let Israd pass^tbrough their 
country. And Israel turned away towards: Mount ll#r.

And Moses by Gommaod of the Lord put Aaron the 
Priest's Garments on Eleazar his son, on Mount Hon 
And Aaron died there, on the top of the Mount. And 
all the Congregation mourned for Aaron thirty days. 

And the Lord sent fiery Serpents among the People, 
and they bit the People, and mueh People of Israel 
died ; and Moses by the Lord's Commandment made 
a Serpent of Brass, and put it on a Pole, and when any 
Man that had been bitten, looked on the Brazen Ser- 
pent he lived. 

And Israel went on journeying in the Wilderness, 
and fought against Sihon King of the Amorites, and 
Og the King of Basan, and subdued them. 

CHAPTER 37. 

BALAK AND BALAAM. 

And the Children of Israel pitched in the Plains of 
Moab, on this side Jordan by Jericho. 

And Balak the King of Moab saw what Israel had 
done to the Amorites, and was afraid. He sent Mes- 
sengers therefore to Balaam the Prophet to say. Come 
and curse me this People. — ^And God said to Balaam, 
Thou shall not go, nor curse this People, for they are 
blessed. 

And Balak sent again Princes, more honorable than 
the former, — but Balaam said. If Balak would give mo 
his house full of Silver and Gold, I cannot go beyond 
the word of the Lord to do less or more. — And Balaam 
tempted God; for having still an evil desire to go to 
this great King, and accompany these Princes, — ^Am- 
bition and covetousness are subtle tempters, — Balaam 
enquired again of the Lord, and God said unto Balaam, 
Go with the men, but the word which I shall say, that 
shalt thou speak. 
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And Balaam saddled his Ass, and went with the 
Princes of Moab; — but God was angry because he 
went, and as he was riding upon his Ass, and his tw^ 
Servants with him, an Angel stood in the way, with his 
sword drawn : and the Ass turned aside and went into 
the Field. And Balaam smote the Ass, but the Angel 
stood in a path with a wall on each side, and the Ass 
thrust herself unto the wall, and crushed Balaam's foot 
Against the wall. — And the Angel stood again in a 
narrow place, and th# Ass fell down under Balaam ; 
and the Lord opened the mouth of the Ass, and she 
pleaded unto Balaam, but Balaam said, 1 would now 
there were a sword in my hand, for then would I kill thee. 
Then Balaam saw the Angel, and bowed down his head, 
^nd fell flat on his face. And the Angel said, I came 
up to withstand thee hecaCise thy way is perverse, — hut 
the An^el said, Gro on with the Men. And Balak came 
out to meet Balaam, and took him unto an hi^h place, 
^whence he might see the Children of Israel. 

Then Balaam said — ^The King of Moabhathbrought 
me from th^ East saying. Come curse me Jacob, and 
come, ^efy Israel, — How shall I curse whom God hath 
not cursed ? For from the top of the Rocl^s I behold 
him. — Lo the People dwell alone, and shall not be 
reckoned amonf^ the Nations. — ^Who can count the 
dust of Jacob, and the number of the fourth part of 
Israel 1 Let me die the death of the Righteous and let 
my last end be like his. 

And Balak brought Balaam to the Top of Pisgah, 
hoping ^that he would curse Israel from thence ; but 
Balaam blessed Israel again. — And again Balak brought 
Balaam unto the Top of Peor, but Balaam again blessed 
Israel, and prophesied that Israel should destroy the 
Nations of that Country, and that his Kingdom should 
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be exalted ; — ^There shall come a Star out of Jacob, 
and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and shall smite 
the corners of Moab, and destroy all the Children of 
Sheth. And Balaam gave counsel to Balak, that he 
should entice the Israelites to Idolatry, and that then 
he might destroy them-; — For Balaam was a* wicked 
Prophet, and he met with an .untimely end. 

CHAPTER 38. 

THE NUMBERING OF THE PEOPLE. 

Then Moses numbered the Children of Israel, in the 
Plains of Moab, for the Lord said unto Moses, that 
the Land should be divided among them according to 
the numbers of their Tribes. Now there was not a 
Man of them left whom Moses and Aaron hud num- 
bered in the beginning of their journey, in the Wilder- 
ness of Sinai, save only Caleb and Joshua, as the Lord 
before had said. 

Then the Lord said unto Moses, Get thee up into 
this Mount Abarim, aud see the Land which I have 
given unto the Children of Israel. And when thou 
has seen it, thou also shalt be gathered unto thy People, 
as Aaron thy Brother was, — for ye disobeyed my com- 
mand at tlie Waters of Meribah. — God will be obeyed 
an every action, and every word; disobedience will be 
punished in the most righteous, and the most exalted. 

Aud Moses said, Let the Lord set a Man over the 
Congregation, that they be not as Sheep which have 
no Shepherd. — And the Lord said. Take thee Joshua 
the Son of Nun, and set him before Eleazar the Priest, 
and before all the Congregation. And Moses did so, 
. and laid his hands upon him and gave him a charge as 
the Lord commanded. 
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Then tbe Childveii of Israel fought against the Mi- 
dianites, and slew their five Kings; Balaam also their 
Prophet, they slew with the sword. — And the Tribes 
of Re«ben and Gad, besought Moses to let them take 
for their possession the Country they had conquered, 
before they passed the River Jordan, and they pro- 
mised tha| they would lea:ve their wives and their little 
t>nes in that Land, and that they would go on with the 
rest of Israel to the yonder side of Jordan, until the 
promised Land was subdued. And Moses permitted 
them. 

And the Lor4 commanded Moses, that when the 
Children of Israel had passed over Jordwi into the 
Land of Canaan, they should drive ofit all the Inhabi- 
tants of that Land, and divide that Land by lot. — And 
Moses described and pointed out the boundaries of the 
Land, and the «anies of the persons, one Prince from 
every Tribe, with Eleazar -and Joshua, that should 
divide the Land* And Moses gave many Command- 
ments unto the ChiUren of Israel as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

Thus ends the Book tif Numbers,-— at the end of 
the forty years journeying of the Children of Israel in 
the Wilderness, that peculkr people, whom Qod chose 
out from among the Nations, to preserve his Name 
upon the Earth ; and bj whom afene, amidst all their 
repeated sins and provocations, the knowledge of the 
true God was preserved ; until, in the fulness of time, 
God ^ent his only Son Jestts Christ to redeem all the 
World, and call every Uvinjg soul throu^ £uth in him', 
to the assurance of everlasting happiness in Heaven. 
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CHAPTER ». 

THE BOOK OF DEUTERONOMY. 

Moses wrote the first five Books of the Bible, Genesis, 
Exodus, Leviticus, Nwmkirs, and Deuteronomy, which 
are called froai their nuttber the Pentateuch. We have 
f oiie through thc4nst four of these Books, and are now 
cooie to tiK last of them, DEUTERONOMY. 

*' These he the words which Moses spake unto all 
*' Israel in the Wiklernes8."-«Thus begins the Book of 
Deuteronomy, — and in it, Moses called to the remem- 
brance of the Israelites, the many instances in which 
they had experienced God's fhvour, the success and 
victories which had marked their progress, the mur- 
murs by which they had provoked God, and the effects 
of God's anger. 

Moses himself God had declared should never 
cater the promised Land; but he earnestly exhorts the 
Israelites to obey all God's Laws and Commandments, 
when they should enter into Canaan, — that they might 
become a wise and understanding Nation, and choose 
life and good, rather than death «nd evil. 

This Book was written w the ^tieth year after 
the departure from Egypt, and in the year of the 
World 2652. 

CHAPTER 40. 

THE WORDS OF MOSES. 

And thus said Moses, — Hearken O Israel unto tlie 
Statutes and Jodgmenls whkh I teach you for to do 
them, that ye may live, and go in and possess the Land 
which the Lord God of your Fathers giveth you. — ^Ye 
shall not add vnto the word which I command you, 
neither shall ye diminish ought from it, that ye may 
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k^p the Coaimandmeots of the Lord your God which 
I command you. 

For what Nation is there so great, who hath God 
so nigb unto ^n, as tlie Lord our God is, in all things 
that we caM upon kin fbrl And what Nation is there, 
that batb Statutes and Judgments so righteous, as all 
this Law that I set before youl Only take heed and 
keep thy Soul diHgently, lest thou forget the tbnigs 
whicb thine eyes have seen, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy life, but teach them to thy 
Sobs, and tby Sons' sons. 

Specially the day when thou stoodest before the 
Lord thy God in Hore^, when the Mountain burned 
with Fire imto the midst of Heaven, wifli darkness, 
olottds, and thick darkness, — And the Lord spake unto 
you out of the midst of the Fire, Ye heard the vbice 
bttt saw no ^knitttode, only ye heard a voiee, — And he 
dedareil «nto you his Covenant, which he commanded 
yon to ptfffera, even Ten Commandments, and He 
wrote them, on tm> TaUes of Stone. 

If therefore ye shall make any similitude or Kkeness 
of any thing in Heaven or Earth, and fail down and 
worship it, or wben th«Q shall lift up thy eyes unto 
Heaven, and seest the Sun, and the Moon, «iid the 
Stars, if thou shouldest worship and serve them ; I call 
Heaven and Earth to witness against yon this day, that 
ye shtril soon utterly perish from the Land ye go to 
possess, — and the Lord shall $catter you among the 
NutiomB. 

But if from thence thou shalt seek the Lord thy 
God, thou shalt find him if thou seek him, with all thy 
heart, and all thy soul. — ^When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are 'come upon thee, even in the 
latter days, if thou turn to the Lord thy God, and shall 

FS 
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be obedient unto his voiice. He will not forsake thee 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the promises he made 
to thy Fathers. 

For ask now of the days that are past> since the 
the day that God created Man «ipon the Earth, and 
ask from Uie one side of the Heaven unto the other, 
whether there hath been any such thing as tlMS great 
thii^ is» or hath been heard like it — ^Did ever People 
hear the voice of God speaking out of the mi<tet of 
the Fire as thou hast heard, and live? Or hath God 
assayed to go and take him a Nation, from the midst 
of another Nation, by temptations, by signs, and by 
wonders^ and by ivar, and by a mighty hand, and by a 
stretched out arm, and by great terrors, according to 
aU that the Lord your God did for you in Egypt before 
your eyes t 

Unto thee it was shewed. That thou mightest know 
that the Lord fie is Grod, there is none else beside him. 
— ^And can we believe that the Israelites could forget 
these affectionate and impressive exhortations? The 
History will teE us that they did. 
CHAPTER 41. 

THE WOBDS OP MOSBS. 

^HE9f did Moses rehearse unto ihe Children of IsraeF, 
the Ten Commandments and all other the Statutes and 
Commandments which God had commanded to teach 
them, saying, — Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God is one^ 
Lord, and thou shalt love the Lord thy God, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might. — ^These words shall be in thine heart, and thou 
shalt teach them diligently unto thy Children, and shah 
talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up. 
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An4 it shall be, when the Lord hath brought thee 
into the promised Land of Canaan, houses full of good 
things, wells and vineyards which thou madest not; 
then beware lest thou forget God, and go dfter other 
Gods, the Grods of the People round about you. But 
smite them and destroy them, make no marriages with 
them, for thou art a special People chosen by God, 
from amongst all Nations. — And when thou grow rich 
in Lands, and in Flocks, say not in thine heart. My 
power and the might of my hand hath gotten me this 
wealth, but remember the Lord thy God, it is he that 
givetli thee power to get wealth, that he may establish 
his Covenant that he sware to thy Fathers, as it is at 
this day. 

Hear, O Israel,— after that the Lord hath cast out 
the Nations before thee, speak not in thine heart saying. 
For my righteouaness the Lord hath brought me in 
to possess this Land, but, for the wickedness of these 
'Nations the Lord doth drive them out Drom before 
thee. Remember and fojrget not, how thou didst pro- 
voke the Lord thy God at various times ; by making 
the Molten Calf and worshipping it, whilst I was in the 
Mount 9i Horeb, with the Lord, and so at Taberah, 
and at Massah, and at Kibroth-hattavah. Ye have 
been rebellious against the Lord from the day which 
I knew you. 

And now Israel, what doth the Lord thy Godrequire 
of thee, buf to fear the Lord thy God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to love him with all thy heart, and witb all 
thy souL 

The love of God is the Jirst Commandment, and « 
the love of our Neighbour is the second. If any sup- 
posed duty to our Neighbour appear to direct us one 
way, and the love and fear, of God to point another 
FS 
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way, lire must not kesitatc to chuse the latter* Bat 
the love of our Neighbour, rightly uodentood, will 
always be agreeable to our Duty to Grod. We are to 
love God with ell our soul, — aad serve him with allo\a 
strength. God will not accept half service; we must, 
in every action, have before our eyes hi» holy Com^ 
mand meats, and be guided by them alone, and not be 
drawn aside from them by other motives and tempta- 
tions» 

CHAPTER 42. 

TH£ LAST WORDS AND DEATH OF MOSES. 

Then did Moses give many more particular Com- 
mandments unto the Children of Israel, that they 
should observe and do when they came into the Land 
of Canaan. How they should keep their solemn Feasts, 
and how justice should be administered by the Judges 
and Priests, and how they should act in their dealings, 
every man with his neighbour. — ^And Moses foretold 
that in after times God would raise up a Prophet from ' 
the midst of Israel, like unto himself by which he meant, 
Jesus Christ. 

And Moses said. See, I have set before tliee this 
day, life and good, death and ^il. 

And Moses went and spake these words unto aU 
Israel: — I am an hundred and twenty years old this 
day. I can no more go out and come in. Also the . 
Lord hath said. Thou shalt not go over Jordan. The 
Lord shall go over before thee, and destroy the Na- 
tions ; and Joshua, he shall go over before thee, as the 
Lord hath said. — And Moses called unto Joshua and 
. said. Be strong and of good courage. And when Moses 
had finished writing the Law in a Book, he put it in the 
Ark of the Covenant. And he made an Holy Song, 
and spake it to the People. 
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And Moses made an end c^ speaking all these words 
to all Israel. And the Lord spake unto Moses the same 
day saying. Get thee unto Mount Nebo and thence 
behold the Land of Canaan, and die there. Thou 
shalt see the Land, but shalt not go thither. — ^Tlien 
Moses blessed the Children of Israel, and all the Tribes 
thereof, and foretold many particulars that should 
thereafter happen to them. 

And Moses went up from the Plains of Moab unto 
the Mountain of Nebo, to the Top of Pisgah. And 
the Lord shewed him afl the Land of Canaan. — So 
Moses the Servant of the Lord died there, and He 
buried him in a Valley in the Land of Moab, but no 
man knoweth of his Sepulchre. 

And Moses was an hundred and twenty years ©Id 
when he died ; his eye was not dim, nor his natural 
force abated. — And the Children of Israel wept for 
Moses in the Plains of Moab thirty days. 

And Joshua the Son of Nun, was full of the spirit 
of wisdom, for Moses had laid his hands upon him, 
and the Children of Israel hearkened unto him, and 
did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

Here end the Five Bobk^ written by Moses, the 
first and greatest of all the Prophets. 

Next follow the Books containing the History of 
the Jews for eight hundred and fifty years, from the 
death of Moses which happened 1450 years before 
Christ, to the end of the Kingdom of Israel about six 
hundred years before Christ.

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CHAPTER 43. 

THE BOOK OF JQSHUA. 
THB ISRAELITES ENTER THE LAND OF CANAAN. 

Now after the death of Moses, the Lord spake uoto 
Joshua the Son of Nun, Moses' Minister, saying, Moses 
my Servant is dead. Now therefore arise, go over this 
Jordan unto the Land which I give to the Children of 
Israel. Every place that the sole of your feet shall 
tread upon^ that have I given to you. From the Wil- 
derness and Lebanon, to the great River Euphrates, 
and unto the great Sea toward the going down of the 
Sun, shall be your Coast. Be strong and of good 
courage, obey my law, and thou sbalt make thy way 
prosperous^ for the Lord God is with thee wherever 
thou goest. I will never fail thee nor forsake thee. — 
Then Joshua commanded the Officers, saying. Pass 
through the Host, and conuDand the People, saying. 
Prepare ye Victuals, for within three days ye shall 
pass over this Jordan, to go in to possess this Land 
which God giveth you. And they answered Joshua, 
saying. All that thou commandest us we will do, and 
whithersoever thou sendest us we will go. Accordkig 
as we hearkened onto Moses in all things, so will we 
hearken unto thee. Only be strong and of good 
courage, the Lord thy God be with thee as he was 
with Moses. 

And Joshua sent out two men to spy secretly say- 
ing. Go view the Land, even Jerieho. And they went 
and came imto Rahab's house, and lodged there. And 
the King- of Jericho sent unto Rahab, bring forth the 
men, and she took and hid them, and said, I wist not 
whence they were, and at the shutting of the gate whe»

it was dark, the men Mrent out, whither they went I 
wot not, pursue and ye shall overtake them. Bat she 
had brought them to the top of the house, and hkl 
them with the stalks of flax. And the men pursued 
after them, and tliey shut the gate. And Rahab said 
to the men, I know that the Lord hath given yon the 
Land, foi* we have heard what he did for you at the 
Red Sea. Now swear that ye will shew kindness to my 
Father's house, and give me a true token. And the 
men answered. Our life for yours, if ye utter not our 
business^ we will deal kindly with you. Then she let 
them down by a Cord through the Window, for l^r 
bouse was upon the Town*wall. And the men said. 
Behold, when we come into the Land, thou shalt bind 
this line of scarlet thread in this Window, «id take thy 
Father's house home to thee. And whosoever- shall be 
with you in this house, his blood shall be on our head, 
if any hand be upon him. And the two men returned 
to Joshua, and told them all that befel thenu And said. 
Truly tlie Lord hath delivered into our hands, all the 
Land, for all the Inhabitants of the Country do faint 
because of us. 

And Joshua rose early in the morning, and removed 
to Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all the Children 
of Israel. And Joshua raid. Come hither and hear the 
words of the Lord your God. Hereby ye shall kmm 
that the Living God is among you, and that he will 
drive out before you, the ^Hittites, the Hivites, the 
Parizzites, the Girgasbites, the Amorites, and the Je- 
busites ; before the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord 
of all the Earth, passeth over before you into Jordan. 
Now take you twelve men, out of every Tribe a Man, 
and as soon as the feet of the Priests that bear the 
Ark rest in the Waters of Jordan, the Waters shaU 
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stand o» aa heap. And aa they that hare the Ark 
cane unto Jordan, as the aolea of thek feet touched the 
hrim oi the Water, for Jordan o^erfloweth all his haaks 
all the time of Harvest, the Watera that came dcrwa 
from aribove stood upon an heafii, and the Priests stood 
firm on dry ground in the midst of Joedan, until all the 
Peeple had passed over, on dry ground, right against 
Jericho. And they took up twelve stones out of the 
nudst of Jordan, and Jordfto pitched them on G^i%al, 
aa a memorial to the Children of Israel for ever. 

And when the Kings of the Amorites heard that the 
Lord had dried up the Waters of Jordan, hehokfr, their 
heart mailed, neither was there ^irit in liiemany more. 
And they encamped in Gilgal, and kept the Passover, 
and on the morning th^ did eat of the old Corn of the 
Land» and the next day the manna censed. 

And it caske to pass when Joshua was by Jericho, 
that he lifted up his eyes, and behold, there stood a 
Man over agamst hhn with his sword drawn in his 
hand, «aid Joshua said. Art thou for us or for our 
adversaries? And he say. Nay, hut as Captain of the 
Host of the Lord am I come. And Joshna Mi on 
his hee and said. What saith my Lord unto hb Ser- 
vant. And the Captain of the Lord's Host said. Loose 
thy shoe from off thy foot, for the place whereon thou 
atand^t is Holy. And Joshua did so. — ^Thus did the 
Lord renew unto Joshua, the assurance of protection 
he had given unto Moses. 

CHAPTER 44. 

* THE TAILING OF JERICHO. 

Now Jericho was straitly shut up. None went out, 
and none came in. And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
See I have given into thy hand, Jericho, and the King 
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thereof. Ye shali compass the City once erery day 
ibr six days, and seven Prieste shall bear befare the 
Ark seven Trumpets of Ram^s horns, and the seventh 
day, ye shall compass the City seven times, and the 
Priests shall blow with the Triraipets, and it yihallcome 
to pass ^vhen they make a long blast with the Ram^ 
horn, all the People shall shout with a great shout, and 
the wall of the City shall fall down flat, and the People 
shall ascend up every man straight before him. 

An4 Joshua commanded, and the seven Priests 
iiearing the seven Tnnopets parsed on before the Lord, 
mad blew with the Trumpets, and the Ark of the Lord 
followed them, and the armed men went before the 
Priests, and the rereward came aftar the Ark, the 
Priests going on and blowing with the Trumpets. 
And Joshua had commanded the People saying. Ye 
shall not shout, nor make any noise till I bid you 
shout. So the Ark compassed the City six days, once 
every day ; and the seventh day they compassed the 
City in the same manner, seven times. And at the 
seventh time when the Priests blew with the Trumpets, 
Joshua said unto the People, Shout for the Lord hath 
given you the City. And the City shall be accursed, 
and all that are therein, — only, Rabab, she and alt 
that ih her house shall live. And keep yourselves 
irom every thing in the City, lor it is accursed, bring 
not the accursed thing into the. Camp of Israel. But 
all the Silver and Gold, and Vessels of Brass and Iron 
are consecrated unto the Lord, they shall corae into 
the Treasury of the Lord. 

So when the People heard the sound of the Trum- 
pets, they shouted with a great shout, and the wall fell 
down flat, so that the People went into the City, every 

i straight before him, and they took the City. And 
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tbey utterly destroyed all that was in the City, safe 
only Rahab and her Kindred, — and burnt the City with 
Fire. Only the Silver and Gpld, and the Vessels of 
JSrast and Iron, th^ put into the Treasury of the House 
of the Lord. So the Lord >iras with Joshua and his 
fame was raised throughout all the Country. 

CHAPTER 45. 

Al AND ACHAN. 

But the Children of Israel sinned, for Achan the Son 
of Carmi, took of the accursed thing. And Joshua 
sent Men from Jericho to take Ai, a^d they fled before 
the Men of Ai f and Joshua rent his Clothes and fell 
upon his face before the Ark, he and the Elders of 
Israel, and the Lord said, Israel hath sinned, they have 
taken of the accursed thing, and have dissembled also, 
^nd put it among their own stu£^ Therefore could 
not Israel stand b^re their enemies. So Joshua rose 
up early in the morning, and brought Israel by their 
Tribes, and the Tribe of Judah was taken, and the lot 
feU on Achan. And Joshua said. My Son give Glory 
to God, and make cou^ession, and teU me what thou 
hast done. And Achan said. Indeed I have sinned 
against God, and thus and thus have I done. When 
I saw among the spoils a goodly Babylonish garment, 
and two hondred Shekels of Silver and a Wedge of 
Gold, then I coveted them and took them, and behold, 
they are hid in the Earth in the midst of my Tentl 

So Joshua sent Messengers, and they ran unto 
the Tent, and behold it was hid in his Tent, and the 
Silver under it And Joshua and all Israel took Achan, 
and the Silver and Gold, and all that he had, and 
stpned him with stones, and burned them with fire. 
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%Bd tbey raised over bim a great heap of stones unto 
this day. 

And the Lord said unto Joshaa^ Fear not, neither 
be tbda dismayed, arise and go up to Ai, see I have 
given it into thy hand. So Joshua chose out thirty 
thirty thousand men of vlilonr and sent them away by 
night, and commanded them to lie in ambush; and 
Joshua and the rest of the People went up, and pitched 
on the North side of Ai. And the King of Ai went 
out against Israel to battle, and Joshua and all Israel 
made as if they were beaten before them, and fled by 
the way of the Wilderness. And the Men of Ai left 
the City open, and pursued after Israel. And Joshda 
stretched out his spear toward the City, and the am- 
bnsh arose, and entered the City, and took it, and set 
It on fire. And when the Men of Ai looked behind 
them, they saw and beheld the smoke of the City 
ascemied up to Heaven. And Joshua turned and slew 
the Men of Ai, and the ambush issued out of the City 
fimd smote them, ao that they let none of them escape. 
Then Joshua built an Altar unto the Lord, and read 
all the words of the Law to all the Congregation, with 
the women, and the little ones, and the strangers. 

And all the Kings on this side Jordan gathered 
themselves together to fight with Joshua and with 
Israel, with one accord. And when the Inhabitants of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had done to Jerico and Ai, 
they did work wilily, and went and made as if they 
had been Ambassadors, and took old sacks upon their 
asses, and wine bottles, old and rent, and old shoes 
upon their feet, and old garments; and all their bread 
was dry and mouldy. And they went to Joshua^ to the 
Camp at Gilgal, and said. We be come from a fiir 
country, make ye a league with us. This bread we 
G 
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took hot from our houses^ and these bottks were i 
and our garments and shoes are become old by reason 
of the very long journey. And the men of Israel took 
of their victuals, and asked not counsel of the Lord. 
And Joshua made peace with thi^m, to let them ltv€; 
but heboid at the end of three days, they came upon 
^heir Cities, and found they were their nei^bours. 
And they let the men of Gibeon live, but they made 
them bondmen, hewers of wood, and drawers of water 
for the House of God. 

And when Adonizedec, King of Jerusalem, heard 
liow Joshua had taken Ai, and destrc^ed h, and how 
the luhabitants of Gibeon had made peace with Israel; 
he sent unto the Kings of Hebron, and of Jarmuth, (^ 
Lachish, and of Eglon, and they gatlmred th^n^selves 
together and made war against Gibeon. So Joshua 
ascended from Gilgal, and the men of war with him, 
to protect Gibeon, and they came suddenly upon the 
five Kings, and discoitifited them. And it came to 
pass, as they fied before Israel, that the Lord cast 
down great stones upon>them from Heaven, and they 
died. Then Joshua spake and said. Son stand thoa 
still upon Gibeon, and thon Moon in the Valley of 
Ajalon ; and the Sun stood still, and the Moon stayed 
until the People had avenged themselves upon their 
enemies. So the Sun stood still in the midst of 
Heaven, and hasted not to go down about a whole 
day. And there was no day like that before it or •' 
after it, that the Lord hearkened unto the voice of a 
Man, for the Lord fought for IsraeL And Joshua took 
the five Kings prisoners, «nd afterwards took their 
Cities, and destroyed all the souls that were tberein. 
And Joshua returned and all Israel that were with 
him, unto the Camp to GilgaU So Josfana took the 
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wtole Land^ ace^fdiag to all that tke Lord said unto 
Moses. And Josbua gave it for an Inherit^nee unto 
Israel, according to their divisioos by their Tribes. 
And the Land rested finom war* Aad Joshua appointed 
the bounds of the Land for every Tribe, — nine Tribes, 
and the half Tribe of Manasseh went over Jordan, but 
the Tribes of Reuben and Gad, and the t>ther half 
.Tribe of Manasseh did net go i^ven 

CHAPTER 46, 

THE ISRAELITES REST IN CANAAN. 
DEATH OF JOSHUA. 

And the whole Congregation of the CbildreB of Israel 
assembled tog^her at SMIofa, and set up the Tabernacle 
of the Congregation th^re. And when they had made 
an end of dividuig the Lan<}, Um Children of Israel 
gave an Inheritance to Joshua. 

And the Lord gave unto Israel all the Land which 
he sware to give unto their Fathers ; and they possessed 
it and dwelt therein. — And the Lord gave them rest 
round about, and dielivered their enemies into their hand. 

And it came to pass, a long time after the Lord had 
given rest unto Israel, that Joshua waxed old; and 
Joshua called for all Israel, and said, I am old and 
stricken in age. And ye ha,v^ seen all that the Lord 
hath done unto all these nations because of you; for 
the Lord your God is he that hath fought for you. Be- 
hold I have divided unto you by lot these nations that 
remain, from Jordan unto the Great Sea westward. 
And the Lord your God he shall expel them from be- 
fore you, and ye shall possess their land. Be ye there- 
fore very courageous to keep and to do all that is written 
in tlie book of the law of Moses,- that ye serve not the

Gods of these Dfttions, but ckaye unto the Lol^; jour 
God as ye have dooe unto this day. Ami behold I am 
going the way of all the earth; — ^fear the Lord, and 
serve him in sincerity and truth, and serve no other 
Gods* So Joshua made a Covenant, and wrote these 
words in the Book of the Law of God, and took a 
great stone and set it up there under an Oak feir a 
witness of the renewal of the Covenant o£ God with 
the Children of Israel. 

And it came to pass after these things Joshua, the 
son of Nun, the servant of the Lord, died, being ao 
hundred and ten years old. And Israel served the Lord ' 
^all the days of Joshua, and all the days of the Elders 
that overlived Joshua, and which had ktiown aU the 
works of the Lord that he had done for Israel. 

The operation of God's providence ia the affaita 
of Nations, in the wars, and great oecunreftce^ of the 
world, is not now shewn in that visible manner, it was 
in the days of Joshua. Bat if you read with attention 
any of the great events of history, or observe with in- 
telligence what is daily passing in your own times, you 
cannot fail to see the decrees and appointments of Go<t 
marked in a manner equally express and awful. 

CHAPTER 47. 

THE BOOK OF JUDGES; 

JAEL AND SISERA. 

Now after the death of Joshua, for many years there 
was no Man to govern the twelve Tribes of Israel, but 
each Tribe governed itself. And the People forsook 
the Lord God of their Fathers, and followed other 
Gods, of the Gods of the People that were round about 
them, and served Baalim and the Groves. And th^ 
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had wars amongst thetnsielvesy one Tribe against ano- 
ther; and the anger oif the Lord was hot against Israel, 
and they served the King of Mesopotamia eight years. 
And when they cried unto the Lord, the Lord raised 
up a Deliverer who delivered them, Othniel, the 
younger brother of Caleb; and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war, and the Lord deHtered the King of 
Mesopotamia into his hand. And the laitd had r^st 
forty years, and Othniel died. 

And Israel did evil again in the sight of the Lord, 
/ and the Lord strengthened Eglon, the son of Moab, 
and he «mote Israel, and they served Moab eighteen 
years. And Ehud delivered them from Moab. And 
after him was Shamgar, which slew of the Philistines 
six hundred men with an ox goad ; and he also deli- 
vered Israel. 

And Israel did evil again in the sight of the Lord', 
and the Lord made them tributary to Jabin, King of 
Canaan, the Captain of whose host was Sisera. And 
Israel cried unto the Lord, for he had nine hundred 
Chariots of Iron, and for twenty years he mightily 
oppressed them. 

And Deborah, a Prophetess, she judged Israel at 
that time, anii she dwelt under the Palm Tree in Mount 
Ephraim. And she called Barak, and commanded him 
to take ten thousand men, and said, I will draw unto 
thee Sisera with his Chariots and Im multitude, and 
will deliver him into thine hand. 

And Sisera came out with all his Chariots, evien 
nine hundred Chariots of Iron, but the Lord discomfited 
him, and all his Chariots and all his Host, with the edge 
of the sword before Barak. And Sisera lighted down 
oS his Chariot and fled away upcm his feet. And Sisera 
came to the tent of Jael the wife of Heber the Kenite^.

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HD Israelite, with wbose house Jabia was at pence. 
And Jad met Sisera, and said, Turo in my Lord, fear 
not. And she covered him with a mantle. 

And he asked for a little Water, and she opened a 
bottle of Milk and gave him to drink. And he said 
to her. Stand in the door of the Tent^ and it shall be 
when any Man doth come and enquire of thee, and say. 
Is ^Iiere any Man here ? That thou shalt say. No. 

Then Jael took a Nail of the Tent, and took a 
Hammer in her hand and went softly unto lam, and 
smote the Nail into liis Temples^ and fastened it into 
the Ground, for he was £ist asleep and weary. S9 
he died. — And behold as Barak pursued Sisera, Jael 
came out to meet him, and said. Come and I will shew 
thee the Man whom tliou seekest. And behold Sisera 
lay dead, and the Nail was in his Temples. — Aiid the 
Land had rest forty years. 

CHAPTER 48. 

GIDEON AND THE FLEECE. 

And Israel did evil in the sight of the Lord, and wa» 
ftppressed by the Midianites. And there came an 
Angel of the Lord and sat under aa Oak' which was in 
Ophrah, that pertained unto Joash, and his son Gideon 
threshed wheat by Ihe wine-prqss to hide it from the 
Midianites. And the Angel appeared unto him and 
said. The Lord is with thee, thc^ mighty man of valour^ 
Co and save Israel, hl»ve not I sent thee. And Gideon 
prepared cakes and flesh and presented it to the Ai^l, 
and the Angel said. Lay it upon this rock, and he did 
so. Then the Angel put forth his staff, and touched 
it, and there rose up 6re out of the rock and consumed 
the flesh and the eakes. Tiien the Angel departed out 
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of hh sight. And when Gideon {^erceired that he wa» 
an Angel, he said, O Lord God ! for because I have 
seen an Angel face to face. And the Lord said. Fear 
not, thou shalt not die. 

And Gideon threw down the Altar of Baal that his 
Father had, and cut down the Grove that is by it. 
Then all the Midianites gathered together, and went 
over and pitched in the valley of Jezreel. But the 
Spirit of the Lord came upon Gideon, and he btew a 
trumpet, and sent messengers to Manassah, to Asher,^ 
Zebulun, and Napthali, and they came up to meet him. 

And Gideon said unto God, If thou wilt save Isra^ 
by mine hand as thou hast said. Behold I will put a 
Fleece of Wodi in the floor, and if tlie dew be on the 
Fleece only, and it be dry upon all the Earth beside, 
then shall I know that thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said. And it was so ; for he rose 
up early and thrust the Fleece together, and wringed 
out the <lew, a bowl full of Water. 

And Gideon said unto God, Let not thine anger be 
hot against me, and I will speak but this once i — lei 
it now be dry only upon the Fleece, and upon all the 
Groimd let there be dew. And God did so that nighty 
for it was dry npon the Fleece only, and there was dew 
on all the Ground. 

And Gideon trusted solely in the Lord, and he 
proclaimed that whatever People was fearful should 
return faonle^ and there returned fwenty-two thousand, 
and remained ten thousand ; and again by the Lord's 
command, he sent back ail except three hundred mel^.. 
And the Host of Midian lay along beneath him in the 
Valley, like Grasshoppers for multitude,, and their 
Camels like Sand on the sea side. 

And. he divided the three hundred Men into three 
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CompanieSy and he put a Trumpet in every Man's hand, 
with empty Pitchers, and Lamps concealed within the 
Pitchers ; and they went down at night and stood se- 
cretly round ahout the Camp, and ail at one time, blew 
the Trumpets and brake the Pitchers, and cried. The 
Sword of th^ Lord and of Gideon. And all the Host 
of Midian were afraid and fled, and the rest of Israel 
pursued after them and destroyed them. 

Then the Men of Israel said unto Gideon, Rule 
4hou over us, but he said, The Lord shall rule over 
you. And the Country had quietness forty years, in 
the days of Gideon. 

And Gideon died, and after his death the Children 
of Israel turned again from the Lord to serve strange 
Gods. 

CHAPTER 40. 

jotham's fable of the trees. 

And the Men of Secfaem made Abimelech the Son of 
Gideon, their King, and slew the seventy other sons of 
Gideon, yet Jotham the youngest son was left^ for he hid 
himseJif.' Then spake Jotham unto the Men of Sechem 
and said. The Trees went forth on a time to anoint a 
King over them, and they said to the Olive Tree, Reiga 
over us, — but the Olive Tree said. Shall I leave my 
fatness, and go to be promoted over the Trees 1 And 
in like manner answered the Fig Tree and also the Vine,. 
Then said all the Trees unto the Bramble, Come thou 
and reign over us, and the Bramble said. If in truth ye 
aAoint me King over you, then come and put your trust 
in my shadow ; if not, let Fire come out of the Bramble 
and devour the Cedars of Lebanon. Now therefore 
if ye have done truly in that ye have made Abimelech 
King, then rejoice ye ia Abimelech, and let him also 
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r4E;)oic^ in yob. But if not, let fire oome ' out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of Sechem, and let 
i^re come ont from the men of Sechem, and devour 
Abimeleoh. 

And so, that the cruelty done to the, seventy Bro- 
thers of Abimelech might be avenged ; quarrels arose 
between Abimelech and the Men of Sechem, and AN- 
melech overcame and destroyed the Men of Sechem, 
and a certain Woman cast a piece of a Mill-stone upon 
Abimelech's head, and entirdy brake his scull, and he 
died. Thus God punished the wickedness both of 
Abimelech and of the Men of $echem. 

CHAPTER 50. 

SAMSON. 

ANB after this there was a succession of Judges in 
Israel, Jephthah and others. And the Children of 
Israel did evil again in the sight ol^ the Lord, and the 
Lord delivered them into the hand of the Philistines 
forty years. And at this time Samson was bom, the 
strongest man that ever lived. And he went d6wh to 
Timnah to take a wife^of the daughters of the Phi- 
listines, and behold a young Lion roared against him, 
and he rent him as he would have rent a Kid. And 
Samson soon repented of his marriage, and slew thirty 
of the Philistines, and went up to his Father's house. 
And his wife was given to his Companion. And Samson 
went aiid he caught three hundred Foxes, and tied 
them tail to tail, and put a fire-brand in the midst 
between two tails, and set the brands on fire, and let 
them gt^ into the standing Com of the Philistines, and 
burnt the standing Corn, with the 'Vineyards, and the 
Olives. 
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And this cnn^d the PhiMstines, w1k> were Lards 
over the Israelites;— and the Isiraelites bound Samson 
with Cords, to deliver him to the Philistines. And the 
Philistines shouted against him, and the Spirit o£ the 
Lord cMne mightily upon him, and the Cords were as 
if they were flax burnt with fire. And Samson found 
the jaw-bone of an Ass, and took it, and slew a thou- 
«and of the Philistines therewith. 

Attd Samson slept in the City of 0aza^ and the Men 
of the City laid wait for him, saying. In the morning we 
will kill him. And at midnight Samson arose and took 
the Gates of the City, and the two posts^ and went 
away with them, bar and all, and put them on his 
shoulders and carried them to the top of an hill. 

And after that, Delilah a cunning woman, prevailed 
upon Samson to tell her the secret of his strength, that 
if his head was shaven his strength would ga. And 
she caused him to sleep on her k9ees, and Bhaved the 
hair front bis head; and his strength went from him. 
Then the Philistines todc and bound Urn with fetters 
of bras^ and put out his eyes, and he did grind in the 
Prisoi^house. 

Howbeit, the hair, of. his head began to grow again. 
Then tjtie Lords of the Philistines gathered together to 
rejoice over Samson, and they called for Samson out of 
Prison-house, and ^e made th^m sport, and they set 
him between the Pillars, — ^And Samson said unto the 
Lad that held him by the han^ Suffer me that I may 
feel the Pillars whereupon the House stasdeth, tliat I 
may lean upon th«n. Now the House was full, of Men 
and Women ; and all the Lords of the Philistines were 
there. And there were upon the Roof about three 
: thousand Men and Women, that jbebeld while Saoisoii 
made sport.

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And Saimcm cMt4 into tJleLerd and snd, O Lord 
^od remember me I praj tkee and streagtlien me, oalj 
this once that I may be avenged of the Philistines for 
my two eyes. And Samson took hold of the two mid€ile 
Piilars upon which the House stood, the one with bis 
right hand, and the other with his left. And Samson 
said. Let nve die with the Philistines ; — and he bowed 
himself with ail his might, and tlie House fell upon the 
Lords, ffiid upon all the People that were therein. Se 
the dead whiefa he slew at his death, were more than 
they which he slew in his life. And Samson judged 
Israel twenty years. 

Of \trhat avail is great stren^h ? Samson disobeyed 
the commandmettts of God, and the voice of his Fa- 
ther and his M^tb«r> 4a taking a wife not of his own 
nation. His strengthi kfb to the government of his 
wilful passions, at the same time that he was an instru- 
ment in the hands of Grod for the deliverance of his 
country, brought upon himself, only misery and death. 

CHAPTER §1. 

THE BOOK O^ RUTH. 

Now it came to pass in the days when the Judges 
ruled, there was a Famine in the Land of Judah'; and 
Elimelech of Bethlehem, with his Wife ^aomi^ fled 
into the Country of Moab. And Elimelech died, %ind 
> ^aomi was left awidow with her two Sons. And they 
took them wives of the Women of Moab, Orpah, and 
Ruth ; and they dwelled there about ten years, and 
both the Sons died. Then Naomi arose with her 
Daughters-in-law, that she might return into the t«nd 
of Judah, and Naomi said. Go return each to her 
Mother's house ; the Lord deal kindly with you, as ye 
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haye. tlealt 'widi the dead, and wHh me. - iThe Lord 
grant that ye may find rest, each in the house of. her 
husband. Then she kissed them, and they lifted up 
their voice and wept. And they said. Surety we will 
return with thee unto thy People. And Orpah kissed 
her Mother*in-law, but Ruth clave unto her; and said, 
Intreat me not to leave thee, for whether thou goest I 
will go, thy People shall be my People, and thy God 
my Godi Where, thoii diest I will die, and there will I 
be buried : the Lord do so to me, and moire alsd, if 
ought but death part thee and me. 

So they two went until they came to Bethlehem, — 
bereft of her Husband and her Soas» destitute of the 
prop and support of her house, she returns desolate to 
her native land; comforted indeed by the attachment 
and affection of her Daughter-in-law, and relyii^ on 
the mercies of he)r God. And it was the beginning of 
barley harvest. 

And Boaz a Kinsman of Elimelech, was a mighty , 
man of wealth ; and Ruth went out to glean the Ears 
of Corn in jjie Barley field, and she lighted on a part 
of the field that belonged to Boaz; and Boaz took 
notice of her, because he had heard how she had be- 
haved to her Mother-in-law, and he let her glean in his 
field with his own Maid Servants. And Boaz was kiud 
to her, and at meal time gave her of the parched Com 
and of the Bread, and the Vinegar, and when she arose 
up to glean, he said. Let her glean even among the 
Sheaves, reproach her not. 

And Ruth brought home to Naomi every even- 
ing what she had gleaned; and she kept fast by tiie 
Maidens of Boaz to glean, unto the end of Barley 
harvest, and Wheat harvest ; and she dwelt with her 
Mother-in-law# 
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And Boax saw Rmth smd loved her, and took bef 
for his Wife, and her Mother Naomi was happy ; — aud 
they had a Son called Obed» and Naomi took the Child 
and laid in her bosom and became a Nurse to it ; Obed 
was the Father of Jesse, the Father of David. 



After the Judges we now come to the History of this 
KINGS of Israel, which History is related in the two 
Books of Samuel, the two Books of Kings, and the two 
Books of Chronicles. 

The two Books of Samuel, contain the Hhtory of 
^aul and David, the first two Kings, 



CHAPTER 6% 

THB PRaPHET SAMUEL. 

There was a certain Man called Elkanah who hat! 

two Wives, Hannah ^nd Peninaah; — and Peninnah had 

I Children, but Hannah had no Children. — And Hannah 

wept, and prayed unto the Lord ; and she had a Son, 

and catted his name Samuel, and gave him up to the 

Service of God, to serve with Eli the Priest in the 

Temple of God, from a Child. And Samuel ministered 

liefore the Lord, being a Child, gird^ with a linea 

ephod. Moreover his Mother made him a little Coat, 

and brought it to htm from year to year, when she 

came up with her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. 

Now the sons -of Eli were sons of Belial, they knew not 

the Lord. And Eli was very old and heard what his 

sons did, but he only said. Nay my sons, it is no good 

^ report that I hear, but he did not restrain or punish 

them. And there came a Man of God to Eli, and said, 

I will cut off thine houses and thy two sons Hophni and 

H 
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Phiiiehas shall die both in one day. Apd the child 
Samuel grew and was in favor, both with the Lord and 
also with Men. 

Now the Child Samuel ministered unto the Lord 
before Elr. And the word of the Lord was precious 
ju those days, there was no open vision. And Eli was 
laid down in his place, and his eyes began to wax dim, 
that he could not see. And ere the lamp of God went 
out in the Templie of the Lord, and Samuel was laid 
down to sleep; the Lord called, Samuel, and he ans- 
wered. Here am L And he ran to Eli and saidj- Here 
am L But Eli said, I called not my son, lie down 
again. And the Lord called Samuel again the second 
and the tin'rd time, and lie went to Eli, and said. Here 
am J, for thou didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the Lord had called the Child, and he said. Go, lie 
down, and if he call, thou shalt say, Speak Lord, for 
tiiy servant heareth. So Samuel went and lay down in 
his place, and the I^rd called as at other times, Samuel, 
Samuel; and Samuel answered. Speak for thy servant 
heareth. 

And the Lord spake unto Samuel and siaid. Behold 
I will judge the House of Eli, for the iniquity which 
he knoweth. And Samuel told it all to Eli, and Eli said. 
It is the Lord, let liim do what he seemeth him good. 

And Samuel grew and the Lord was with him ; and 
all Israel knew tliat Samuel was established to be a 
Prophet of the Lord. 

Now Israel went out against th^s Philistines to battle, 
and carried with tliem ihto the field, the Ark of the 
Covenaiit of God, and Hophni and Phinehas went with 
it. And the Philistines fought, and Israel was smitten, 
and the Ark of God was taken, and Hophni and 
I^hiuel^s slain. And there ran a Man and told Eli ; 
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and when he heard the Ark was taken, he fell from Off 
his seat backward and died. 

And the Ark of the Lord was in the Country of 
the Philistines seven months ; and was then restored 
to Israel, and was placed in the house of Abinadab. 
where it remained twenty years. 

And Samuel judged Israel all the days of his life, 
and made them to forsake strange Gods, and to wor- 
ship the Lord God alone. And when the Philistines 
would have attacked Israel, Samuel prayed unto the 
Lord, and the Piiilistines were smitten with a great 
Thunder. 

And when Samuel was old he made his Sons Judges 
over Israd,— and his Sons took Bribes and perverted 
jndgment. Then Israel asked Samuel to make them a 
King, like other Nations ; and Samuel prayed uuto the 
Lord to direct them. And the Lord rebuked them for 
asking a King, forewarning them of thQ power a King 
would have ; yet the Lord said unto Samuel, Hearken 
unto their voice, make them a King. 

For although God continually watched and specially 
directed, all the actions of this chosen Nation, so as to 
accomplish his end, — ^yet were they left perfectly free 
either to obey the Commandments of God whic^ Moses 
had s^t before them, or to follow their own imaginations.

find two Men.by JRachaiel's SefM^Aobre, and they shall 
tell thee the Asses are found* and in the Fiain-of Taber 
thou sbalt meet thriee Men, one ^earrying three Xida, 
and another carrying three LoAises.of Bread, and ano- 
ther carrying a Botde of Wine,^-^and the Spirit of the

CHAPTER 54. 

SAUL KING OF ISRAEL. 

Thbh tbe AoMBAiikes ettcamped agsinst the Israelites 
ill labesh, and the meft ^f iabesh said. Make a eove* 
aaat with us, aad we wiilsenre thee; and the Artnmonife 
said. On this eoadition^ will I make a covenant, that 
I may thrust out all your right eyes. And the men of 
Jabesh said, Give a^ seven days respite, and they sent 
mesaeagers to all the eoasts of Israel, and told the tid- 
ings in the ears of the people, and they wept.

And all the People 
went to Gilgal, and there they made Said Kittg be^e 
the Lord in Gilgsd^ For Saul being now appointed by 
the Lord to be their King, his high and commaoditig 
spirit soon made aU Israel to obey him. • ^ 

And Samuel said to all Israel, Behold I am old aud 

gray-headed, and I have walked before you from my 

Childhood unto this day. Here I am, Witness against 

me, whose Ox or Ass have I taken, or whom have I

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definfirfad or c^reNdll Sttad fttill; thatl«ay4«m»i 
with yoH, of all the rigbtecMis acts of the hofd, to you 
and to your Fathers. Behold the King whom ye Inve 
chosen, if ye wiH fear the Lord, both ye and yourKiog 
shall continue foHowiag the Lord your God; but if ye 
rebel against the Commandment of the Lord, then shatt 
the Lord be against you, as against your Fathers. 
Now therefore stand and see this gfeat thing which 
the Lord will do before your eyes. Is it not Wheat 
harvest to-day 1 And Samuel called mtothe Lord, 
and he sent Thunder and Eain,— and all the People 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 

And when Saul had reigned two years, the Phi- 
listines came agai^ist Israel. And the People flawed 
$aul tremliling; aud Saul sacrificed iiato the Lord, 
without waiting for Samuel, as Samuel hftd commanded ; 
and Samuel said. Thy Kingdom shall not continue. 

And the Philistiiiea spoiled Israel, and carried away 
all their Smiths lest they shoulcfmake Swords.or ^>ears. 
And Saul and Jonathan his son abode in Gibeah, with 
six hundred men, and the Philistines ^leamped ia 
Michmasb. And Jonathan said to the young man that 
bare his armour. Come let us go ovet to the Philistines* 
garrison, but he told not, his Father. And between the 
jpcassages by which Jonathan sought to, go over, there 
was a sharp rock on ope side^ and a. sharp rock on the 
either, sidie— ^uokd J(inathan said. It may be the Lord 
will: work for us^t there is no res^ioit to. the Lord to 
sav^ hy many or by few. We will discover our^lvea 
to them, and if they say Come up, it shall be a sign 
that the Lord will deliver them into our hands. And 
they discovered themselves, and the PhiMstines said» 
Behold Uie lic^rews come forth out of the holes where 
they hid themselves— Coine up to us. And Jonathans 
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cltiiil)ed'«p upoii hkliands add hlis feet, tnd fits ar^ 
momMl^areY' after hkd, aod they fdl before Jonatliaji. 
And the wa^^^men of Saal in Gibeah k^ked, and be- 
hold the muUitude melted away. And Saul and*ail the 
People th^t were with him came to Ibe battle, and 
there was a great discomfiture. ' And there was sore 
war against the Phtn^tines all the days of SanU 

And Samn^ said to Saul» Go and smile Aniakk and 
utterly destroy all that they have. And Saul smote 
the Amaiekites, but took Agag their King alive ; and 
spared the best of the Cattle for sacrifice, which was 
contrary to God's Commandment, — and Saul said to 
Samuel, I have sinned ; now pardon my- sin and tartf 
again with me, that I may worship the Lord, — and 
Samuel said, I will not return with thee. And as he 
turned about to go away, Saul laid bold of the skirt of 
his Mantle and it rent. 

And Samuel said. The Lord hath rent the Kingdom 
of Israel from thee this day, and hath given it to a 
Neighbour of thine that is better than thee. Then 
Saul said, I have sinned, yet turn again and honour me 
that I may worship the Lord. 

So Samuel turned again after Saul, and Saul wor- 
shipped the Lord ; but Saul's heart was never wholly 
and intirely with his God; — then Samuel went to 
Itama(h, and came no more to see Saul until the day 
of his death. 

CHAPTER 55. 

DAVID ANOINTED KING.

Aod he 0aid, Pieaceably. I am cpme t<^ sacrifice unto 
the Lord, sanctify yourselves audi cwae with me, and 
he sanctified Jesse aad his sons, and called them to the 
sacrifice. And when they were cpiae, SiMinuel looked 
oa Eliab, but the Lord said. Look pot on bis counte- 
nance, .nor on the* height ^f his stature, £oi the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth, £or man Jooketh on the outH^rd 
appeanince, but the Lordjooketh on the heart. Thea 
Jesse made leveti of his sons to pass before Samuel. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, The Lord hath not cho^ 
sen these. 

And Samuel said unto Jesse, are here all thy chil- 
dren ] • And he said. There remaifietb yet the youngest, 
and behold he keep^th the sheep. And he sent and 
brought him in, now he was ruddy, . and of a beautiful 
countenance,., and the Lord said; Arise anoint him, 
this is he. Then Samuel took the horn of oil, aud 
anointed him in the. midst of bia brethren; and the 
Spirit frf the Lord came upon David froni^tha^day for- 
ward. So Samuel went up and went to Ramah. 

But the Spirit of the 4^9fd departed from Saul, and 
an evil spirit from the Lord troubled him. And SauFa 
seivant said. Let us seek out a man who is a cunning 
player on the Harp — and one of his servants said. Be- 
hold I have seen a son of Jesse, that is cunniug in 
playing, and a mighty valiant man, prudent in matters^ 
and comely in person. Wherefore Saul sent niesseng^s 
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to Jesse, and said. Send nie iPflvid thy toa» And 
tDttTid stood before Snnl^ and be ioTed bim %re«tly, 
and be becnme bis armour bearer. 

CHAPTER 66. 

DAVID AND 60L1AH. 

And tbeie was a war between tbe Israelites and tbe 
Pbilistiaes, and tbe Pbilntines stood on a Monntam on 
one side, and Israel stockl on tbe otber side, and tbere 
was a Valley between. And tbere went out a Cba»piot|

Now David's tbree eUer Brotberafolkfwed Saul to 
to tbe battle, aad David returned to feed bis Falber'^ 
Sbeep at BetUebem. And Jesse said u^o David bis 
son. Take now for thy Brethren an <q>bab of Ibis 
parcbed Com and tbese ten Loaves and run to tbe 
Camp to tfay Bretbren. And carry tbese ten Cbeeses 
unto tbe Captain of tbeir Tboosand, and look how tl^ 
Brethren fore and take tbeir pledge. And David rose 
up early in tbe morning, and left tbe Sbeep with a 
JiLeeper, and eame to tbe Camp, as the Host was going 
forth for the ight, and shouted for tbe battle. 

And David ran into tbe Army and saluted hi^ 
Brethren, and as he talked with them Goliab came 
forth and defied Isrlid. And tbe Men of Israel when 
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they saw the Man, fled iiroiii hm and were sore afraid ; 
and they sieud. Hare ye seen tibtsMan thkii$ cora^ upf 
Surely to defy Israel is be come, and it shall be that 
the Man who shall kill him, the King will enrich him 
with great riches, and will give him bis daughter, and 
will make his father's hou^e.free m. Israel ; and David 
heard it and said^ Who is this Philistine that he should 
defy the Armies of the Living God ? And Eliab his 
briNther was angry^ and said. Why earnest tbou hither? 
and with whom hast thou left those few sheep in tbe

And Saul armed David with his Armour, and put 
an Helmet of Brass upon hi^ head,^ and armed hiai with 
a Coat of Mdii, and David girded on his sword, and 
assayed to go i but he said, I cannot go with these for 
I have not proved them. And David put them off, 
and he took his staff in his hadd, and ehose him five 
smooth stones out of the brook, and put them in a 
^hepherd's bag, and his sling was in bis hand, and he 
drew near to the Philistiae. 

And the Philistine disdained Da^id, for he was but 
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n y6uth, and ruddy and pf a ^ir countenuice. And' 
the Philistine said. Am I a dog that thou comest tome 
with staves ? And the Philistine cursed David by bis 
Gods.

Then said David to the Philistine, Thou comest to me 
with a sword, a spear, and a shield, but. I come to 
thee in the name of the Lord ^f Hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast defied; and ail this 
assembly shall know, that the Lord' saveth not wilth 
sword and spear, for the battle is the Lord's, and he 
will give you into our hands.* / 

And David hasted and laa to meet the Phitisthie ; 
aad he put his hand in his bag and took a Stone ko& 
slang it, and smote the Philittiiie in bis fdrehehdj afid 
the Stone sunk into his forehead, and he fell upon his 
face to the Earth. And David ra^ and stoo^apon the 
Philistine, and took oat his Sword and cut off his head 
there^ith^ and when the Phttistnies saw their Chamj^ion 
iras dead they fied. And Israel arose and shouted and 
pursued the Philistines, and the wounded fell down by 
the way, even unto Gath, and to the Gates of Ekron. 
And David took the head of the Philistine, and brought 
it to Jerusalem, but he put his armour in his tent. 

CHAPTER 57. 

DAVID AND JONATHAN. 

And Abner brouglit David unto Saul, and David dwelt 
with Saul, and Saul set him over the M«n of War. And 
the soul of Jonathan the Son of Saul, was knit with the 
soul of David, and Jonathan loved him as his own soul.

And Saul 
spidie to Jonathan his son and to all his servants, 
that they should kill David, but Jonathan delighted 
much in David, and told David thereof. And Jona- 
than persuaded his Father Saul and brought David 
to him^ and he was in his presence as in time past. — 
And the ev9 sfurit from the Lord was upon Saul, and 
he again sought to smite David with a Javelin, and 
David esc^ed, and the Javeiin went into the wall. 

And David fled away, and he came to Jonathan and 
said. What have I done and what is my sin before thy 
Father that he seeketh.my lifel And Jonathan made 
a Covenant with David, for he loved him as he loved 
his own s^l. And Jonathan said, To^norrow at the 
Feast the Khig shall miss thee, beeause thy seat will be 
empty, — and you shall remain by the Stone Egel, and 
I will shoot three Arrows on the side thereof, as thoagh 
I shot at a mark, and I will send a lad to find the 
Arrows. If I say. The Arrows are on this side of thee. 
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take them ; then come thou for there is peace to thee 
and no hurt. But if I say. The Arrows are heyond 
thee. Go thy way, for the Lord hath sent thee away. 

So the King sat al M^al as at other times; and 
Abner sat by Saul's 'side, tod David's place was empty. 
And Saul said to Jonathan his son. Wherefore cometh 
not the son of Jess^ to Meat? And Jonathan said, 
David earnestly asked leate of me id go to Bethlehem. 

And Saul's -anger wiis kindled against Jonathan, and 
he said, I kntfw that thou hast chosen the son of J^isse; 
10 thine own confusion. For as long as the son of 
Jesse Uveth thou shalt not b^ established, nor thy King- 
dom, — wherefore send and feteb him unto me, for he 
shall surely die. And iMifthan said, Wherefore, what 
hath he donet And Saul cast a Javelin at Jonathan to 
smite him. And Jonathan went out into the Field at 
the time appointed with David, and said unto the Lad, 
Run, find out the Arrows which I shoot, — and when 
the Lad was come to the place of the Arrow which 
Jcnmlfaan bad shot, Jonathan cried after the Lad, Is not 
the Arrow beyond Ihee; mteke haste, stay not. And 
the Lad gatfa^c^ tip the Arrows and. came to hfs 
Master, bat the Lad knew not any thing, only Jonathan 
and David ktfew the matter. And as soon as the Lad 
was gone, David came out and met Jonathan, and they 
kissed one another and wept. And Jonathan said to 
David, Go in peace, and he returned to the City. 

No man had more reason to be jealous of David 
than Jonathan. But Jonathan was content with what- 
ever God had appointed; he saw the wiokediiess of 
Said in seeking the life of an innocent man, and he 
would not suffer the ambitions motives which Saul had 
suggested, to tempt him even to wink at any evil which 
threatened his friend.

SAUL PBRSECUTBS DAVID AND IS RECONCILED. 

And David went to Neb^ the City of the Priests, aod 
Abimelech the Priest gave him from the Temple the 
sword of Goliah the Philistine, and Doeg the chief of 
the herdmen of Saul saw it ^Then David fed for fear 
of Sauly and went to Achish Kiiig of Gath, and bein^ 
afraid of Achish, he feigned madness.

And Abner the Chief of the House of Uhbofih^h, 
went over to David and offered to gather all Israel 
to him, but Joab, David^s Captain, said he came to 
deceive, ^d took A{iner aside to speak with him, and 
smote him under the rib that he died« because of the 
blood of Ashahel, Joab's Brother, whom Abner had 
slain in battle.

And Joab pur- 
sued Sheba into the City 6f Abel, and the People of the 
City cut o#Shelia's h^ad and cast it out to Joab, and 
be departed. 

And there was a famine in the days of David three 
years, year after Jrear, and David enquired of the Lord, 
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— and ihe Lotd ansmr^. It |g'f6rSaiJ/liec«Be be 
slew the ^Giydnifes— (nb^ tbe Gibeotiites weffe the 
remnant of th^ Amorites, and the Children of* Israel 
had sworn uilto them, and Sanl sought to slay them in 
Ms'z6al to iheCltildren of Israd and Judah.) Where^ 
'fore t)avid took sev^n bf4he Sotist>f Saul/ and d^fivered 
them over lo thcf Gift(6bnites(; but the Ring spared 
IM'epbibo^etti tb^ son bf iFonathaii, the son of Sknl, 
because of the oath that was beltween David and 
Jonathan. And David took the bones of Saul and 
Jonathan from the men of Jabesh who had stolen them 
from Bethshan, and buried them in the Sepulchre of 
Kish, his Father. 

Moreover the Philistines had yet war again with 
Israel, and David went down and his servants with 
him, and fought against the Philistines and slew four 
of the sons of the Giant, — and David waxed faint. 

Now these b^ the. last words of David : — David the 
son of Jesse said» and the Man Who was raised up on 
high, ' the Anointed of the God of Jacob, and the 
swe^l Psalmist of Israel said. The Spirit of the Lord 
spake by me, and his woM was in my tongue. The 
God of Israel said^ The Rock of Israel spake to me. He 
that rulest dver men mnut be just, ruHng in the fear 
of God'. 

And David not trusting in God numbered the 
CbiUrcin of Israel' and \di Judah, even firom Dan to 
Beersheba, — and* by the sum of the nuihber of the 
People there were in Israel eight hundred thousand 
men that drew the sword, and in Judah five hundred 
thonsakid men.. And David's heart smote htm aft^r he 
had numbered the: People^ and he said, I have sinned 
ag:ainst the Lord. And the Lord sent three days 
pesttleae^ ia the Land, and when the Angel stretched 
K3 
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OQt hU btnd upon JeruMl^ to destroy it, Ihe Lord 
rq^ented him of the evil anc^said to the Angel, It is 
eooBgh, stay now thy hand» and the Angel was by the 
threshing place of Araunah the Jebusite, and David 
built there an Altar to the Lord» and the plague was 
stayed; and David said» This is the Hous^ of God ;- 
and he prepared wrought Stones, and Iron, and Brass, 
and Cedar Trees in abundance, to build there the 
House qf the Lord« 

CHAPTER 66. 

DAVID'S ADVICB TO HIS SON SOLOMON. 

And David assembled all the Princes of Israel, the 
Princes of the Tribes, and the Captains of the Com> 
panics. Then David the King stood up and said. 
Hear me my People^ I had it in my heart to build an 
house of rest for the Ark of the Covenant and for 
the footstool of our God, and had made ready for the 
building, but God forbad me, saying, Thdu hast shed 
blood abundantly, and hast made gi^atwars. And the 
Lord God of Israel hath chosen Solomon my son, to 
flit upon the Throne of Israel, and said, I will give 
peace and rest m his days; he shall build my House 
and my Courts, and if he be constant to do my c6m« 
umndments, I will establish his. kingdom for ever. 

Now therefore in the sight of all Israel and in the 
audience of our God, keep all the Commandments of 
the Lord your God, that you may possess the Land, 
you and your Children for ever. 

And th'ou Solomon my son. Know thou the God of 
thy Father and serve him with a perfect heart, and 
with a willing mind^ for the Lord seluieheth all hearts» 
and underatandethall tbe.imaginations of Uue thougbts. 
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if tho^seek him be will be found of the^/'btit if tbos 
forsake him he will cast thee off for ever. Take heed 
now for the Lord hath chosen thee to build an house 
for the Sanctuary, be strong and do it. Then David 
gave to Solomon his son the Pattern of the Temple. — 
And David gave Treasures' lor the purpose, and so did 
air the great Men. 

Wherefore David blessed the Lord before all the 
Congregation. And David said. Blessed be thou Lord 
God of Israel our Father, for ever and ever. Thine 
O Lord is the greatness and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the Majesty, for all that is in the 
Heaven and in the Earth is thine. Both riches and 
honor come of thee, and thou reignest over all, and m 
thine hand it is to make great and to give strength 
unto all. 

Now therefore O God, we thank thee and praise 
thy glorious name. 

CHAPTER 67. ^ 

SOLOMON MAPE KINO. — DAViD'S DEATH. 

Now King David viras old and stricken in years, and 
lay on his bed. And Adonijah one of David's son» 
exalted himself and said, I will be King. And he pre- 
pared him Chariots and Horsemen, and fifty Men to 
run before him, and Joab and Abiathar the Priest, fol- 
lowed Adonijah, but Zadok the Priest, and Nathan the 
Prophet, and Benaiah, were not with him. 

And when David was told that Adonijah mad^" 
himself King, David called Zadok and Nathan, and 
Benaiah, and safd. Take with you the servants of your 
Lord, and cause SoIomob my son to ride upon min^ 
own Mule and bring him down to Glhou, and there 
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Mobt hiik ,Kmg over fsracl, and'tibw ye mth tbe 
Tniinpets and say, God 6ave King Solombo. 

And they did so^ and ail the Peo{de sdid, God save 
King Solomon. So Adonijah 'and Joab, and they that 
were with them, as they.were' feasting, when they lieard 
ths •bo'uting we^e afraid and fled. And Addnijah came 
and bowed himself to King Solomon, and Solomoo said^ 
Go to thine house. 

Then Solomon sat on the Throne of the Lord as 
King instead of David his Father and prospered; and 
all Israel obeyed, him. And all the Princes, and the 
mighty men, and all the sons of King David subiiifitted 
themselves untd Solonion. And the Lord magnified 
Solofflon; exceedingly in:; the sight of all Israel, and 
bestowed upon .him such Royal Majesty as had not 
been on any King before him in Israel. 

Now the days of David drew nigh that he should 
die ; and he charged Solomon his son saying, I go the 
way of all the Earth, be thou strong therefore and shew 
thyself a Man. Sol^vid slej^t wHh his Fathers, and 
was buried in the City of David. 

David reigned forty years, and he died in a good 
old age, full, of days and riches, — and Solomon his son 
reigned in bis stea^. ' 

. And. Solomon put tp. death Adonijah because he 
eoi^pired agajp io obtain the Kingdom ; and also Joab 
because, be had b^eu: a bloody ^matU. and slew Abner and 
Amasa treacherously. Ap<) the Kingdom was esta- 
blished in the hand, of Solomon. '

SOLOMON'S WISDOM. 

And Solomon made affimt|i with Pharaoh King of 
£gypt> and, took PharaoEh'k daugl||er. and brouglit her 
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into the Chy of Datid, until lie had made an ertd of 
building his own honse^ and the house of the Lord, and 
the Wall of Jerusalem round about. 

In Gfbeon the Lord appeared to Solomon in a dream 
by nighty — and God said. Ask what I shall ^ve thee. 
And Solomon said. Give thy servant an understanding 
heart to judge thy People, that I may discern betweeii 
good and bad^ 

And God was pleased that Sobmon had asked 
wisdom instead of long life or riches ; aud God said« 
I have given thee a wise and an understanding heart, 
^bove all others before thee and after, and I have also 
given thee what thou liast not asked, riches and honour. 

Then came there two Women unto the King, and 
stood before him, and one Woman said, O my Lord, 1 
and this Woman dwell in one house, and 1 bad a diild, 
and three days after ttiis Woman had a child also, and 
there was no one save we two in the house. And this 
Woman's child died in the night, and she arose at mid- 
night and took my son from beside me while I was 
asleep, and laid it in her bosom, and laid her dead 
child in my bosom. And when I arose the child was 
dead, but' when I considered it, it was not my sOfi. 
And the; other Woman said. Nay, but the living is my 
6on, and the dead is thy son. And the Ki^ig said. 
Bring me a sword, divide this living child in two, and 
give hdf to the one and half to the other. Then cried 
the Woman whose the living child was, O my Lord 
give her the living child and in no wise slay it, butlhe 
other said. Let it be neither mine nor thine, but divide 
it. Then said the King, Give ker \he living child she 
is the Mother thereof. 

So King Solomon was King over all Israel ami was 
nf ise in all his judgments. And Judah and Israel dwelt

tafdy» every Man under his Vine and under his Fig 
Tree, from Dan to Beersheba, all the days of Solomon. 
And Solomon had forty thousand stalls of horses for 
his chariots^ and twelve thousand horsemen. And 
God gave Solomon wisdom and understanding exceed- 
ing much, and largeness of hearty even as the sand that 
is on the sea shore. And Solomon's wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the Children of the East Country, and 
all the wisdom of Egypt. And he spake three thou- 
sand Proverbs, some of which are contained in the 
Books of Proverbs and Ecclesiastes. And he spake of 
Trees, from the Cedar Tree that is in Lebanon even 
unto the Hyssop that springeth out of the wall; he 
apake also of Beasts and Fowl, and of Creeping Things, 
and of Fishes. And there came of all people to hear 
the wisdom of Solomon, from all Kings of the earth, 
which had heard of his wisdom. 

CHAPTER 69. 

SOLOMON BUILDS THE TEMPLE. 

And Solomon began to build the Temple at Jerusalem. 
And Solomon sent to Hiram, King of Tyre, saying. 
Command thou that they hew me Cedar Trees out of 
Lebanon, and my servants shall be with thy servants, 
for there is not among us any that have skill to hew 
timber like unto the Sidonians. And Hiram said, My 
servants shall bring them down from Lebanon in flotes 
by sea to Joppa. So Hiram gave Solomon Cedar and 
Fir Trees^ and Solomon sent to Hiram in return 
Wheat and Oil. And Solomon employed a very great 
number of men in the work, threescore and ten thou- 
sand that bare burdens, and fourscore tliousand hewers 
in the mountains. In the four hundred and eightieth 
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year after the Children of Israel were come out of the 
Land of Egypt^ in the fourth year of Solomon's reign 
he began to butld the House of the Lord. — ^The Temple 
was built of stone hewed and made ready before hand, 
and the Temple was covered with beams and boards 
of Cedar. 

And the word of the Lord came to Solomon saying, 
t^onceming this house thou art building. If thou wilt 
keep my Commandments, then will I perform my word 
unto David' thy Father, and will not forsake my People 
Israel. So Solomon built the house in Mount Moriah, 
at the threshing floor of Araunah, and finished it, — 
and it was magnificent in every ornament, id carve 
work, and brass and gold. All the walls of the House 
were carved in Cedar, with Cherubims and Palm Trees, • 
^nd open Flowers, and the whole was overlaid with 
Oold; and it was finished in seven years. Solomon 
also built himself a Palace in Jerusalem. 

Then Solomon assembled the Elders of Israel to 
T>ring up the Ark of the Lord out of the City of David, 
which is Zion. And the Priests brought the Ark into 
the Oracle of the House, to the most Holy Place, even 
under the Wings of the Golden Cherubims that Solomon 
liad made. There was nothing in the Ark save the 
two Tables of Stone which Moses put there at Horeb, 
And it came to pass, when the Priests were come out 
of the Holy Place, when the Trumpeters and Singers 
were as one, to make one «ound in praising the Lord, 
that the House was filled with a Cloud, so that the 
Priests could not stand to minister by reason of the 
Cloud, for the Glory of the Lord had filled the House 
of God. 

And Solomon stood before the Altar and spread 
forth his hand toward Heaven, and said. Will God in 
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very de^.dwell with men on the earth! Behold the 
jEIeayen of Heavens cannot contain thee, how much less 
this House that I have built ! Have respect now, O 
Lord God of Israel, to tike Prayer of thy Servant, 
that thine eyes be open toward this House night 
and day, — and hearken thou to the supplication of thy 
People when they shall pray toward this place; and 
bear thou in Heaven thy dwelling place, and when 
thou hearest, forgive. When thy People Israel be 
smitten down before the enemy, when Heaven is shut 
up and there is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee, if they pray toward this place and confess 
thy name, and turn from thy sin when thou afflicted 
them ; — then hear thou in Heaven and forgive the siu 
of thy servants, and teach them the good way wherein 
they should walk* 

If there be in the Land famine, if there be pesti- 
lence, blasting, mildew, locust, if there be caterpillar^ 
if their enemy besiege them in the Land of their Cities, 
whatsoever plague, whatsoever sickness there be ;— « 
what prayer and supplication soever be made by any 
Man, or by all thy People Israel which shall know 
every Man the plague of his own heart, and spread 
forth his hands towards this house; then hear thou 
in Heaven thy dwelling-place, and forgive, and do, and 
give, to every Man according to his ways, whose heart 
thou knowest, (for thou only knowest the heart) that 
they may fear thee all tlie days they live in the Land 
which thou gavest uuto their Fathers. 

CHAPTER 70. 

SOLOMON'S GREATNESS. 

And when Solomon had made an end of praying, he 
arose from before the Altar, from kneeling on his knees 
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and blessed all the Congregation of Israel, saying, The 
Lord our God be with us as he was with our Fathers, 
let him not l^ave us nor forsake us. Tlien Ihe Fire 
came down from Heaven and consumed the Burnt 
Offerings, and the Glory of the Lord filled the House, 
and the Children of Israel bowed themselves with their 
ftces to the ground, and worshipped the Lord. 

And the Lord appeared again to Solomon, by night, 
and said, I have heard thy prayer, I have hallowed 
this house, mine eyes shall be open, and mine ears 
Rttent, unto the prayer that is made in this place. 
And if thou wilt walk before me as David thy Father 
walked, in integrity of heart, and in uprightness, then 
r will establish the Throne of thy Kingdom upon Israel 
for ever. 

Now Solomon built several Cities, the City of Tad- 
mor, called also Palmyra, which is in the Wilderness, 
lialf way between the Mediterranean and the River 
Euphrates, of which the ruins remain unto this day. — 
And Solomon made a Navy of Ships on the shore of the 
Red Sea, and Hiram sent in the Navy, his servants, 
Shipmen that had knowledge of the Sea, with the ser- 
vants of Solomon. And they came to Ophir and 
fetched gold. 

And when the Queen of Shebfi heard of the fame of 
Solomon, she came to prove him with hard questions. 
And she came to Jerusalem .with a very great train, 
with Camels that bare spice^ and very much gold and 
precious' stones. And when she was come to, Solomon 
she comraluned with him of aH that was in her heart. 

And Solomon told her all her questions, there was 
iiot any thing hid from the King which he told her not. 
And when the Queen of Sheba had seen all Solomon's 
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wisdom, there was no more spirit in her, and she gave 
to the King gold, and spices, and precious stones, a 
very great store. And King Solomon gave to the 
Queen of Sheba all her desire; so she turned and went 
to her own country. 

And King Solomon imported multitude of Gold and 
Ivory,— and made a great Throne of Ivory, and over- 
laid it with pure Gold; there were six steps on the 
Throne with a footstool of Gold^ and twelve lions 
itood there, on the one side and on the other, upon 
the six steps. All the drinking vessels were of pure 
Gold, none were of Silvei;, it was not any thing ac- 
counted of in the days of Solomon: every three years 
came the ships of Tarshish, bringing Gold and Silver, 
Ivory, Apes, and Peacocks.— So King Solomon ex- 
ceeded all the Kings of the Earth for riches and for 
wisdom. And Solomon gathered together Chariots 
and Horsemen ; he had four thousand staUs for Horses 
and Chariots, and had Horses out of Egypt, and all 

lands. 

CHAPTER 71. 

«aLOMON FORGETS GOD AND DIES. 

Yet Solomon in all his glory, with all his wisdom; in 
possession of all that the heart of man could desire, 
without one affliction or calamity, to try his temper 
and obedience; with the hand of God visibly extended 
over him, and the promises of God's blessings before 
his eyes; could not, by the strength of his own mind 
and resolution, steadily walk in the paths of God's 
commandments. For Solomon had many strange wives, 
and it came to pass, when Solomon was old, that his 
wives turned away his heart after otlier gods,— and his 
Heart was not perfect with the Lord his God, as was 
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tbe heart of David his Father. Then did Solomon 
build an high place for Chemosh, an Idol of the 
Moab^tes, on the hill that is before Jerusalem. 

Wherefore the Lord said unto Solomon, Forasmuch 
as thou hast not kept my Commandments, I will surely 
rend the Kingdom from thee and give it to thy servant. 
Notwithstanding in thy days I will not do it, for David 
thy Father's sake, but I will rend it out of the hand of 
thy son. 

And Ahijah a Prophet of the Lord spake to Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat and said. Behold I will rend the 
Kingdom out of the hand of Solomon^ and will give 
ten Tribes unto thee, but he shall have one Tribe for 
my servant David's sake,, and for Jerusalem's sake, the 
City which I have chosen. Solomon sought therefore 
fo kill Jeroboam, and Jeroboam fled to Egypt. 

And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem forty years,—* 
and he slept with his fathers, and Rehoboam his soa 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 72. 

THB SEPABATION OF THE TEN- TltlBfiS. 

And Rehoboam went to Sechem, for all Israel were 
come to Sechem to make him Kingj — and Jeroboam 
and all the Congregation came and spake to Rehoboam 
saying. Thy father made our yoke grievous, now there- 
fore make thou the service lighter and we will serve thee. 
And he said, Depart, and come again in three days. 

And King Rehoboam consulted with the old men 
that stood before Solomon his Either and they said, If 
thou wilt answer, speak good words to the People, then 
they will be thy servants for ever. But the King for- 
sook the counsel of the old men, and consulted with 
the young men that were grown up with him, and an

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iwered the Peopje roughly, sayinj;. My Father chas- 
tised you with Whips, but I will chastise you with 
Scorpions. So the People answered. What portion 
have we in David 1 To your Tents, O Israel ! Now 
see to thine own house, David. So Israel dqparted 
unto their Tents, and rebelled against the luHise of 
David unto this day. And Rehoboam reigned over 
the two Tribes of Judab and Beiyamin in Jerusalem, 
and his Kingdom was called the Kingdom of Judak. 
And Jeroboam reigned over the other ten Tribes, and 
his Kingdom was qalted the Kingdom of Israel. 

CHAPTER 73. 

JBBOBOAM'S WICKBDNBSS. 

Now Jeroboam mad« Altars in high places contrary f^ 
the Commaiidment of God,^^aiid there came a AIjui of 
God and prophesied before the Altar in Bethel saying. 
Behold a child shall be bom unto the bo4ise of Davi<^ 
Josiah by name, and upon this Altar shall he offer the 
Priests of the high places, and burn their bones, — and 
so it exactly happened three hundred and fifty years 
afterwards. 

^nd Jeroboam stretched forth his ha«d 15 lay hold 
on the Prophet^ and his hand dried up and withered ; 
and the Prophet besought the J^ord, and his band was 
restored. 

(low theie dwelt au old Prophet in Bethel, and hb 
sons told hm all the works that the Man of God had 
done that day in Bethel,— and their fa,ther said. Saddle 
me the Ass, so they saddled him the Ass, and he rode 
after the IVIan of God, and found him slttiog under an 
" Oak, and said. Come home and cat bread with me,— 
and he said, I may not, return with thee, for the word 
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of the Lord said to me, Thou shalt eat nO bread and 
drink no ivater in that place.. He said unto him, I am 
a Prophet also as thou art, and an Angel spake unto 
roe, saying, Bring him back with thee into thine house, 
but he lied unto him. 

So he went back an^ did eat bread in his house, 
and drank water ; and as they sat at table, the word of 
the Lord came uBtQ the Prophet, and he cried unto 
the Man of God that came from Judah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord; Forasmuch as thou hast disobeyed the 
command of the Lord thy body shall not come unto 
the Sepulchre of thy fatbejs. 

And after they had eaten, he saddled tlie Ass for 
the Prophet of Judah, and when he was gone, a Lion 
met him by the way and slew him, and his carcase was 
cast in the way and the Ass stood by it, the Lion also 
stood by the carcase. And the Prophet of Bethel,, 
when he heard of it went and found the carcase in the 
way, and the Ass and the Lion standing by ; the Lion 
had not eaten th^ carcase nor torn the Ass. And the 
Prophet took up the body of the Man of God, and 
brought it back, and laid it in his own grave. 

But Jeroboam returned not from his evil way. 

And at that time Abijah the son of Jeroboam 
fell sick, — and Jeroboam said to his wife. Arise and 
disguise thyself and get thee to Shiloh to Ahijah the 
Prophet. But Ahijah could not see, — and when he 
heard her at the door, he said. Come in thou wife of 
Jeroboam, why feignest thou thyself to be another! 

Go tell Jeroboam, thus saith the Lord, Forasmuch 
^ I exalted thee to be Prince over Israel, and yet thou 
hast not kept my Commandments, but hast done evil 
above all that were before thee, I will cut off thy house, 
and Israel shall be smitten as a reed is shaken iti the 
L3 
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water. Arise^ get thee to tliine own house, and wheo 
thy feet enter into the City, the Child shall die. And 
it was so. — And Jeroboam reigned twenty- two years, 
and he slept with his Fathers, and Nadab.his sou 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 74. 



SUCCESSION OF THE KINGS OF JUDAH AND ISRAEL. 

And Rehoboam reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem. 
And Judah also did evil in the sight of the Lord. And 
the King of Egypt came up against J^usalem, and took 
away the shields of gold which Solomon had made, 
from the house of the Lord. , 

And there \yas war between Rehoboam and Jero- 
boam all their days. 

, This i is the succession af the Kings of Judah and 
of Israel. 
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CHAPTER 75. 

ELIJAH THE PROPHET. 

And in the days of Ahab the wicked King of Israel^ 
the word o£ the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, and 
he prophesied to Ahab there should be no rain. And 
the Lord said to Elijah, Get thee hence and turn East* 
ward, and hide thyself by the Brook Cherish beyoml 
Jordan ; and thou shalt drink of the Brook, and I have 
commanded the Ravens to feed tliee there. So he 
went and dwelt by the Brook Cherish, and the Ravens 
brought him Bread and Flesh in the morning, and in 
the evening, and he drank of the Brook. 

And after a while the Brook dried up, because 
there had been no rain; and the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah, saying, Get thee to Zarephath and 
dwell there, behold I have commanded a widow Wo- 
man there to sustain thee. So when he came to the 
Gate of the City, behold a widow Woman was there 
gathering of sticks^ — and he called to her and s^id. Fetch 
me a little writer and a morsel of bread. And she said, 
I have not a cake^ but an handful of meal iu a barrel, 
and a little oil in a cruse, — and behold I am gathering 
two sticks that I may go in and dress it for me and my 
son, that we may eat it, and die. 

And Elijah said. Fear not ; go and do as thou hast 
said, but make, me thereof a little cake first and bring 
it to me, and after make for thee and thy son. — ^for thus 
saith the Lord, The barrel of meal shall not waste nei- 
ther shall the cruse of oil fail, until the day the Lord 
$en<leth rain upon the Earth. And she went and did 
according to the saying of Elijah, and she and her 
house did eat many days; and the barrel of meal 
\9^asted ttoit, neither did the cruse of oil fail, according 
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to the words of El^ah. And the son of the Woman 
fell sick, and there was no breath in him^ And she 
cried unto Elijah, and he said, Give lie thy son, — and 
he took him out t)f her bosom, and carried him up into 
a loft, and laid him on his own bed. And he cried 
unto the Lord, and said, O Lord my God, I pray thee 
let this child's soul come into him again, and he 
stretched himself upon the child three times; and 
the Lord heard the voice of Elijah, and the soul of the 
child came into him again» and he revived; and he 
delivered him to his Mother. 

CHAPTER 76. 

THE PROPHETS OF BAAL. 

And after three years the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah, saying, Go shew thyself to Ahab, and I will 
send rain upon the earth. Now there was a sore famine 
in Samaria. And Ahab sent Obadiah, the governor of 
his house» to search for grass, and as Obadiah was i» 
the way, behold Elijah met him. Now Ahab had 
searched for Elijah in every country, and Ahab went 
to meet Elijah, and said. Art thou he that tronbletb 
IsfaeU And he said, I have not troubled Israel but 
thou; now send and gather all Israel to Mount Carmel, 
the Prophets of Baal four hundred and fifty, and the 
Prophets of the Groves four hundred, which eat at 
Jezebel's table. And Ahab did so. 

And Elijah said. How long halt ye between two 
opiuioH&l If the Lord be God follow him : but if Baal 
then follow him, — I remain only a Prophet unto Ae 
Lord, but BaaFs Propliets are four hundred and fifty. 
Let them give us two bullocks, and they choose one 
bullock and cut it in pieces, and lay it on wood> and 
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pat no fine under. And o«0 upon the name of your 
Gk>d, and L will call on the name of the Lord^ — and the 
Grod that answereth by fire, let him be God. 

So the Prophets of .Baal took their bullock and 
dressed it, and called on the name of Baal from the 
mornittg even until noon, saying, O Baal hear nsy-^but 
there was no voice nor any that answered. Aad at 
noon Elijah mocked them, and said. Cry aloud, lor be 
Is a God, either he is talking, or he is pursuing, or* 
ke is on a journey, — or poradventure be sleepeth, and 
must be awakened. But there was neither voice, or 
any to answer, or any that regarded. 

And Elijah built an Altar, and made a trench round 
labout, and put the wood in order, and cut the bullock 
in {Meces, and laid him on the wood. And he poured 
barrels of water thereon three times, and filled the 
tvaKh with water. 

And it came to pass that at the time of the oiEeriog 
the Evening Sacrifice, Elgah came near and said, O 
Lord God of Abraham, of Isaac, and <rf I&rael, let it 
be known this day that thou art God, and ikk»% I am 
thy servant, and have done all thiings at thy wordw — 
Then the fire of the Lord feU^ and consumed the Sar 
crifice, the wood, and the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in the trench. Aad when 
all the People saw it they fell on their ftces^ and sai<^ 
The Lord he is God. And Elijah said. Take the' 
Prc^hets of Baal, let not one of them escape ; and 
they took them, ami Elijah brought tiiem down to the 
Brook Kishon, and slew them there. 

And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get thee up, eat and 
drink, for there ia a sound of abundance of rain. And 
El^iah went up to the Top ot Carmel, and cast himself 
upon the Earth, and pUt his fiiee betwe^i his knee^*; 
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and said to his senrant. Go up. East towards tlie Sea, 
and he did so, and said. There is nothing. And he 
said. Go again, seven times. And the seventh dme, 
he said. Behold there ariseth a little doud out ot the 
Sea like a Man's hand. And Elijah said. Go op, say 
unto Ahah, Prepare thy Chariot, get thee down that 
the! rain stop thee not. And the Heaven was black 
with clouds and wind, and there was a great rain ; and 
Ahab rode and went to Jczreel, and Elijah ran and 
girded up his loins, and ran before Ahab to the entrance 
of Jezreel. 

CHAPTER 77. 

THE FKOPHET BLISHA. 

And Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, and 
how he had slain the Pri^hets with the sword. Thea 
Jezebel sent a Messenger unto Elijah saying. So let the 
Gods do to me and more also, if I make not thy life as 
the life of one of them by to-morrow about this time. 
— ^And Elijah went for his life, and fled to Beersheba, 
and left his servant there, but he himself went a day's 
journey into the Wilderness^ and sat under a juniper 
tre«, and requested that he might die, and said, It is 
enough now, O Lord, take away ray life, for I am not 
better than my fathers. And as he lay and slept 
under a juniper tree, behold an Angel touched him 
and said. Arise and eat. And behold there was a cake 
baken on the coals, and a cruse of water at his head. 
And he did eat and drink and laid him down again. 
And the Angel came the second time, and said. Arise 
and eat, for the journey is too great fer thee. And he 
arose, and did eat and driuk, and went in the strength 
of that meat, forty days and forty nights unto Horeb, 
the Mount of God. This is the Mountain on which 
God appeared to Moses. 
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AimI he came unto a cave and lodged dlere, and 
the word of the Lord came to him, and said. What 
doest thoa here Elijah 1 And he $aid, I have been 
very jealous for the Lord God of Hosts, for Israel hath 
forsaken thy Covenant, thrown down thy Altars, and 
slain thy Prophets, and I only am left, and they seek 
my life. And behold the Lord passed by, and a great 
and strong^nd rent the Mountains, but the Lord was 
not in the wind ; and after the wind an earthquake, 
but the Lord was not in the earthquake ; and after the 
earthquake a fire, but the Lord was not in the fire ; 
and after the fire, a still small voice. 

And the Lord said unto Elijah, Gro, return and 
anoint Hazael to be King over Syria, smd Jehu the sob 
of Nimshi, shalt thou anoint^to be King over Israel, 
and Elisha the son of Shaphat, shalt thou anoint to 
be Prophet in thy room. So he departed and found 
Elisha ploughing ; and Elijah passed by him, and cast 
his mantle upon him. And he left the Oxen and ran 
after Elijah, and said. Let me kiss my father and my 
mother, and then I will fbllow thee. And he arose 
and went after Elijah and ministered unto him. 

CHAPTER 78. 

THE BATTLES WITH THE SYRIANS. 

And Benhadad the King of Syria gathered all his Host 
together, and there were thirty and two Kings with 
him, and Horses and Chariots, and he warred against 
Israel, and sent Messengers to Ahab saying. Thy silver 
and thy gold, thy wives and thy children are mine. 
And Ahab answered, I am thine and all that I have, 
but Benhadad was only the more proud, and said. To- 
morrow my servants shall come and take whatsoever 
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l^kasetk them. Then the King of Israel caHed dl the 
Eiders, and said^ Marie how this Mao seeketfa mischief 
and aU tbe Ekiers said, llearken not onto him, dot 
consent. Then Benhadad boasted, and said. The da»t 
of Samuria shall not siffii^e for handfiills for all the 
P4Sople that follow me. And tiie King of Israel said. 
Tell him, let not him that girdeth on his harness, boast 
himself as he that puttethlt off. 

And when Benhadad heard this message, as be 
was drinking, he and the Kings in the Pavilions, 
he said. Set yourselves in array, and they set them- 
selves 10 array against the City. And there came 
a Prophet unto Ahab saying. Thus saith-the Lord, 
Hast thou seen this great multitude 1 Behold I 
wiH deliver it into thine hand this day. And Ahab 
said. By whom? And he said, by the young men of 
tbe Prince* of the Proirinces. And he nnmbered tbe 
young men, two hundred and thirty-two, and all the 
people were seven tbousand. And they went out at 
noon; but Benhadad was drinking himself drOnk in the 
Pavilions, he and i\m thirty and two Kings« — ^And they 
told Benhadad, and be said. Whether they be come for 
peace or war, take them alive. So the young men 
went out and the army that followed them, and they 
slew every one his man, — and the Syrians fled, and 
Israel pursued, and Benhadad escaped on an horse 
with the Horsemen. And the King of Israel went out 
and smote the Horses and Chariots, and slew the 
Syrians with a great slaughter. 

And tbe Prophet said to the King of Israel, 
Strengthen thyself and mark, for at the return of the 
year, tlie King of Syria will come up against thee. 
And the servants of Benhadad said. Their Gods are 
Gods of the Hills, therefore were they stronger than 
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we, but let tts fight against them in the Plain, and We 
shall be ttroBger then they. And take the Kings 
away» eirery Man out of his place, and put Captains in 
their room. And number thee an army like the army 
that t^oa hast lost, horse for horse, and chariot for 
ehariet, and we will fight against them in the Plain, and 
surely we shall be sponger then they ; and he did so. 

And at the return of the year, Benhadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek to fight against 
Israel. And the Children of Israel were numbered, 
and were all present, and went against them : and the 
Children of Israel pitched before them like two little 
fiocks of kids, but the Syrians filled the Country.

But a eer* 
tain man of the mos of tiie Fr<tpbmU said airte Afaab, 
Thus saith the Lord, Because thou hast let go out of 
thy hand a man whom I appoiated to utter destroetWii, 
therefore thy life shait go A>r iiis life, Bad thy people 
for his people. And the^ luog of Israel weat to hi» 
house heavy and displeased, and c#me to Samana. 

• CHAPTER 70. 

THE WICKED JEZEBEL. 

And k eahie to pass that Naboth liad a Vuieyard in 
Jezreel, hard by the Palace of Ahab, King <tf^aaMuria. 
And Ahab spake to Naboth saying. Give me thy Vine- 
yard, that I may have it for a Oarden of Herbs, because 
it is near unto my house ; uwi I will give thee a better 
Vineyard for it; or I will give thee the worth of. it io 
money. And Naboth said. The Lord forbid it that I 
should give the inheritaoce of my fiithers to tbee. 

And Ahab came unto his house heavy and dis- 
pleased, and he laid him down upon bis bed, and 
tnrned away his face and would eat no bread.

And 
Jesehel said* to Ahab^ Arise, take possession of the 
Vinejn^ ef Naboth, whieb he refhsed to give thee for 
aB0Bey„ fiur Nabotb is not alive but dead. 

And Ahab arose to go down and take possession of 
the Yiaeyard. And the word of the Lord came to 
Elyah, and he went down to meet Ahab, — and Abab, 
said. Hast thou found me, O mine enemy? And £lijah

which did sell himsdf to work wickedness in the sight 
of the Loird, whom Jeaebel his wife stirred up. And 
it came to pass when Ahab heard these things he rent 
fats eWtb«8y wMi put on sackcloth and fasted, and hunn 
bled bunsel^ and Ood deferred the punishment of his 
bouse nnto the iajs of Joram, his son. 

CHAPTER 80* 

THE DEATH OF AHAB. 

And after three years peace, Jehoshaphat King of 
Judah weat down to Ahab King of Israel, and Ahab 
said. Know ye that Ramoth m Qikad is ours, iind we 
be still, and take it not out of the hand of Syria. Wih 
tbou go with me to battle to Ramoth Gilead 1 And 
Jehoshaphat said, I am as thou art, my people and my 
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fiorses as thine ; but eoquke at the word of the Lord 
to-day. Then Ahab gathered the Prophets together, 
four hundred men, and said.

Then 
Ahab sent for Micaiah; ^nd the King of Israd and 
the King of Judah sat each on his Throne, having pat 
on their robes in a void place in the entrance of the 
Gate of Samaria, and all the Prophets {prophesied 
before them saying, Go up to Ramoth Gilead and 
prosper, — and Micaiah came and said also. Go up and 
prosper. And the King said. How many times shall' I 
adjure thee to tell me nothing but that which is true 
in the name of the Lord 1 And he said, I saw all Israel 
scattered upon the hills as sheep that have not a shep- 
herd ; and the Lord said. These have no master, let 
4hem return every one to his house in peace. And the 
King of Israel said. Take this feUow, and carry hira 
back to the Governor of the City, and say. Put him in 
prison and feed him with the bread of affliction until I 
come in peace. And Micaiah said, If thou come at all 
in peace, the Lord hath not spoken' by me. So Ahab 
and Jehoshaphat went up to Ramoth Gilead, — ^and 
Ahab said, I will disguise myself, and enter into the 
battle, put thou on thy robes. But the Kiqig of Syria 
commanded his thirty and two Captains that4iad rule

And Elijah said unto Elisba, Ask what I shall <lo 
for thee, before I be taken away from thee, — and EHsha 
8aid, I pray thee kt a doable portion of thy spirit be 
vapoa me, — and he said, Thon hast asked a hard thing, 
nevertheless if thou see me when I am taken from thee, 
it shall be so unto thee, but if not it shall not be so. 

And it came to pass as they sttH^went on and 
talked, that behold there appeared a Chariot of Fire, 
and Horses of Fire, and parted them both asunder; 
and Elijah went up by a whirlwind into Heaven. 

And Clisha saw if. and he cried. My father, my 
father, the Chariot of Israel, and tlie Horsemen thereof) 
— and he saw him no more ; and he took hold of hi» 
own clothes and rent them in two pieces. He took up 
also the mantle of Elijah that fell from biro, and went 
back, and stood by the bank of Jordan.

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tboa knowest that he did fear At Lord, and the ore*- 
ditor IS come to take my two soos to he bondiDcn.--^ 
And Elisha saic^ What hast thou is thine house? And 
she said. Nothing save a pot of oil. Hien be said. Go 
borrow thee em|>ty vessels of thy Neighbours, borrow 
not a few. 

Asd when thou art come in, shut the door upon 
thee and thy sons, and pour out into all those vessels. 
And she did so until there was not a vessel more ; and 
the oil stayed. And Elisha said. Go self the oil and 
pay thy debt, and live thou and thy chOdren of the rest. 

And it fell on a day that Elisha passed to Shunara ; 
and there was a great Woman, and she iuvited him to 
eat bread, — and as oft as he passed by, he turned in 
thither to eat bread. And she said to her husband. 
Behold now I see this is an holy man ; let us make a 
Httle chamber on the wall, and set there a bed and a 
taUe, a stool and a candlestick. 

And it fell on a day he came thither and he turned 
in to the chamber, and lay there'. And he said to 
Gehazi his sei^vant, call this Shunan^te; and she had 
no child. And Elisha promised that she should have 
a child. And when the child was grown it fell on a 
day that he went to his father to the reapers ; and the 
ch^ said to his father, My head, my head ; and he 
said to a lad. Carry him to his mother ; and he sat on 
his mother's knees tRl noon, and then died, — and she 
went up and laid htm on the bed of the Man of God, 
and shut the door upon him and went out. 

And she took one of the Asses saddled, and a ser- 
vant, and said. Drive and go forward,, slack not thy 
riding for me except I bid thee; and she came unto 
Elisha at Mount Carmel. And when Elisha saw her 
a^ off, he said to Gehazi his servant. Behold yonder 
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is that Sbtmaimte ; aad he stki. Run and say. Is it wdlf 
and she said. It is well. 

And when she came to £lisha> she cau^t him by 
the feet» but Gehazt came near to thrust her away; 
but Elisha said. Let her alone for her soul is veiled, 
and the Lord hath hid it from me. And she said. Did 
1 desire a son of my Lordl did not I say, do not 
deceive me 1 

Then he said to Gebazi, Gird up thy foins, and 
take my staff in thy hand ; if Ihou meet any man, salute 
him not, and if any salute thee, answer him not again ; 
and lay my staff on the face of the child. And Gehazi 
did so, but there was neither voice nor hearings — and 
when Elisha came, he went in. and prayed unto the 
Lord; and he went up and stretched himself upon tl^ 
child, — and the child opened his eyes ; and be said to 
the ShunamitCj Take up thy son ;. and she went in and 
fell at his feet, and bowed herself to the ground, and 
took up her child and went away. 

And there was H dearth in the Land, and the sons 
of the Prophets were sitting before Elisha, and he said, 
Set ou the great pot, and seeth pottage ; and one went 
out into the field to gather herbs, and ^thered wild 
gourds, and shred them into the pot And they poured 
out to eat, and as they were eating, they cried, O thou. 
Man of God, there is death in the pot; and he said. 
Bring meal, and he cast it into the pot, and said. Pour 
out for the People, and there was no harm in the pot. 

CHAPTER 83. 

IfAAMAN. 

Now Naaman, Captain of the Host of Syrian was a 
great man, and honorable, he was also a mighty man 
of valour, — but he wa& a leper. And the Syrians had

And Naanan amid, Shtil tilers nwt 
tfcea, I pray tbee, be grren to thy aervaot two Mttles* 
baideo of earth 1 For thy servmrt will heaeeforth 
ofer onto none other QoJk but to the Lord. In this 
thing the Lotd pardon -thy servant, that when my 
master goeth into the honte of Rimmon> when I bow 
down myself in the house of Itmraon, the Lord pardon 
thy servant in thb thtngi; And Elii^ said^ Ge in 
peace^ so he departed from him a Ultke way. 

But Gefaasi said» BehoM my master hath spared 
this Syrian, but as the Lord Kv^ I w9l ran after him, 
and take sowewhat of him. Sa G^haai foMewed irfker 
Naaman, and when Naamaa saw him runnings he 
lighted down Aimb the Chariot to meet him, and said. 
Is idi.weil? And he said» All is well, n^ master hath 
sent me, saying. Behold, eren now there be come to 
me from fliConnt Ephraim two young aaren of the sons of 
the Prophets, gire them, I pray thee, a talent of silver 
and two changes of garments. And Naaman said. Be 
content, take two talents. And he urged him, and 
bound two talents of silver in two bags, with two 
jcfaanges of garments, and laid them upon two of his 
jervants, and they bare them before him. And when 
he came to the tower he took them from their hand, 
md bestowed them in the house. And be went in and 
stood before his master, — and Elisha said. Whence 
comest thou Gehasi ? And he said. Thy servant went 
no whither. And he said. Went not my heart vrith 
4hee when the man turned from his Chariot to meet 
thee? Is it a time to receive money and presents? 
The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave to thee 
and to thy seed for ever, — and he went out from his 
presence a leper as white as snow.

once nor twice. Therefore the heart of the King of 
of Syria was troubled, and he said to his servants. Will 
ye not shew me which of us is treacherous t And one 
B»d, None my Lord ; but Elisha the Prophet, that is 
in Israel, leHeth the King of Israel the words that thou 
a|ieaketh in thy hed^hamher. And he said. Go and 
spy i^ere he is ; and they said. He is in Dothan. So 
he sent tliither Horses and Chariots, and a great Host, 
and they came by night, and compassed the City. 

And when tite servant of £^isha was risen early and 
gone forth, behold they compassed the City, and the 
s^ant ran and said, Alas my master what shall we do ? 
— And Elisha -said. Fear not, they that he with as are 
more than they that be with them ; and he prayed, and 
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Bud, Lord opea bis eyes; and th^ Lord opened the 
eyes of the young man^ and he saw, and behold, the 
mountain was full of Horses and Chariots of Fire 
round about Elisha. 

And Elisha prayed, and the Lord smote the Syriaas 
with blindness ; and Elisha said unto them. This is not 
the way, neither is this the City, follow me and I will 
bring you to the man whom ye seek, but he led them 
to Samaria. And there the I^rd opened their eyes, 
and beheld they were in the midst of Samaria. And 
the King of Israel said. Shall I smite them ; but Elisha 
said. Wonkiest thou smite those whom thou hast taken 
captive 1 set Bread and Water before them, that they 
may eat and drink, and go to their master. So the 
bands of Syria returned to their own Country. 

Now after, this, Benhadad, Ring of Syria, gathered 
all his Host, and went up and besieged Samaria. And 
there was a great famine in Samaria, and the King of 
Israel was wroth with Elisha, and sent a Messenger to 
take his head, but Elisha sat in his house, and the 
Elders with him, and ere the Messenger came, he saidf 
See how this son of a murderer hath sent to take away 
ipy head, shut the door and hold him fast ; is not the 
sound of his master's feet behind him? And while he 
yet talked behold the Messenger came, and he said. 
Behold this evil is of the Lord, why should I wait any 
longer 1 And he said. Hear ye the word of the Lord : 
To-morrow about this time, shall a measure of fine 
Flour be sold for a shekel in the Gate of Samaria. — 
Then a Lord on whose hand the King leaned said. 
Behold if the Lord would make windows in Heaven, 
could this thing be] And Elisha said. Thou shalt see 
with thine eyes but shalt not eat thereof. 

And four beggars who were dying with hunger 
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fose Up in the twilight to go into the Camp of tbft 
Syrians, and behold there was no man there. For the 
Lord had made the Host of the Syrians to hear a noise 
of Chariots and of Horses, even a great Host; and 
they arose and fie4 in the twilight, and left their Tents, 
their Horses, ^and their Asses, even the Camp as it 
was, and fled for their lifs. And the People went and 
spoiled the Tents of the Syrians ; so a measure of fine 
ilour was sold for a shekel, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel, according to the word of the Lord, And 
the Khig appointed the Lord on whose head he leaned 
to have charge of the Gate, and the people trode upon 
him in the Gate, and he died, as the Man of God 
had said, 

CHAPTER 85. 

JEHU. 

And Elisha the Prophet called one of the Children of 
the Prophets, and said, Take this box of oil and go to 
Ramoth Gilead, and look out Jehu, the son of Nimshi, 
and take him into an inner chamber, and pour the oil on 
his faead^ and say. Thus saith the Lord, I have anointed 
thee King over Israel ; then open the door and flee. 
So the young man went, and found the Captains of the 
Host sitting, and he said, I have an errand unto thee 
O Captaiii; and Jehu said. Unto which? And he,said. 
To thee O Captain. And be arose, and went into the 
house, and he poured the oil on his head, and said. 
Thus saith the Lord, I have anointed thee King over 
Israel, and thou shalt smite the House of Ahab thy 
master, that I may avenge the blood of ray servants the 
Prophets ; for the whole House of Ahab shall perish, 
and dogs shall eat Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel. 
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And when Jehu came forth, they said. Is all well? 
Wherefore came this nCiad fellow to thee 1 And he told 
them ; then they hasted, and spread their garments un- 
der him and blew with trumpets, saying, Jehu is King. 

So Jehu conspired against Joranv and came down 
in a Chariot to J^zreel, where Joram was laying sick of 
his wounds which the Syrians had given him, — and 
Ahaz4ah, King of Judah, was there to see him. 

And there stood a Watchman on the Tower in 
Jezreel, and he spied the company of Jehu; and Joram 
sent a Messenger to say. Is it peace 1 And Jehu said. 
What hast thou to do with peace, turn thee behind me. 
—And so be did to a second Messenger. And the 
Watchman said. He came unto them, and cometh not 
again, and the driving is like the driving of Jehu, 
the son of Nimshi, for he driveth furiously. — And 
Joram said. Make ready; and Joram and Abaziah 
went out each. in his Chariot, and met Jehu in the por- 
tion of NaboUi, — and Joram said. Is it peace, Jehu? — 
And Jehu said. What peace, so long as the witchcrafts 
of thy mother Jezebel are so many. 

And Joram turned and said. There is treachery, O 
Abaziah. And Jehu drew a bow and smote Jeboram 
between liis arms, .and the arrow went out at his heart, 
^nd he sunk down in his Chariot. And Jehu cast him 
in the portion of Naboth, as the Lord had said by the 
Prophet Elijah. And Abaziah also was slain. 

And when Jehu came to Jezreel, Jezebel painted 
her face, and tired her head, and looked out at a 
window. And as Jehu entered iu^trthe gate, she said. 
Had Zimri peace, who slew his master 5 And Jehu 
said, W^ho is on my side 1 Throw Jier down. And 
they threw her down^ and her blood was sprinkled on 
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the wall^ and they trod her under foot, and her carcase 
did the dogs eat as the Lord had said. And Jehu slew 
also the seventy sons of Ahab. 

CHAPTER 86. 

THE FURTHEK HISTORY OF THE KINGDOMS OF 
JUDAH AND ISRAEL. 

Thus in the year 884 before Christ, Jehu reigned over 
Israel ; and by the counsel of the good Jehonadab the 
son of Rechab, he destroyed all the Prophets of Baal. 
Howbeit he departed not from the sins of the wicked 
Jeroboam; and -he reigned over Israel, in Samaria, 
twenty-eight years, and died : And Jehoahaz, his son, 
reigned in his stead. And in that day the Lord began 
to cut Israel short. And Hazael took from thetn all 
the Country that was beyond Jordan. 

And when Athaltah the mother of Ahaziah, King of 
Judah, a wicked and ambitious woman, saw that her 
son was dead, she' arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal. But Jehoshaba the sister of Ahaziah, took 
Joash, his son, and stole him from among the King's 
sons that were slain, and hid him and his nurse in the 
bed-chamber from Athaliftb, so thdt he was not slain. 
And' he was with hfer hid in the house of the Lord six 
years ; and Athaliah did reign over the Land. 

And in the seventh year, Jehoiada the Priest, sent 
and fetched the Raters, and Captains, and Guard, and 
brought them into the House of the Lord, and took an 
oath of Ifaem, and shewed them the King's son. And 
the Guard stood every Man with his weapon in hi? 
band round about the King's son. And he brought 
forth the King's son and put the Crown upon him, and 
gave him the testimony, and they made him King, and 
N2 
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anointed him. And they clapped their hands aod saiii» 
God save the King. 

And when Athaliah beard the noise of the Guard 
4)nd of the People^ she came to the People into the 
Temple; and behold the Kmg. stood by a Pillar, as 
the manner was; and the Princes, and the Trumpeters 
of the King. And all the People rejoiced and blew 
with Trumpets. And Athaliah rent her clothes, and 
cried, Treason ! Treasoii ! But Jehoiada commanded 
and she was slain, and he made a Covenant betweea 
the Lord^ and the King, and the People. And they 
destroyed the House of Baal, and served the Lord. 

In tlie year 830, Joash, King of Judah, was sbuo 
by bis servants^—^and Amaziah, his son, reigned in hi# 
stead ; ai^d he put to d«ath the servants who had slaio 
iiis father. And in the sane year Jehohaaz, King of 
Israel, died, and was succeeded by his sob Jehoasb, 
And m his time Hazael, King of Syria, oppressed Israel. 

CHAPTER 87. 

THE DEATit OF ELTSHA. 

Now Elisha was fall<^i sick of his sickness wh^eof he 
died. He was then ninety years of age, a wonder ef 
Prophets j and ha4 oul-lived many successions in the 
Thrones of Israel an4 Judah. And Joash tbe King of 
Israel, came down qnV> bim and wept over his face, 
and said, O my father^ my father, the Chariot of Israel 
and the Horsemen thereof. 

And Elisha said. Take bow and arrows; and he 
did, and shot from ti^e wiikIow eastward, — 9oA Elisha 
said. The arrow of the Lord's delivaranee, lor thou 
shait smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thoM bast con- 
sumed them. And Elisha said to the King, Sodite upon 
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tbe ground; and he smote thrice and stayed. And 
Elisha said, Thou shouldest have smitten fi?e or six 
times, then hadst thou smitten Syria till thou hadst 
consumed it, whereas* now, thou shalt smite Syria 
but thrice. 

And Elisha died, and they buried him ; and as the 
I&raelites Were burying a Man they espied a band of 
Mo^bites, and they cast the Man into the Sepulchre 
of Elisha, and when he touched -the bones of Elisha he 
revived and stood upon his feet. 

And Joash the King of Israel, smote Benbadad the 
son of Hazael, the King of Syria; three times did 
Joash beat him,. and recovered the Cities of Israel. 

CHAPTER 88. 

GONTLNUATION. OF THE HISTORY OF THE KINGS 
0£ JUDAH AND. ISRAEL. 

And Amasilih^ King* of Judahy sent Messengers to 
.^hoash. King of 'Israel, saying. Come let us look one 
another in the face. 

And Jehoash answered, The Thistle that was iir 
Lebanon, sent to the Cedar in Lelbanon, saying, Give 
thy daughter to my. son to wife: And there passed by 
a. wild Beast that was ini Lebanon, and trode down the 
Thistle. Thou bast indeed smitten Edora, and thine 
heart hath lifted thee- iii>,i— -glory of this, and tarry at 
home. But Amaziah would not hear. And Jehoash, 
King of Israel, went up against Amaziah, and Judah 
was put to ' the worse, and fled every Man to their 
Tents. And Jehoash took Amaziah, and brake down 
the' wall of Jerusalem, and took all the gold and silver 
vess9s in the Hbuse of the Lord, and ia.the J^ing'^s 
house, and returned to Samaria. 
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Amaztah. 

Amaziah slam in a con- 
spiracy at Lachishf and 
and succeeded by his 
son Utziah or Azariah, 
who was a good King, 
but he was a leper, 
and dwdt in a sepe«ate 
house, and Jothom his 
son, judged the peo- 
ple. 



Jotbam the son of Ue- 
ziah, began to reign. 
He was a good King, 
and reigned sixteen 
years. 

Ahaz the son of Jo 
tham, began to reign, 
—and he was a very 
wicked King In his 
days Rezin the King 
of Syria, took £lah. 
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ISRAEL. 

Jehoash. 

Jehoesh died, and succeeded by 
Jeroboam, his son, who was a 
wicked King. 

Jeroboam died. 

Zechariah, his son, began to 
reign, and he reigned six 
montlis, and was dethroned by 
Shallum, which fulfilled the 
prophecy that Jehu^s descen- 
dants to the fointh genemtion, 
should sit on the Throne of 
Israel. 

Shallum dethroned, and slain by 
Menahem. Menahem reigned 
ten years, and was a wicked 
King, and paid tribute to the 
King of Assyria, and exacted 
the money of the mighty Men 
of Inrael. 

Menahem died, and succeeded 
by his son Pekahtah. 

Pekahia^ reigned two years, — 
when Pekah, a Captain of his, 
conspired a^^inst him and kil- 
led him, And usurped the king- 
dom. 

Pekah,. « wicked Kingv reigned 
twen^ years .— 4o his days came 
Tiglath-pileser, King of Assy- 
ria, and took seven Cities, and 
all the Land of Napthalia, and 
carried them captive to Assyria. 

Hoshei madea conspiracyagainst 
Pekah> andslewhim, and reign- 
ed hi his stead. He was a wicked 



And Ahaz, King of Israel^ IooIk the silver aadsgold 
of the House of the Lord,^ and sent it for a present ta 
the King of Assyria, saying, I am^ thy servant, come up 
and save me out of the hand of the King of Syria^ — 
and the King of Assyria hearkened unto himi, fi^d wctui 
up against Damascus, and ^ook it^ 
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And King Ahas went to Damascus, to meet Tig- 
lath-pileser, King of Assyria, and saw an Altar that 
was at Damascus, and sent the pattern of it to Urijah 
the Priest, and Urijah built an Altar according to the 
pattern, against the King came from Damascus ; which 
was a great sin, adopting the Altars of the Heathens 
who knew not the true God. 

CHAPTER 89. 

THE WICKEDNESS AND END OF THE KINGDOM 
OF ISRAEL. 

And it came to pass in the serenth year of Hoshea, 
King of Israel, tlw 730th year before Christ, that 
Shalmaneser, King of Assyria, came up against Sa- 
maria, and besieged it. And at the end of three years 
he took it and carried away Israel into Assyria, and 
put them in Haloth and in Habor, by the River of 
Gozan, in the Cities of the Medes. And the King of 
Assyria brought Men from Babylon, and placed them 
in the Cities of Samaria, instead of the Children of 
Israel; — because they obeyed not the voice of the 
their Ckxi, but transgressed his Covenant and all that 
Moses commanded, and would not hear them nor do 
them; and had feared other Gods, and walked in the 
statutes of the Heathen whom the Lord had cast out 
before them. 

. And the Children of Isi^ael did evil against the 
Lord, and built high places in ail their Cities, and set 
up images and groves, in every high hill, and under 
every green tree, and they served Idols. 

Yet the Lord testified against Israel and ludah, by 
Jeremiah and all the Prophets, saying, Turn ye from 
your evil ways* liotwitbslfuiding they would not he? 
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and rejected his statates and his covenants, and became 
vajfl, and went after the Heathen that were round about 
them, concemiBg whom^ the Lord had charged them 
that they should not do like them : And left all the 
Commandments of the Lord their God, and made them 
Molten Images, even two Calves, and made a Grove, and 
worshipped all the Host of Heaven, and served Baal. 

Therefore the Lord was very angry with Israel, and 
removed them out of his sight ; there was none left but 
the Tribe of Jndah only. Also Judah kept not the 
Commandments of the Lord their God, but walked in 
the statutes of Israel which they made. And the Lord 
reject€)d All the Children of Israel, and afflicted them, 
and delivered them into the hand of. spoilers, until he 
cast tl)eiii out of* his sight.. 

. CHAPTER 90. 

THE HISTORY OF JUDAH AFTER THE CAPTIVITY 
Of ISfRAEI.. — THE GOOiy KING HE^BklAH. '' 

In the year 726 be£»re Christ, Hetekiah the son of 
Ahaz^ began, to. JT^igUtOver JuDAH, and he was a very, 
good King.. In the first year of his reign he opened^ 
the doors of the House of- the Lord; and brought in^ 
the Priests, and said, Sancjtify yourselves, and sanctify'^ 
this house, for they have shut. up the doors and put 
out the lamps, wherefore the Lord has delivered •tbeni> 
to trouble. My.sous, be noit now negligetit, fbrJtls in 
my heart to make a Covenant with the Lord. So they 
cleansed .the Tem{>le, and prqpiared the Offerings; and* 
the King went with all the Rulers and the People, and' 
offered Burnt Offerings to the Lord« And Hezekiah 
s^nt and wrote letters to all Israel and Judah, saying, • 
Xum again to the Lord. your Ged.all ye that are. 
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escaped out of the biad of AMyrM, and keep tbe 
PaMover at JeriNalein* So the Pottt pasted from 
City to Cityi hot many hmgbed thetti to scorn and 
BKiched them; but in Judah there was o»e heart to 
do the Cottmaddmeiit of the King, and when all was 
finishedy they went out and brake down the Imaf^ 
md High Places^ and cat down the Groves in all 
Jadah and Beajaawiy nntil they had destroyed them 
alL Hee^iah trusted in the Lnrd God of lurael^ so 
that after hiai was none like him of all the Kings of 
Judah, nor any that were before hh*. And the Lord 
was with bim» and he prospered whitheffsoever he wait 
forth; and he rebelled agaiast tbe King of Assyria 
and senred him not. He smote the Philistiaes ev^ 
unto Gaza, from the Tower' of the Watchmen to the 
I^Nieed City; and in every work that he began be 
sought Ins God with all his heart and prospered. 

And in dK fourteenth year of Kiag Hez^iah, did 
Sennacherib, King of Assyria, eome up against ail 
the fenced Cities of Judah, and took them« And 
Hezekiah sent to Sennacherib to Laolnsb, saying, I 
have ofitnded. Return, and what tbou pattest on me 
I wiii bear; and Sennacherib appointed unto Heze- 
kiah, a Irtbttte of three hundred talents of silver and 
thirty talents of g^d. And Hesekiah gave all the 
silver that was in the King's house, and cut off the gold 
from the doors of the Temple, and gave it to the King 
of Assyria* 

But Seimacherib sent Tartan, md Aabsaris, and 
Ilabehakeh» wtth a great Host to fight against Jerusa- 
lem. Then H^Mkisdi stopped the waters of the fountains 
without the City, so that the Assyrians had no water, 
and he repaired the widls and towns, and made darts 
and shields in abundance, and he nmde Captams o^ 
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war over the People, and spake comfortably to tbeat, 
saying, Be not afraid for their moltitade, for there be 
more with us than with him. With him is the arm of 
flesh, but with us is the Lotd our God to help us, and 
to fight our battles. And Rabshakeh called to the 
People on the walls^ aad said. Thus saith the great 
King, the King of Assyria, what confidence is this 
wherein thou trustesti behold, thou trustest on the 
staff of this bruised reed, even upon Egypt, upoa 
which if a man lean, it will go into his hand, and 
pierce it : so is Pharaoh, King of Egypt, unto ail that 
trust upon him. Now make an agreement with me 
with a present, and come out to me, and then eat ye 
every man of his own Vine,* and every one of his Fig 
Tree! And hearken not unto Hezekiah when he per- 
suadeth you, saying. The Lord will deliver us. Who 
are they among the Gk>ds of the Countries that have 
delivered their Country out of mine hand 1 Where 
are the Gods of Hamoth, and of Arphad, of Sephar- 
vaim, Hei^, and Ivah? And shall the Lord (teliver 
Jerusalem out of mine hand 1 

But the Peojple held their peaCe, and aiKwered not 
a word, for the King's Commaudment was, saying. 
Answer him not. And it came to pass when King 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent his clothes and covered 
himself with sackcloth» and went into the House of 
the Lord. 

And the King sent to Isaiah the Prophet, the son 
of Amoz, — and Isaiah said. Be not afraid of the words 
that thou hast heard ; behold I will send a blast upon 
the King of Assyria, and he shall hear a rumour and 
shall return to his own Land* and I. will cause him to 
fall by the sword in his own Land. By the way that 
he cam^ the same shall he return, and shall not come 
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lata tlib City, sakh the Lord. For I will defead tlits 
City to save it for my owa sake, and for my serrant 
David's sake. 

And it came to pass that night, that the Angel of 
the Lord went out and smote in the Camp of the Assy- 
rians, oiye hundred and eighty-five thousand ; and wlwn 
they arose early in the morning, behold they were all 
dead corpses. 

So Sennacherib d^^rted with shame of £sice to his 
own Land, and dwelt at Nineveh ; and as he was wor- 
shipping in the house of Nisroch his God, Adramelech 
.Hid Sharezer, his sons, smote him with the sword, and 
they escaped into the Land of Armenia. And £sar- 
haddon, his son, reigned in his stead. And Hesekiab 
had exceeding much riches and honor, and prospered 
in all his works. 

CHAPTER 91. 

DEATH OF H£Z£KIAH. 

In those days was Hezekiah sick unto death, and tlie 
Prophet Isaiah came, and said to him, Th«is saith the 
Lord, Set thine house in order for thou shall die, — 
Then he turned his face to the wall, and prayed unto 
the Lord, paying, I beseech thee O Lord, remember 
now how I have walked before thee in truth, and with 
a perfect heart, and Hesekiah wept. And it came to 
pass, afore Isaiah was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the Lord came to him, sayings Turn 
again and tdl Hezekiah, Thus saith the Lord, I have 
heard thy prayer, I have seen thy tears, behold I will 
Ileal thee, on the third day thou shalt go np unto the 
House of the Lord.; and I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years. And llezekiah said^ What shall be a 
sign I And Isaiah said. Shall the Sun's shadow' go 
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ferfmrd tea degrees, or go back tea degrees? And 
Isaiah cried nalo the Lord, aad he brought, the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by which it had gone down in 
the dial of Ahaz. 

Al that time the King of Babylon sent letters and 
a present to Hesekiah, and Hezekiah in the |>ride of 
his heart, shewed them all his treasures. Then came 
Isaiah the Prophet, and said, Hear the word of the 
Lord, Behold the days come, that all that is in thine 
bduse, shall be caorried into Babylon ; n<Khing shall be 
left saith the Lord. And Hezekiah said, GU>od is the 
word of the Lord, it is his will. Is it not good, if 
peace and truth be in my days 1 And Hezekiah reigned 
in peace fifteen years. And Hezekiah slept with his 
fkthers, aod Mianasseh, his soa, reigned in his stead. 

In the year before Christ 698, Manasseh being 
twelve years old began to reign, aod he reigned fifty- 
five years in Jerusalem, and he built up again the high 
places, which Hezekiah, his father, had destroyed, and 
made a grove, as did Ahab, King of Israel, and wor- 
shipped all the Host of Heaven, and served them. 

And the Lord sp^ke by hb servants the Prophets, 
saying. Because Manasseb, King of Judah, hath done 
these abominations, and hath made Israel to sin with 
his Idols ; therefore behold, I am bringing such evil 
upon Jerusalem and Judah, that whosoever heareth of 
it, both his ears shall tingle. I will stretch over Jeru- 
salem the line of Samaria, and the plummet of the house 
of Ahab ; and I wiU wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth a 
dish, wiping it and turning it upside down. But Ma- 
nasseb and the People would not hearken. Wherefore 
the Lord brought upon them the Captain of the Host 
of the King of Assyria, which took Manasseb among 
the thorns and bound him with fetters, and carried him 
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to Bal^yloa. Afid wli^ii he was 4a sMktion hjs besought 
the Lord his God, amd humUed himseif greatly before 
the Ood €€ his lathers, and God heard bis prayer, and 
brought him again to Xerusaleoi into his Kingdom. — 
Then Maaasseh knew that the Lord he was God. 

CHAPTER 92. . 

THE GOOD KINO JOSIAH. 

In the year before Christ 643, Maaasseh was succeeded 
by his son Ammon. And in 641, Ammon was suc- 
ceeded by his son Jo^iah. 

King Josiah was eight years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned thirty-one years in jerusaiem. — 
And he did that which was right in the sight of the 
Lord, and waU^ed in all the way of David, his father, 
and turned not aside to the right hand or to the left 

In the eighteenth year of King Josiah, he gave all 
the money that was brought into the House of the 
Lord, to the Builders, and Carpenters, and Masons; 
. to buy Timber and hewn Stone, to repair the House of 
the Lord. Howbeit there was no reckoning made with 
lliem (^ the money, because\they dealt faithftiHy. 

And Hilkiah the High PViest, said to Shapben the 
Scribe, I have found the iSook of the Law in the House 
of the Lord, and Hilkiah gave the Book to Shaphen, 
and he^read it:— the Book probably which Moses him- 
self wrote, and which during the reign of the bad King 
Manass^h had been lost. 

And Shaphen read the Book before the King, and 
the King wept. And the King went up into the House 
of the Lord, with all the Men of Judah and Jerusalem, 
the Priests and the Prophets, and all the People, both 
smiill and great^ and he read in their ears all the words 
O 
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of the. Boolu AihI the Kiog »tood bj a Pillar, and 
macte a Coveoant before the Lprdto walk after the 
Lord, and to ke^ his Coaunandments and Statutes^ 
with all their heart, and all their soul, to perform the 
words of this Covenant that were written in this Book; 
and all the People stood to the Corenant. 

And the King commanded Hilkiah to bring forth 
all the vessels for Baal, and for the Grove, and for the 
Host of Heaven, and he burned them without Jerusalem 
•in the fields of Kidron, and he carried the ashes of them 
into BetheL And he put down the Idolatrous Priests 
that burned incense to Baal, to the Sun and to the 
Moon, to the Planets, and to all the Host of Hpaveu. 
And he brought out the Image of the Grove, from the 
House of the Lord unto the Brook Kidron, and bufned 
it there, apd stamped it small to powder. And he 
took away the Horses that the Kings of Judah had 
given to the Sun, and destroyed Topheth, in the valley 
of Hinnom, where they made their sons and their < 
daugliters pass through the £re to Moloch. And he 
brake in pieces the Images, and cut down the Groves, 
and the Altar that was at Bethel^ and the H^h Place, 
which Jeroboam the son of Nebat^ who made Israel to 
sin, had made, and stamped it ^mall to powder, and 
burned ^he Grove, and took the bones out of the 
Sepulchres, and burned them upon this Ahar« 

Then , was fulfilled the prophecy made there four 
hundred and ^fty years before when the Man of God 
cried unto Jeroboam, at the Altar at Bethel, saying, 
<' Behold a child shall be born unto the House of 
** David, Josiah by name, and upon thee shall he offer 
" the Priests of the High Place^ and M^^'s bones sbi^li 
." be burned upon tbee." 

And Josiah saw the Sepulchre of the Man of God, 
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that ntt«red this prophecy, and that wa^ slain by the 
Lkm when he was returning on his Ass, for having 
disobeyed the command of God, and he said, Let him 
alone, let no man more his bones. 

CHAPTER 08. 

DEATH OP JOSIAH. 

And King Josiah commanded all the People, saying. 
Keep the Passover unto ^e Lord your God. Surely 
there was not holden such a Passover fVom the days of 
the Judges. And like unto him was theire no King 
before hifn, that turned unto the Lord, with all his 
heart, and all his soul, and with all his might, according 
to all the law of Moses ; neither after him arose there 
any like him. . 

Notwithstanding the Lord turn^ not from the 
fierceness of his great wrath, wherewith his anger was 
kindled against Jodab, because of all the provocations 
that Mamisseh had provoked him withal. And the 
Lord said, I wiH remove Jndah also out o( my sight, as 
I have removed Israel, and will cast off this City Jero^ 
salem which I have chosen, and the house which I said, 
My name shall be there. 

In his days Pharaoh-nechoh, King of Egypt, went up 
against the King of Assyria, wlio dwelt at Babylon, to 
the River Euphrates; and King Josiah went out agaitast 
him. But be sent Ambasi^dors^ saying, I come not 
against thee, thou Kingof Judah, but against the house 
wherewith I have war ; nevertheless, Josiah would not 
turn his face fVom him, but disguised himself that he 
mighhfight widi him, in whicb he was guilty of terap^- 
ing God, and jsame to fight in the valley of Megiddo. — 
And the archers shot at King Josiah, and he said, Have 
02 
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mt away, for I am sore wouaded, and his BepmntB 
brought him to JeriMakm, and he died there^ and was 
buried in the Sepidebres of his lathers, and adl Jiidah 
and Jerusalem mourned for, Josial|« And Jehoahaz;. 
hi& son, reigned in his stead. 

And Jehoahaz reigned only dltee months, for Pha- 
raoh returning from Babylora took him, and carried 
him captive into Bgypt, and made Eliakim, son of 
Josiah, Kingr and turned his name to ^ehoiakim. And 
Jehoiakim gave silver and gold to Pharaobf and tsixed 
the Land to give tb^ money. And he reigned eleven 
years in JerMsalem, and did evil in the sight of the 
Lord, acisording to all thai his lathers bad done.

. ' And in the foutth year of Jehoiakim, cfltne this 
word vinto J^eremith from the Lord^ f^yiiKgy Take thee 
a roll of a book and write therein all the word* that I 
have spoken unto thee agtiinst Israel smd against Judab. 
It may be that the house of Judab will hear all the evil 
which I purpose to do unto them^ that they may return 
from their eVil way> and I may forgive their sin. Then 
Jeremiah called Baruch, and Baruch wrote ftom the 
mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the Lord, in the roU 
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«f a bdok, atk) Jeremiah commanded Baruch, saying, 
i am shttt up, for be was in prison, f cannot go 'into the 
bouse of the Lord, therefore go thou and read iii the 
roll the words of the Lord, in the ears of all the People. 
And these are the words, that Jeremiah spoke unto 
Baruch. The Lord said. Behold, that which I have 
built will I break down, and' that which I have planted 
' I will pluck up, even this wholb Land. 

And in the fifth y^r of Jehoiakim they proclaimed 
a fast, to all the People in Jerusalem ; then read B^nich 
in the book, the word& of Jeremiah, in the house 
of the Lord ; and Micaiah went down to the Princes in 
the King's hou^e, and told them, and the Princes sent 
for Bamch, and he read the words to them, and they 
were afhiid, and took tlie roll and laid it up, and told 
Baruch to hide himself. But the King fetched the 
roll, and Jehudi read it in the ears of the King. Now 
the King sat in the winter-house, in the ninth month, 
and there was a $re on the hearth burning before him. 
And when Jehudi bad read three or four leaves, he cut 
It with a penknife, and cast it into the fire, until all 
the roll waft consumed. And the King oi' the Princes 
were not afraid, and the King commanded to take 
Bmnidi and Jeremiah^ but the Lord hid them.

hearkened not to the war^iiKga of tbe Pirofuhet Jeremiah^ 
and be reheUed against the King of Babylon. 

; And i.t eame to pass m the ninffa year <^f »bis neigD^" 
(in tlie y«^r hff6^» Christ 59Q^ that NebochadneMar^' 
King of BabyU>«iiQ9Vi«»he and all bis Uo»t agtunst Jeruf^ 
sa^i^^ ^ pitched agates^ it, aidd bjoiJ^ fojr^ a^ost iit« 
And ithe City ws^ bfiic^ged two yeadrs. Andit|;iefiinliue 
piievfiiM in lAie .City> and there .wa» jop Brcsad Jof the * 
Pfiopje. " 

Then came tbe wocd of th^ L«ird to tbe Prophet 
Jeremiah, saying. Go tell Zedekiah, Behold 1 mil gwre 
this City hito.the hand of the Ijiing of B^yl«Mi, aMl he 
'shall ht^m it with £re* And thou shidt not «sc8|»e ot|t 
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of bis hand, but shalt surely be takenV and delivered 
into bis handi an<{. thine eyess^all behold the eyes of 
^be Kiilg of Babylon, and he shall speak Mrtfh thee 
mouth to= mouth, and thou shalt go to Babylon, yet 
thou shalt not die by the sWord, but shalt die in peace.'' 
Tbea, Pharaoh's army was fcome forth out 6f Eg^pt, 
and:\vhen the Chaldeans that besieged Jerusalem fie^d 
tidings of thejn, they deplarted from Jerusafem. Theitf 
came tibe word iOf the Lord unto the Prophet Jeremi^, 
sayingv Thus saith the Lord, Behold Pharaoh^s army • 
which is come forth to help you^ shall rethm to' Egypt' 
to their own Lknd. Then Jeremiah went forth but of 
Jerusalem to go into the Laud of Benjamin, 'and they 
said. Thou fallest away to the Chaldeans, wherefoie 
they put him in prison, in a diibgeon ; then Zedekiah 
sent and took him out, and asked hiiki secrefly. Is there 
any word.£rom the Lordi And Jereiiiiah said. There 
is, thou shalt be delivered into the hand of the King - 
of Babylon. Moreover Jeremiah i^id, What have i 
offeivded against thee? Where are now your Proj^ets 
that prophesied to you, saying. The King of Babylon 
shall not come against yon; — ^hear my suppHbatlon, 
0:King, and cause nie not to return to prison, lest f 
die there. Then Zedekiah commanded, they should 
commit Jeremiah to the Court of the Pi'ison, and that 
tiiey shoiiid give him d^ily ^ piece of bread out of tHe 
baker's street^ until' all the bi^ad ih the C!lty wer6 spent. 
And ^en the Kiiig of Babyton'« army had returned, 
and^agaki besieged JemsaleW, then^ came t))e word- of 
the Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, Behold I am the t.'6rd^ ' 
the* God of all flesh; is there any thing too bard for 
me I I will give this City into the hands of* the Chal- 
deans; aqd they shall btim it with the hotises, upon 
whose ^oofs ^ey .have offered iiibense to Btml.' ' Yet

concerning this City, behold, I will gather them out of 
all Countries whither' I have driven them ih my anger, 
and I win bring them again into this place, and I will* 
cause them to dwell safely, and they shall be my 
People, and I will be their <jk>d. 

And when the Princes heard the words that Jere- 
miah had spoken, saying. This City shall be given into 
the hands of the King of Babylon ; they took Jeriemiab 
and cast him into a dungeon, and let him down with 
cords; in the dungeon was no water but mire; so 
Jeremiah sunk in the mire. But Zedekiah sent and- 
took him out of the dungeon, and asked iiim secretly^ 
Counsd of the Lord. Then said Jeremiah^ If thou 
wilt go forth unto the King of Babylon's Princes, then 
thy soul shall live, and this City shall not b^ burned with- 
fire, but if thou wilt not, then shall this City be given 
into the hands of the Chaldeans, and they shall; bum it 
with fire, and thou shalt not escape out of their band.. 
I^o Jeremiah abode in the Court of the Prison until Ibe 
day that Jerusalem was taken. '.,.'■' 

luthe ninth year of Zedekiah, King of Jiifiab, in 
the tenth month, came Nebuchadnezser, King lof 
Babylon, and all bis army, against Jerusalem,, and- 
they besieged it; and in the eleventh y^^ar, in the 
fourth month) 4he City was broke up, abdthe Prinoes 
of Babylon- came in and sat in Ibet.middle gate ;l and 
Zedekiah and all the Men of War fled by night, by the 
way of the Gute between, two Walls, which J^. by the 
Kjuag's Gard^n, and the King weQt the way towa^i 
the Plain. And, the army <%f )be Chaldeesi pursued < 
after the King> and overtook him t. in. tfae Plains of. 
J^j^^ho,. and all bi^ army were^catt^redi from him*. 

So they took the King, and brought hi^ liprtQ>lbe^ • 
Ki^g of Babylon, to ftibiah; /and tfeey gal^e judgment 
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upoB him* And tlM^ slew the son^ of Zeekkiab befi>re 
his eyes, mid all the noMes of Jadah, and pat oat the 
^es oC Zedckiafa, and boand him with fetters of Brass, 
and carried him to Bal^loa: thus fulfilling what the 
Prophet Ezekiel had foretold, I wiM bring him to 
Bat^kpn, yet shall he not see it, though he riiall die 
tfaere.-~-And the King of Babylon sent and took Jere- 
miah out of Prison/ and he dwelt among the people 
iirJemsalem. 

And in the nineteenth year of Nebndiadnezsar, came 
Neboxaradan the Captain ot* die Guard, and BVftNT 
THB HousB OF THB LoRD, and all the Hooscs of 
Jerusalem, and every great Man's hoi^e bnfrmt he wi^ 
fire. Four hundred and thirty-six years had ^he Temjf^ 
&tood since it was built by Solomion. • 

And all the Army of the Chaldees brake down the 
Walls of Jerusalem round about. Now the rest of the 
People that were left in the City, did Nebuzaradan 
carry away, but he left of the poor of the Land to be 
Vine^ress^s and Husbandmen. . . ? 

And the Pillars of Brass that were in the Hou^ of 
the Lord which Solomon had ihade/ iind the Braaea 
Sea, did the Chaldees break in pieces; and carried the 
Brass of them to Babylon. Thie height of the PiUali 
were ei^ teen cubits, and the Chapiter three cubits; 
with wreathen work, and pomegranates all of Brass. 
^ $o> juclah was carded away but of their Land in the 
year before Christ 588, which is 468 years after David 
began to reign-^^-388 years after the separation of the 
ten Tribes — and 134 years after the destruction of the 
divided Kingdom of Israel. 

Thus ended the whole Kingdom of Israel, which had 
departed from the Commandfaents of Giod, and would 
take no warning until it was utt^ ly destroyed. 
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And as for the People thai remained in tlie Land 
of Jndab; Nebuchadnezzar made Gedaliab vuler <wer. 
them, and when all the Captains that wisre left heard 
this, they came to Gedalialv — and Gedaliab said. Fear 
not to be the servants of the Chaldees : dwell in the 
Laad, and serve the King of Babylon. And it came 
to 'pass that Ishraael smote Gedaliab^ that he died, and 
the Jews and the Chaldees that were with him. And 
all the People arose, and came to Egypt, for they were 
afraid of the Chaldees. 

And in the seven and thirtieth year of the captivity 
of Jehoiachin, King of Judah, Evil-merodach, King of 
Babylon, lifted up the head of Jehoiachin out of prison, 
and spake kfaidly to him, and set his Throne above the 
Thrones of the Kings that were with him in Babylon, 
and changed hi^ prison garments, and he did eat iMread 
eontinuirily before him all the days of hb life. 



Hius faavei we followed the interesting history, of 
this chosen People, to their end as an independent 
Nation, and their captivity in a foreign Land; the just 
punishment of their obstinate sins, and of their rejeo- 
lion of God. But God's purpose, that in the family of 
At^ndHim .all the Nations of the Earth should be 
blesied, was yet to be performed^ aiid in the fiihiess of 
time has t>eeli fulfilled, by the.gracious.promises made 
to us in the Gospel of Jesus Chtist: — Ages have. past 
away, and nations succeed each othfiir , jn power and 
dommion, but the word of God shaU endure for ever. 

, ciHAPTER W. 

THE PROPHETS. 

THB^ble contains the Books of sixteen Prophets, of 
whom the four greater are|<— IsHiah, Jereifaiab, Ecekiel, 
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and Danid. Of the other, the minor Prophets,^-- 
Jonah, Amos, Hosea, Joel> Micah, Nahum, Zepheniah, 
and Habakuk, prophesied during a period of two hun- 
dred years before the captivity, containing express and 
awful warnings of that event, to this chosen but obsti- 
mte Nation. Jeremiah and Daniel prophesied both be*- 
fore and during the captivity, Ezekiel and Obadiab, in 
the captivity, and the three reniaining Prophets, Haggai, 
.Zechariah, and Malachi, after the return of the Je^s 
from Babylon, the last about the year 400 before Christ. 

THE PROPHET ISAIAH. 

The greatest of all the Prophets was Isaiah, he. pro- 
phesied for about fifty years, in the reigns of Uzziah, 
Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, and was cruelly put to 
death by the wicked King M anasseh. 

We have already read his propheci^ 
in the reign of Hezekiah, and how thi 
cession, God lengthened Hezekiah's li 
beautiful Book, which you will better ui 
you are older, Isaiah laments the wi( <- 

country, and shews them the judgments of the Lord 
that were coming upon them. — He ex[|ressly foretels, 
their captivity in Babylon; the subsequent destruction 
of that city, and the restoration of the Jews to Jeru- 
salem by €j/nts. King of Persia. But what is most to 
be remembered of Isaiah is, that seven hundred years 
before the event, he, in the most express^ words, fore- 
told the coming of Jesus Christ ; the Messiah who 
should take on himself the sins of all the world. 

ISAIAH'S PltOPHECY OF THE CAPTIVITY. 

The Vision of Isaiah, the sonof Amoz, which he saw 
concerning iiidah Hud . Jerasalein. Hear O heavens, 
and give ear O eaidi^fer tfaeLofd hath spoken, I have 
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nourished and brought up children^ and they have re^ 
belled against me. The ox knoweth his owner, and 
the ass his master's crib.; but Israel doth not know» 
my people doth not consider. Ah sinful nation, a 
people laden with iniquity, a seed of evildoers, chil- 
dren that are corrupters; they have forsaken the Lord, 
they have provoked the Holy One of Israel to anger, 
they are gone away backward. Your Country is 
desolate, your Cities are burned with fire, your land, 
strangers devour it 4n your presence, and it is desohite 
as overthrown by strangers. And the daughter of Zion 
is left as a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a garden 
of cucumbers, as a besieged City. . 

Come now let us reason together, saith the Lord, 
though' your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white 
as snow, though they be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool. — If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat 
the good of the Land; but if ye refuse and rebel, ye 
shall be devoured with the sword, for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it^ The Lord shall bring upon thee, 

that have not come from the 
from Judah, even the King 
amaria shall be taken away.

Thus did Isaiah prophecy .of the destruetion ,of 
^at wicked Cily of Babylon, the largest and most 
npagoiiicient City that ever was. It is supposed to 
have been founded about a hundred years after the 
iood, by Nimrod the hunter^ whom we read of in 
Genesis, — but it was Nebuchadnezzar who ofilarged^ 
and made it so fine a City. It was a regular, square 
Cit^, eacli of the four sides being eleven miles, in- 
closed by a wali two hundred feet high and fifty feet 
(ffioitKil, and having one hundred Ogtes of Brass. In it^ 
wa|s .the Temple of Behm, whose base was a quarter of 
^.j^e square and eight storij&s high, a^ntftt magnificent 
l^gk^ built, by Nebuchadnezzar, andiithe l^audful 
hanging Gardens raised, upon Arches. , ,., 
J., Two hundifed yeajs after, was Babylon- nttf^riy de- 
4,troyed by Cyrus„the first King of Persi^^ whom Isaiah 
t^ poM^ted oat by express name. Cyrus destroyed 
^ Of^er Fiil|f» XerMs destroyed the T^nples^ till .it 
\§cfin^^ klkodfog pk&ce for tibe Kings of Pei'sia, and its 
ri^ h§l^ bfep;4fi^; entirely demolished,, that' nothiai^is 
wWrMt^taipofpt out where it $$ood.

the accomplishment of whicb made the Jews confidendy 
rdy oi). the tfMrtfeer con^leliod of his prophecies,, in 
tb^ cojiM^ iof the . Messiah. . , 

lu Itbft fifteenth year of /the reign of Josiah, King 
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•f Judah, thewocd of tlie Lord came wlto vt ieMmtiili/ 
saying, Before tliou wert brevet into existence, I kpe.# 
thee, before thou caoiest into the ivorld I sstnctified 
thee, and ordaitted thee a Prophet unto alt Nations.*^ 
Then said I, Ah Lord God, behold I oaanol speak, Amt 
I am a child* But the Lord said. Say not t am a ohild, 
for thou shalt go to all that I shall send thee, aad what* 
soever I commaod thee thou shalt speak. Be not afraid 
of their faces, for 1 am with thee, to deliver thee, saith 
the Lord, Then the Lord pot forth his hand, and 
touched my mouth.

Whtti Shalmaneser, King of. Assyria, subdued the 
Kingdom of Israel, the ancient City of Nineyeh^ was 
the capital of that great Kingdom. Sennacherib a 
successor of Shalmaneser, invaded Jerusalem and the 
Kingdom of Judah, but failed. It was to Nineveh 
that, Jonah was sent and she repented, but her utter 
destruction was^ about a hundred years after in the 
reign of Hezekiah, expressly foretold by the Prophet 
Nahum. Nebuchadnezzer succeeded Ezarhaddon on 
Throne of Assyria, he conquered the Medes, and took 
and destroyed their capital, the feimous City of Ecba- 
tana. He returned to Nineveh, and feasted for one 
hundred and fifty days, — he resolved to subdue the 
whole £artli, but he died. Babylon "was at this time 
part of the Kingdom of Assyria, bilt it revolted-; and 
in the twei^ty-jiinth year of the reign of Josiah, King 
of. Jifdah, which is in the year before Christ 612, Na- 
bopolas^er. King of Babylon, having married his soa 
Nebiuchaduezzar io the daughter of the ICing of the 
Med^Si^ epter^ed.into a confederacy with him against 
the Assyrian Prowei^ and besieged, toek, and destroyed 
the City of Nineveh; &om which Aime Babylon 
became the capital of the Assyrian Monarchy. 

Hear .again the more express deodarations of Jere- 
miah, as the awful event, he had in vain warned hia 
Country o( was finally decided* And bow he an- 
nounced the exact duration of the capttivity.

Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon, (in the year before 
Christ 606.) 

Thus said, the Lord of Hosts, because ye have not 
heard my words. Behold I will send and take all the 
families of the North, saith the Lord, and Nebuchad- 
nezzar the King of Babylon, my servant, and will bring 
them against this Land, and against the Inhabitants 
thereof, and against all those Nations round about, 
and will utterly destroy them, and make them perpetual 
desolations. And this whole Land shall be a desolation, 
and these Nations shall serve the King of Babylon, 
SEVENTY YBABS. And it shall come to pass, when 
seventy years are accomplished, that I will punish the 
King of Babylon, and that Nation^ saith the Lord, for 
their iniquity, and the Land of the Chaldeans, and will 
make it perpetual desolations. 

In this same year, as we have read, Nebuchadnezzar 
besieged and took Jerusalem. And exactly seventy 
years after, Babylon itself was destroyed.

The word that the Lord spake against Babylon, and .

away. Tlwelbre^ thus saith the Lord, I will punisb 
the King of Babylon and his Land, as I buve punkiied 
the l^iiig of Assyria;.aiui I will bring Is^iel again to 
his habitation, and he shall feed on Carn^, and ht$ 
soul shall be satisfied on Mount Ephraim. How is tho 
hammer of the whole Earth brokttt ! How i^ Babylon 
liecomi? n deaoktioH aipong the Nations ! 

Behold I am against thee, O thou most proud, for 
the day is come that I wil) visit tbe#. A sword ia 
upon the Clialdeaas, saith the Lord, upon the Inhabi- 
tants of Babylon, and upon her Princes, for it is the 
Land of graven iipages, and they are mad upon their 
idols. Therefore the wild beaiits of the desert shall 
dwell there, and tbe owls shall dwell therein; and it 
jibsill be no more nxhabited for ever. I will render unto 
Pabylo»j all the evil tbat it hath djpne to Zion, and it 
shall be de^Qlatc for i$ver, saith the Loi4. 

Set ye up a st^dard in the Land» blow ye the 
trumpet among f h^ Nations, prepare tbe N^^ons against 
her, with the Kings of the Medes, theQaptaii^ tfaereot; 
^nd all t)u^;l4apd of bis,dowii|MiQ;'fi>r fv^wy purpose of 
th^ Loxd ^lii^i be performed against Qabylon, t9 make 
the Laud ar desolation without ai| jnhaM^nt, The 
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mighty mea of Balliyion hv^e, ftrborn to iigbt, they 
have reinained in their holds ; her bars are broken ; 
one messenger shall run to meet another, to sliew the 
King of Babylon that bi« City h t^n at<ope ntii, that 
the passages are sti^^ped, and th^ Upeds of the i4v«Mr lure 
blumed with fir^ and the men of war ar^ affri^ed ; I 
w31 dry up b«r ^ea,, afid make her springs dry. And 
Babylon sbaQ beotme ke^i4« a dweUiuf-pla^a for 
drifonsi m afitonjsbaieat,' and an hissja^ without aii 
inhabitant* i will make theia drunken that tbciy may 
rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, saith the Lord* ;, t 

In those days, saith the Lard, the iniquity x>f Israel 
shall be sought for, and theie shall be none; midjib^ 
sins of Judah> and they shall not be found* for I wUl 
pardon them whom I reserve. - 

This is the word whieh Jleri^miah wrote io a hook 
and gave to Seraiah, wbea he went lor Zedehiah k^ 
Bal^I^B,* in the fourth year of his reign,. sayings Whta 
thou come to Babylon read this book, then bind a Mone 
to it, and cast it into Euphrates. > - 

Thus have we read the predictions of the Prophets 
Isaiah and Jeremiah, s^ainst the great b«t wkhed City 
of Babylon. Now matrk the event. 

Babylon was seated o» the River Euphiatea^ wbkh 
ran through the midst of the City. In the year before 
Christ 581^ Darius* King, of tl^ Medes^ a«d Cyrus^ 
King of Persia, besieged tbe City. And after two 
years siege* when all the People were reteUing in thdr 
feasts, with Belshasatr their King; — Cyrus having 
caused the water of the River Euphrates to be dnawn 
off threagh a new chaaael* entered the City sH night, 
through the dry diaaoel, and thus suiprised and be- 
cmne master of the eapital, and evestfartw the monarchy 
of Assyria. . • , 
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CHAPraR laa. 

THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET EZEKIEL. 

BrBiriiL the third of the great Prophets, was Hke 
hk contemporary lerefiiiah» eartied away captive to 
babyfon^ wHh Jehokchin, King et Jafiah, in the year 
before Christ 586. And w» f^aced with others of his 
countrymen, on the banks of the River Chebar in Me* 
fftopMamia ; where lie received the Divine Revelations 
ContKJned in this book, and prophesi^ for a period of 
twenty years* 

Ezekiel denounces God's judgments against his 
countrymen for their great sins, and tells tiiem of the 
approaching destruction of Jerusalem, and many of the 
particular circumstances which wonld attend its seige. 

Eaekkl then prophecies against many neighbouring 
«ifenllt#n Nations, the dcstmction that also awaited 
tki^m by Nebuchadneasar. ParlicoKirly the Sodomites 
-^n^d tlie rich famous City of Tyre, foretelling that it 
should become a mere rock to dry fishermen's nets on» 
«s it iVIai this day. And of the City of Zidon, the 
^ighbouv and compamon of Tyre. And of Egypt, 
that great and haughty Kingdom, the Kingdom of 
-Pharaoh. Fov Egypt hating come up to hetp^ Zedekiah 
agaimtN^achadnezear; Hebnchadnexiar after he had 
lakeri Jiirasa^em attacked and conquered that Kingdom. 
Mark what the Prophet Ec^kid says, — ^It shall become 
tbe basest of Kingdoms, neither shall it exalt itself any 
mofe above the Nations ;-^uid see what Egypt is at 
this. day. • 

But it is impossitile m this titlte book to give a jnst 
idea of • the sublime writings of Ezekkl, Isaiah, or 
Jcreittiah ; we«rill conclude with these beaotil^l word« 
^f tike Prophet Ezekiel. 
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As I life, soitii tlie Loid €r6d» I b«ve no pleaMre 
Im the death- of the wicked, but that the wicked tarn 
from his way 'and live. When I shall say to the righ* 
teous that he shall surely live; IP HB TBuaT 'PO Bis 

OWK ftlOHTBOUSNBSS AND COMMIT INigCITY, all 

his righteousness shall not be remembered; but for bis 
iniqinty that he hath committed, he shall i>ib for it. 
—-Again when I shall say unto the wicked thou shalt 
snrely die; if he turn from kis sin, and do 

THAT WHICH IB LAWF17L AND RIOHT ; if the 

wicked restore the pledge, give again that he had 
robbed, walk in the statutes of life, without commit- 
ting iaiquity ; HE SHALL SURELY LIVE, he shall not 
die. None of his sins that he hath committed shall be 
mentioned unto hkn; he hath done that which is Ismfal 
and right; he shall sorely live. 

Yet the Children of thy Pebpie say, T^woj^^ftke 
JL^rd is not eipktl: but as £>r theni» tJkirumyunoteqmtt. 

CHAPTER 109. 

THE PROPHJfeT DANIEL. * * 

Daniel was carried away captive to Babjjp^iit, in the 
fourth year of- Je^idcim, abouf the twentieth year of 
his age, and on account of his wisdom was selected to 
stand before Nebuchadnezaar, and continued with his 
successo/ Belshazzar, and was afterwards in favor with 
the conquerors of Babylon, Darius and Cyrjis. 

Now Nebuchfdaezzar the King of Babyion, chose 
out from among the Children of Israel, ohfkHten well 
fomred and skilful in wisdom, to stand in the King's 
Piiace, and whom they might teach the learning and 
the tongue of the Chaldeans. Now among those were 
of the Children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael> 
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taAAiarmh; wotoirfMHnNebtctadiK^sargilir^Qiaes: 
for he gave unto Dmiel the name of Belteshazzar; aad 
to Hamuiiah, of SMmch; aed to Il^shael^.ofJMesbach; 
and to Ajsarkihy of Abed b^^. 

But Daaiel purposed in his toart that he would not 
defile himself with King Nebuchadaezsar's meat. Now 
God had brought Daniel into favour, and tender love 
with the Prince. And the Prince said unto Daniel, I 
fear the King who hath appointed you aneat, for why 
shf uld he see your faces worse liking than the children 
of your sort, then shall ye make me endanger my head 
to the King; ^ 

Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom the Prince had 
set over theoi. Prove thy servants ten days» and let 
them give us pube to eat,, and water to driiA. Then 
let our faces be looked upon, and the ^Kes of them 
that eat the King's meat. $o he oonsenled, and at the 
end pf tea days, their faces i^ipearM fiurer and fiitter 
in flesh then all the children which did eat the King's 
meat. Thus Melzar took away the portion of their 
meat, and the wiue they should drink, and gave them 
pulse. As for these four children, God gave them 
hJiiO)v^e<)gn and skill, in ali learning and wiadom ; and 
Daniel had understandii^.in all visions ^^ dreams. 

CHAPTER 110. 

DANIBL INTERPRETETH NEBUCHADNEZZAB'S 
DREAM. 

Now Nebuchadnezzar dreamed di^eams wherewith his 
spirit ^W9s trouble4» and bis sleep brake from liim.-^ 
Then the King commanded to call the magiciana and 
the astrologers, to shew the Ki^g his dreams. And 
the King said, I have dreamed a drea«i, and my spirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 
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Then ^ake the Cbaldeaofl to the Kmg, O King live 
for ever; tell thy servants the dream, and we wHI shew 
the InterpretatiOQ. But the King said, The thing is 
gone from me, if ye will not Inake known to me the 
dream with the interpretation thereof, ye shall be cat 
in pieces. And for this^ cause, the King was angry and. 
very furioi!is, and commanded to destroy idl ^e wise 
men of Babylon, * 

Then Daniel answered to Arioch the Captatn, and 
said, Why is the decree so hasty from the King. And 
Arioch made the thing known unto Daniel, and he weat 
in and desired the King that he wouid give him time, 
and that he would shew the King the interpretation. — 
Then was the sdbret revealed unto Daniel in a night 
vision, and Daniel Messed the God of Heaven. 

And Daniel answered in the presence of the King, 
and said. The secret which the King hath demanded 
cannot the wise men the astrologers, the magicians, 
the soothsayers, shew unto the King. But diere is a 
God in Heaven that revealetb secrets, and maketh 
known to the King Nebnchadneazar, what shaU be in 
the latter days. Thou sawest and behold, a Gbbat 
Imaoj^ which stood before thee and the f>rm theKof^ 
was terrible. Hi^ head was of fine g<^d, his breast and 
bis arms of silver, his belly and his thighs of brass; his 
legs of iron; his feet part of iron and part of elay. — 
Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out without 
ha&ds, which smote the image upon hts feet that were 
of iron and day, and brake them to pieces. Then was 
the iron, the eky, the brass, the silver, and th^ gold, 
broken to pieces together, ai^d became like chaff of the 
summer threshing-floors, and the wind carried them 
away,^ and no place was feund for tben ; and the stoiie 
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that smote the image became a Great Mountain 
and filled the whole Earth. 

This is the dream, and we will tell the interpreta- 
tion thereof before the King. Thoa, O King, art a 
King of kings, for the God of Heaven hath given thee 
a kingdom, power, and strength, and glorj. Thou art 
this head of gold. And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another third kingdom of 
brass, which shall bear rule over all the Earth. 

And the fourth kingdom shall be as strong as iron ; 
and as iron breaketh in pieces all things, shall it break 
in pieces and braise. And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes, part of cla^ and part of iron, the king- 
dom shall be divided, but there shall be in it of the 
strength of the Iron. And as the toes were part of 
iron and part of clay, tlie kingdom shall be portly 
strong aiid partly broken. 

And in the days of these Kings shall the God of 
Heaven set up A kingdom which &hall never be 
DESTROYED, and the kingdom shall not be left to 
other people, ' but it shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. For- 
asmuch as thou sawest that the stone was cut out of the 
mountain without hands, and that it brake in pieces 
the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, and the gold ; 
the great God hath made known to the King what shall 
come to pass hereafter; and the dream is certain and 
the interpretation thereof sure. 

Then the King Nebuchadnezzer fell upon his fiice, 
and said, Of a truth your God is a God of Gods, and 
Lord of Kmgs, and a revealer of secrets, — and the 
King made ^Daniel a great man, and gave him many 
great gifts, and made him ruler over the whole Pro- 
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v^dce of Babylon, and chief of the governors over all 
the wise men of Babylon. 

Then Daniel requested of the King, and he set 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, over the affairs 
of the Princes of Babylon: but Daaiel sat in the gate 
of the King. 

The head of Gold was the Empire of Babylon; the 
Silver, the second and inferiof Kingdom, was the £m* 
pire of the Medes and Persians ; the third Kingdom of 
Brass, which should bear rule over all the earth, was 
the Empire of Alexander the Great, or the Grecian 
Empire. The fourth Kingdom, as strongs as Iron, 
which should break in pieces and bruise former King- 
doms, was the Roman Empire, part Iron and part 
Clay, partly strong and partly broken ; and it was in 
the days of that Kingdom, that the God of Heaven, 
did set up a Kingdom which shall never be destroyed, 
the Kingdom of Ch^bt 

CHAPTER 111, 

SHABRACH, MESHACH, AND ABEDNE«0. 

Nebuchadnezzar the King made an image of Gold 
whose height was threescore cubits, and sent to gather 
together the Princes, the Governors, »id the Captains, 
the Judges, the Treasurers, the Counsellors, the Sheriffs* 
and all the Rulers of the Provinces^ to come to the 
dedication of the image. 

Tbeii an Herald cried sdoud, saying, it is co«i» 
manded O People, Nations, and Languages, that at 
what time, ye hear the sound of ail kinds of mwsic, ye 
fall down and worship the Golden Image — ^and whoso 
falleth not down and worshippeth, shall the same hojir 
be cast into the midst of a fiery furnace.

Attd certain Chaldeans came near and accused 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, that they did not 
worship the Image, and they answered before the King, 
and said, O Nebuchadnezzar we are not careful to 
afiswer thee in this matter. If it be so, our God'whom 
we serve, is able to deliver us from the burning fiery, 
furnace, and he will deliver us out of thy hand, O 
King; but if not, be it known unto thee, that we will 
not serve thy Gods nor worship the Golden Image. 

Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the 
foi;oi of his visage was changed, and he commanded 
that they should heat the furnace one seven times more 
than it was wont. And he commanded the roost mighty 
men that were in his army to bind Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abednego, and to cast them into the furnace.— 
Therefore because the King's command was urgent and 
' the furnace exceeding hot, the flame^ of the fire slew 
those men: — And Shadrach, Mesfaatsh, and Abednego,* 
fell down bound into the midst of the furnace. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar rose up in haste, and said 
to his Counsellors, Did not we cast three men bound 
into the fire — and lo, I see four men, loose, walking 
iu the midst of the fire» and they have no hurt ; and 
the form of the fourth is like the Son of God. — ^Then 
Nebuciuidnezzar came near to the mouth of the fur- 
nace,! and said, Shadrach» Meshach, and Abednego, ye 
serv^uite of the most high God, come forth and come 
hither. Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, 
caflie forth out ef the midst of the fire. And the King 
blessed the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, 
and prooK^ted them i» the Province of Babylon. 
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CHAPTER 11«. 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR AND BELSHAZZAB. 

Nebuchadnezzar was very proud, and he walked 
m the Palace of the Kingdom of Babylon, and daid. Is 
not this great Babylon, that I have built for the house 
of the Kiagdooi, by the might of my power, and for 
the honor of my majesty 1 And while the word was in 
the King's month, there fell a voice prom heaven, 
saying, O King, to thee it is spoken— the kingdom 
IS DEPARTED FROM THEE. And they sfiall drive 
thee from men, and thy dwelling shall be with the 
beasts of the fields and seven times shall pass over 
thee, until thou know that the most high ruleth 
IN the kingdom of m%n, and givetfa it to whomso- 
ever be wilL 

The ttme hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebu- 
chadnezzar, and he wite driven from men, and did eat 
grass as onen, till his hairs were grown as eagles 
iegithen, and his nails like bird's claws. And at tlie 
end of seven years his understanding returned unto 
him, and he blessed the Lord God, and be was re- 
stored to his Throne. 

And afiter Neirochadoenar, Beishazzar was King of 
Babylon, — and Belshazzar the King, nm^e a great feast 
to a thonsand of his Lords, and drank wine before the 
tJioussmd. And they drank wine ont of the Holy 
Vessels of the Temple which had been brought away 
from Jerusalem. They drank wine, and praised the 
Gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, 
and of stone. 

In the same hour came forth fingers of a manTs 
hand, and wrote over against the candlestick upon the 
plaifiter of the wall of the Kmg'A Palace : and the King 
R 
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saw the part of the.fasnd that wrote*^ Then the King's 
countenance was changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that his knees smote one against another. 

Then came in M the King's wise men, but they 
could not read the writing, — and the Queen by reason 
of the words of the King, came into the banquet-house, 
ami said, O King live for ever, there is a man in thy 
kingdom in whom is the spirit of the Holy Gods. Let 
DaJiiel be called, and he will shew the ioterpretation. 
And the King ^aid unto Daniel, If thou canst read the 
writing and make known the interpretation, thou shalt 
be clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold about 
thy neck, and shall be third ruler in the kingdom. 

Then Daniel answered, and said. Let tliy gifts be 
to thyself, and give thy rewards to another, yet I will 
read the writing unto the King, and make known ta 
bim the interpretation. O thou King, the niost high 
God, gave Nebuchadnezzar thy iither, a kingdom, and 
niaje*ty, ahd glory, and honour, — but when his heart 
was lifted up, iwd his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his Kingly Throned, and they took his 
glory from Hm, and he was driven from m^i, and his 
heart was made like the beasts, till he knew that God 
ruled in the kingdoai <>f,nieD, and that he appoioteth 
over it whomsoever,^ wili 

Aad.thou Im son, O BeUhazzar^ hast not humbled 
thine Ifeart, though thov knewest ait this. ' And this is 
the oieaning bf the writing i — ^Thou art weighed 

Iff TfllE BALANCES AND AET FOUND WANTING.— 

Thy kiigdom is divided and given to the Medes and 
Persians. Then commanded Behhazzar, and they 
clothed Daniel will) scarlet, aad put a chain of gold 
about his neck, and made a proclamation concerning 
him that he should be the third ruler in tbe kingdom. 
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In that night, while they were thus feasting; 'was 
Bebhazzar the King of the Chaldeans, slain,— and 
Darius the Mede, took the great City of Babylon, as 
we have read, and destroyed Belshazzar and bis Nobles, 
aiid the kingdom was transferred from the Qhaldeans to 
the Medes and Persians, in the year before Christ, 538. 

CHAPTER 113. 

DANIEL IN THE DEN OF LIONS. 

It pleased Parius to set over the kingdom one hundred 
and twenty Princes, and over these three Presidents, of 
whom Daniel was first. And Daniel was preferred 
above all the Presidents and Princes^ and was set over' 
the whole Realm. And the Presidents and Princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel for envy. And 
the^ besought the King, and he established a decree, 
according to the law of the Medes and Persians, which 
ftltereth not, Umt if any man should ask any petition, 
save of the King, for thirty days, he should be cast 
into the den of lions. 

^ Now when Daniel knew that the King had signed 
this decree, he went, into his house, and his window 
being open in his chamber ' towards Jerusalem, he 
kneeled iipon his knees three times a day, and prayed, 
and gave thanks before his God, as he did aforetime. 
Then these men assembled and found Daniel praying, 
and accused him before the Kuig. And the King 
labourcfd to deliver him, but they said. The Law of the 
Medes and 'Persians is, that no decree which the King 
est&blisheth may be changed. 

Then the King commanded, and they brought 
Daniel, and cast him into the den of lions. Now the 
King spake and said unto Daniel, Thy God whom thou

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servest continuaHy, be will deliirer thee. And a stone 
was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the deo, and 
the King sealed it with his own signet, and with the 
signet of his Lords.

My God hath sent his Angel, and hath shut the 
lions moatlis that they have not hurt me^ forasmuch as 
before him innooency was found in me ; and also before 
thee O King have I done no. hurt. Then was the King 
exceeding glad, and commanded that they should take 
Daniel up out of the den, and no maimer of hurt was 
found upon him because he be;lieved in his God. 

And the King'commanded, and they brought those 
ipen who had accused Daniel, and they cast them into 
the den of lions, them, their children, and their wives, 
and the lions had the mastery of them, and brake all 
their boqes in pieces or ever they came at the bottosoi 
pjf the den. 

Then King Qarius wrote unto all People, Nations, 
and Languages, that dwelt in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. I make a Decree that in every 
Dominion of my Kingdoifi, men tremble and fear be- 
fore the God of Daniel, for he is the living God, and 
stedfast for ever, and his Kingdom that which shall 
AQt ^be destroyed, and his Dominion shall be even 
unto the end.

Know therefore, and understaiid, that ftom the 
going fovth of the commandoient to restore anil to 
build Jerusalem, ^into the Messiah the Prince, shall 
be sev^ we^ks,. and threesOQ^e* and two Vireek^ ; and 
after that, shall Messiah be eut off, but Hot for himself;

This time is reckoned, from the year when the Jews 
returned from the captivity with Ezra, to trstore and 
build Jerusalem, which was the year 457 before Christ, 
and in the thirty-third year of Christ, that is, exactly 
^0 years after the restoration of Jerusalem, — ^Jesus 
Christ our Saviour, the Messiah foretold by all the - 
Prophets, was crucified, was cut dff, not for himself, to 
finish the transgression, and make an end of sin, and 
to redeem all that believe in him, anto everlasting life. 

In the s^me explicit manner did the Prophet 
Daiiiel foretell, the conquests of Alexander the King 
of Macedon in Gr^ce, and the subsequent destruction 
of the Kingdom of Graecia by the Romans, the iron 
empire; — alluding to various Kings that should arise by 
their individual peculiar characters, and to many re- 
markable events, as they afterwards came to pass. — 
Some of these prophecies yet remain to be fulfilled, and 
unti they come to pass, are probably not designed by 
God, to be understood, 

I heard but utiderstood not. Then sai<? I, O my 
Lord, what shall be the end of these things. And he 
a^s^>'Go thy way Daniel, for the words are closed

CHAPTER 115. 

THE BOOK OP EZRA. 
THE R^s;r9BATION OF THR JEWS. 

Jeremiah had expressly foretold that the Jews should 
serve the King of Babylon' seveiity^eiirs.' The book 
of Ezra commences at the |)r&ise ^Xpira ti6n 'ol ihaX 
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period in the year before Christ §^.. We have read 
in Daniel that Babylon bad just then been taken by 
Cyrus tlie Persian,, the Assyrian Kingdom clestrojred| 
and Darius th^ Mede appointed by Cyrus to ru|^ ov€f 
it. This pyrus had been poinded out by name by the 
Prophet Isaiah two Jiundred years before his bif th, aai 
he who should destroy the Empire of Babylon. Cyrus 
restored the Jews to their own Country of Judea» and 
permitted . them to rebuild the Temple,^ and Ezra was 
appointed their gpvernpr. .•^. ' 

And t|ius[ commences this Book. 

Now in tlie first year of Cyrus, King of Persia, 
that the word of the Lord by the, mouth of Jeremiah 
might be fulfilled^ the Lord stirred up the ^spirit of 
Cyrus, King of Persia, thut he made a jProciamatioa 
throughout all his Kingdom, and put it also in writing^i 
saying,— ^Thus saith Cyrus, King of Persia, The Lord 
God of Heavea hath given me all the Kingdoms of tb^ 
earthy and he has charged me to build him an House 
in Jerusalem which is in Judah. Who is there among 
you of all his people? his God be with him, an<l le| 
him go up to Jerusalem which is in Judah, and build 
tlie House of the (.ord God of Isf^l, he is the Qod, 
which is in Jemsalen^ * 

Thus was Cyrus the Instrument of God's Pit^i- 
dence, for the preservation of the true worship of the 
only God until the coming of the Messiah, Jesus 
Christ. Daniel was id Babylon at the time it was. taken 
by Cyrus, and it was probably through him that Cyrus 
had learnt of the Prophecies of Isaiah and Jeremiah, ~ 
by which he wa^ pointed out to restore the Jewish 
Nation and rebuild the Temple. *- ti 

, ,Then rose up the chief of the Fathers o/ Judah and 
JBeujamin, and the Priests and the Levites, witi^ all 
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them whose tjurit God had raised^ togp ^p to \mSA 
the House of the Lord in Jerusalem. And ali they 
that were about them strengthened their hands with 
vessels of silver, with gold, with goods and with beasts, 
and with precious things. And Cyrus, the Khif^ 
brought forth the vessels of the House of tbe^ Lord 
which Nebuchadnezzar had brought out of Jerusalem* 
and had put them in the House of his Gods-r-eveu 
these did Cyrns, Kii^ of Persia bring forth, and 
numbered them unto Zerubbabel, the Prince of Judah. 
Ezra then numbers up all the. Children of th^ Pro- 
vince that went up out of the Captivity, of those 
whom Nebuchadnezzar had carried away unto Babylon, 
and came again unto Jerusalem^ and Jadah every one 
unto this City — and they amount together to Ibrty-two 
thousand. A great many of the Jews remaioed in 

Babylon. 

CHAPTER lie. 

THE REBUILDING OF THE TEMPLE. 

And in the second year of the. Jews coming untd the 
House of God at Jerusalem, began Zerubbabei to set 
forward the workmen ia the Honse of Giod. And when 
the Builders laid the foundation of the Temple of tke 
Lord, they set the Priests in their apparel with .trnoi* 
pets, and the Levites with cymbals to praise the Lord» 
^ter the ordinance of David, King of Israel, — and. the 
People shouted with a great ahout, but many of the 
chi^s of the ia^i:& who weve aweieofl men, that had 
seen the first house». when the;fiMindaliQo of this ho«se 
y9»» laid before thmr eyes, wept with a h>ttd voice^ and 
many shouted aloud for joy. 

But they were interrupted in the work by the Sama^- 
ritans, the People whom the Kings of Assyria iud 
brought .from fiabyloi^ and settled in the City of 
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Sammria mid tke surronnding Country of Judea. They 
first demanded to be admitt^ to build the Temple 
with the Jewsy and being refused, they made applica- 
tion to Artaxerxes, King of Persia, to stop the building, 
aod A rtaxerxes issued his decree to that purport to the 
l^maritans, and they made the Jews to cease by force 
and power. And the work ceased unto the second year 
of Darius, King of Persia. 

Then upon Artaxerxes's death, the Prophets Haggai 
and Zechariah, prophecied against the Jews that were 
in Judah. And they rose up with Zerubbabel and pro- 
ceeeded in the building. And King Darius^ the suc- 
cessor of Artaxerxes, made a decree,— ^et the work of 
this House of G6d alon^, let the GoTcmor of the Jews, 
and the Electors of the Jews, build this House <^ God 
in bis place; moreover of the tribute beyond the riTer^ 
forthwith expences shall be given to these men that 
they be not hindered. And the House was finished in 
the sixth year of Darius the King. 

Now after these things in. the reign of another Ar- 
taxerxes, King of Persia, that is fifty-eight years alter, 
in the year belbre Cbiist 447 1 — ^Artaxerxes, through 
the fevour of Esther, his Queen> who was an heiress, 
and of whom we shall read more in the Book of Esther, 
sent Up Ezra to go from Ballon to Jerusalem, with the 
King^s decree to all the Treasurers that were beyond 
tht Biver, that whatsoever Eera should require of them 
for tht service ^the House of God, should be done 
speedily. And thus said the decree : And thou Esra 
after the wisdom of thy God, set Magistrates and 
Judges which may judge all the People that are beyond 
the River, M such as know the laws of thy God, and 
teach ye them that know them not. And whosoever 
will not do the law of thy God, and the law of the 
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King, let jiOigiiient be ei^^uted speedily upon fahn, 
whether it be ^ato death, e^ to banishmetit, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to imprisonoiefit. 

So Ecra went up to Jerusalem with a large company 
of Jews, and he gathered them togetlier to the River 
that runneth to Ahava, and there they abode in Tents 
three days« and thus saith Ezra — ^Then I proclaimed 
a fast there, that we might afflict ourselves before our 
God, to seek of him a right way for us and for our 
little ones. For I, Ezra, was ashamed to require ef 
the King a band of soldiers and horsemen, to help us 
against the enemy in the way, because we had spoken 
^nto the King, saying. The hand of our God is upon 
all them for good that seek him, but his power and his 
wrath is against all them that forsake him. 

So we fasted and besought our God for tliis, aiid he 

was entreated of us. Then we departed from the River 

-Ahava to go unto Jerusalem, and the hand of our God 

was upon us, and he delivered us from the hand of the 

eipen^ and x>f such as lay in wait by the waiy. 

And they came to Jerusalem and delivered the 
King's Commissions unto the King's Lieutenants, and 
to the Governors on this side the River, and they fur- 
thered the People and the House of God. Aad Ezra 
made the People sware they would make no marriages 
with the Heathen of the Land. 

Ezra continued in the Government of Judea till he 
was succeeded by Nehemiah, in the year before Christ 
446. And acting under the autfaorfty of the Cooradis- 
sion he had from the King of Persia, he reformed the 
'whole state of the Jewish Church according to the law 
of Moses, in which he was eaLcellently beamed, ,and 
settled it upon that foundation, on which it stood till 
the time of the appearance of our Saviour Jesus Christ. 
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Esra, it is supposed, collected, all the Books of the 
Holj Scriptures, and disposed them in the proper 
order in which they now stand. 

CHAPTER 117- 

N^HEMIAU. 

'Next follows the Book of Nehemiah, which relates the 
furthei^ history of the Jews for about ten years, from 
446 to 434. — ^Nehemiah was a Jew, whose iamfly had 
not returned to Jerusalem, and he held the high office 
of Cupbearer to Artaxerxes, King of Persia. In his 
diaracter we read a bright example of true love of his 
native Country. 

The words of Nehemiah. And it came to pass in 
the month Chisleu, in the twentieth year of King Ar- 
taxerxes, I was in Shush^n the Palace,— that Hanant, 
one of my brethren, came, he and certain men of Judah, 
andl asked them concerning the Jews that had escaped, 
which were left of the captivity, and concerning Jeru- 
salem. And they said unto me. The remnant that are 
left of the captivity thete in the Province, arc in great 
affiction ", the Wall of Jerusalem is broken down, and 
the Gates thereiof are butned with fife. 

And when I heard these words I sat down and' 
wept, and mourned certain days, and fasted, and prayed 
bcfcte the God of Heaven. And i said, I beseeeh thee, 
O Lord Ood of Heaven, the great and terrible God, 
that keepeth covenant and mercy for them that love 
him and observe hts commandments. Hear the prayer 
of thy servant which I pray before thee, day and night, 
ftr the ChiWKfen of Israel, and prosper I pray thee thy 
servant this day, and grant him mercy in the sight of 
this man, for I was the King's Cupliearer. 
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And it came to pass jjn the twentieth year of At- 
taxerxes the King, that wine was before him, and I 
took up the wine, and gave it unto the King. Now 
I had not been beforetirae sad in his presence; where- 
fore the King said unto me. Why is thy countenance 
sad,, seeing thou art apt sick. And I was afraid, and 
said, L^t the King lire for ever, — why should not my 
counteniftnce be sad, when the City, the place of my ' 
father's sepulchres lieth waste, and the gates thereof 
afe consumed with fire. 

'Then.the King said unto me. For what dost thou 
make request? So I praycid to the God of Heaven, — ; 
and I said unto the King, If it please the King, and if 
. thy servant have found favour in thy sight, that thou 
wouldest send ih^ unto Judah, that I may build it — 
And. the King said unto me, the Queen also sitting by 
him^ For how long shdi thy journey be, aind when wilt 
thou return ? So it pleased the King to send me, and 
' I set hiikiia time. 

Moreover I said. unto the King, If it please the 
King*, let ktterd be given me to the Governors beyond 
the River, that they 'may convey m^ over till I come 
into Judah ; and a letter unto Asaph the keeper of the 
King's Forest, that he may give me timber to make 
befms for the gates of the. Palace, and for the vralls of 
the City» and for the Houae that I shall enter into.— 
An^ the King granted me aecordM^: to the good. hand 
of my God upon me. Then 1 x^ame to the Governors 
beyond the River, ami gave them the King's letters. — . 
Now the King had sent Captains of the Armj, and 
Horsemen with me. So I came to Jierusalem. 

And Nehemiah encouraged the Jeivs, andt^eir 
Rulers, and Priests, and they strengthened their hands 
for their work, and, they builded the wall, and fortified 
S

the City. But the Nations that lay round about; and 
Mrbp bad mad^ spoil of the Jews^wece jealous that the; 
City, should be again fortified, and they^thrkiteoed to 
attack them and stop the work. Then Nehemiah 
caused the workmen at the wall» t6 work every one 
^vith hia weapon girt on him, — and hali^the men Jfaeld 
the spears, from the rising of the morning till the stars 
appeared. And they all slept within the City, for a', 
guard by night, and none put off tiieir clothes, sdvefor 
washing. 

And Nehemiah reproached the Balers of the People 
for theit exactions, and would n^ suffer their conduct 
to continue. MoreQver fromi the time that he was 
appointed Governor, for twelve y^rs he wottid'not 
eat the bread of the Oovemor, or svdkr his servants 
to he a burthen on his Peoples — akhough he enter- 
taincdi daily at Ms t^^ble cane hundred' a^d ^tyof the -^ 
Jews sumI Bulers, besides those that came from the 
Heathen. Think, says Nehemiah, upon me,- my G6d, 
for good^' ficcordiuf to sdl that I: have done fotr this\ 
People, 

CHAPTER 118,; • 

THB.REABIl^G OF THE L^W, 

And when SanbkUat, and ' l\>biah, and 6eshfni t^e 
Arabian, and the Irest of "ovr enemies beard that I had 
builded the wall, and' that ^ there was no breach 1^ 
therein, they sent ^ub to' me, saying. Come let ^ us 
meet together in one of the Villiiges in the Plain of 
Ono. But they thought to do me mischief — And I 
sent messengers uutb *them^ saying, I am doing a great 
work, so that I cannot come down : why should the 
work cease, whilst I leehre it, and come down to yott? 
Yet they sent unto me four time^ after this sort ; and I 
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iWireired ib»m iki UkJe «ainier. And Siusiiatah isoutt* 
sdHed ibat I should oo«ceal mysetf in Uie l^iople, least 
Ihey should oo^e and »lay me. And I said. Should 
such a tnan as I flee? Who is there, that, being as I 
am, WQold fly to the Teoif^ to save his life? I will 
n^t go 19. «Aj|d Iperoeived that be wa« hired, that I 
dioilld Ik afraid« and do so, atid sm, that they might 
b|iy# nalti^r 6>r nit isrii report, that they migfct re- 
pirofiijell me. So the l¥ail was finished. 

Now the City was large, bat the People were few 
tb^rein^ and the houses were not builded. The whole 
Congregatioa together was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and three score. — ^And all the Peoplf 
gathered themselves together into the street before the 
water gate, and they spake unto Eznt the ilcribe to 
bring the book of the law of Moses, which the Lord 
had commanded to Israel. And JElzra the priest brought 
the law before the Congregation, all that could hear 
with understaodii^^ and he read frdm motning until 
^id-4ay. Aqd the ears of the People w«re attentive 
unto the law. And Ezra stood upon a pulpit of wood^ 
apd opeped the book id tht ^ight of all the People and 
when he opened it,- ^11 the People stood up. . 

And Ejits^ blessed the L<ird, the- great God. And 
all the People answered* AmeUt Amen, with liftwg up 
their hands : apd Ihey bowed tlieijr heads, sUid, woc« 
shipped' the Lqrd vyith tbeiv faces to the grounds . And 
/esliua^ aud \h^ Invites, caused the People to under- 
Ita94 th^ Uw; So they read jin the book of the lavir of 
Qod ^istiQctlji .and gave^tbe sense and taused them to 
ttOd^rstatid tlie restdiogi And Nehemiah the Govemoi^ 
and Eaxa the Pcies^ jaid uiitp 41 the People^ This day 
ia holy «ato:the Lond your God/ aiauni.n6t» nor weep. 
For ajl Ite PeQple wept wfaen th^y hilard the words oi 
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tbe law. — Aod the Children of Icraei assembled with ' 
fastibg, and stood and confessed their sins, and the 
iniquities of their fathers, and worshippfed the Lord 
their God. 

And Nehemiah governed the Jews in justice and 
equity, and as a wise, firm, and good Governor for. 
many years, and caused the Jews to kieep separate Irom 
all other Nations and People, and iheir sons, or daugh- 
ters not to marry the sons or daughters of ot^er People. 
And he prayed, saying, Remember me, O my Grod, and 
spare me according to the greatness of thy mercy. Re- 
member me, O my Grod, for good; and every thing 
prospered in his hands. 

From the end of the Book of Nehemiah to the birth 
of Christ, is 434 years. 

CHAPTER 119. 

THE BOOK OF ESTHER. 

Next follows tbe Book of Esther; containing the 
* history of the advancement of Esther to th^ Throne of 
Persia, some years before the time of Nehemiah. 

■ Now it^^ame to pass in tiie days of Ahasiierus, that 
he sat on tbe Throne of bis Kingdom, in Shushan the 
Paliice, — and he made a feast unto all his Princes and*" 
Servants, the power of Persia and Media, for an hun- 
dred and fourscore days. And when those days were 
Spired, the King made a foast unto all the People tlfat 
were present, in Shushan the Palace, jboth unto great 
and small, seven days, in the Court of the Gardep of 
the Kin|;'s Palace; and there were white, green, 'and 
blue hangings, fastened with, cords of fine linen and 
purple,. to silver nogs and pillar^i.of marble; the beds 
were of gold and silver, upon a pavement of fec^ aod 
blue, and whke, and. black, marble.. y: J * 
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, And they gave ^^hefli drink in vessdr^f goid, aad 
royal wine in aj^ndancc. Also- Vashti the Queen; 
made a feast' for thb women ' in"*tb€ myal house. On 
tk^ seventh day, when the bearfeof the King was meorry 
with wine, Jie^ commanded, the seven Chamberlains to 
bring Vash^ the Queen before. the King, with the 
Crown Royal, to shew the People, and the Princes her 
beauty; for she was fair to look on« 

But the Queen Vashti refused to come at the* Khig'j 
commandment, therefore the King was very wroth, %ind 
his anger burned in him. Then the King" skid unto the 
wise men. What sh^i we do unto the Queen Vashti I 
— And Memucan answered before the King and the 
Princes, Vashti the Queen hath not done wrong to the 
King only, but t«t all the People,. for this deed ,Qi the 
Queen shall. 4{ome abroad unto alLwomen, so that they 
shall ^despise their husbands.. If it please the Kli^, Uk 
there go a royal commandment, and let it be written ^ 
among the laws pf the Persians and Medes, that itbt 
not altered. That Vashti come no more befor^e the Kii^ 
Ahasuerus, and let the King give her royal.estate unto 
another that is better than she. '. ■ ■ 

''■ And the saying plclised the King, and he did s<k 
Then said the King's servants, L^too^ that pleases the 
King, be Queen instead. oC Vashti. 

Now in Shushan the Palace, there w^ k certain 
Jew, whose name was Mordecai. And hie, brought, up 
Esther hi& uncle's dsiughter, forshe had neither father 
nor i^other,. and the maid wa& &ir .and beautiful. .And 
Estl^er was brought to the Kin^s house and pleased 
the King, and obtained kindness of Uim and was lodgjsd 
ID' thje beat place of the house of the women. ' 
. ^ad ^ordecai walked every day, before the^ court 
of the wQuneafs hiouse, to kno^ h^w Est\^t did« 9X^

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sriiet would iMcbHie of lier. And theSihglo>^ed£tthef^ 
abo^ all, and^et the Royal. Crowa upon her bead, afi^ . 
made her Qaeen mstemA of Vashti. In ^ose ^tsys 
wMle Mordecai sat ia^ the Klng^s gate» two of the 
Kiag^s Chamberlaiiis Bigthai and l^eresh, were wr6th» 1 
and sought to lay hand on the Kmg^ Abaaaerus. A«d . 
the thing was known i|nto Mordecai who told it unto 
Esther the Queen, and Esther certified ibf King thereof 
iti Mordecai's name. And- when inqdsitioa was made , 
of the matter it was ibundout, tfanirefbre tbey were 
hanged ou a tree. : ' t . 

CHAPTER 120. 

THE DECREE OF AHASUSI^US AGAINST THE JBWSU 

AVTBR these things did King Ahasuenis ptoffuA^Hi^ 
«iail -above all the^PHiiees^' and' the Kiiig'«> senranls 
Iw wed, and rererenbed HsHiian; but Mordecai b^wed 
g not^ Then was Hamati full i^ wrath, and sought to 
des6*oy all the Jews, everf throughout the whole King^ 
liom of Ahasuerns. ^ 

And. Hainan said unto the King, There is a eertain 
People scattered abroad adddi^yersed among the Peb- 
«pfe in all tbeiProvinoes of thy Kinlgdom, and their laws 
are diverse ifrom aU People, hejther k^ep they the

'Kitf^g^s 
Treasuries; And'tteKing t<6bk his i^hg from 'his hand 
kndf gave it untd^riadian, 4fhe JeW^ eneriiy. -^iid tfcc 
King said untO Hanian/Tfa^ silver is giverfk to th^,Uhe 
People also, to do wilfh theiii ais it seem^h ^od to 
thee. Then were the «teg's scribes called," ahd^thcir^ 
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!hiaiided, lUitothe Kidg'sO^utenabts^ and io.'theC^o^ 
veniai«,- wl Rulers^ in the Bame df the Kkig^ add * 
Mfiled with the King's ring, to d«itrby all the Jcfws, 
yoiing and old, in on^ day, on the thirteenth day of the^ 
twelfth month, and <ta)ce the spoil of them for a prey. 
The posts* went oat, beihg^ hastened by the King's : 

..commandment,'^ and the decree. w^s given in Shushan * 
the Palace, and tlie ktn^ and Hsbman sat down to 
itrinkV but the City Shustem wi^s perplexed.

Then Haman went forth tbat day joy^l and with

¥et all this a^^iledi me no.tbifkg so long as I see 
Moxdecai the Jew, sittiograt Jthe.

\ t^ made of fifty cubits high, and to-morrow speak thou 
lilito- the King, that Mordeeai iiaay pe hanged thereon^ 
\%|id the thing, pleased Haman, smd be caused theg:al- 
iows to be idade. .

On that night could not the King sleep, and he cork 
man&ed to bring. the book of Records, and they were 
read to the King.

Hghteth to honour. Now Haman thought in his heart« 
to whom would the King delight to do honour more 
than to myself? And Haman said. Let the Royal Ap- 
parel be brought, and the horse that the King rideth 
upon, and deliver^ to one of the King's most noble 
Princes, that they may array the man withal whom 
the King delighteth to honour, and brin^ him on horse- ^. 
back through the streets of the City. And the King 
said. Do even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at 
the King's gate. And Haman obeyed the King, and 
did so ; and Mordecai came again unto the King's gate, 
but Haman hasted to' his house mourning, and having 
his head covered; and Haman told his friends what 
had befallen him. Thai said his wise men and Zeresh, 
his wife. If Mordecai- be of the seed of the Jews, before 
whom thou hast begun to fyAl, thou shalt not prevail 
against him, but shalt surely fall before him. 

And while they were yet talking with him came th^ 
King's Chamberlains, and hasted to bring Haman unte 
the banquet that Esther had prepared. 

So the King and Haman came to banquet with 
Esther the Queen. And the King said. What is thy 
petition Queen Esther! and it shall be granted thee, 
even to the half of the Kingdom, 

Then Esther the Queen, said. If I have found favor 
in thy sight,- O King, and if it please the King, let my 
life be given me at my petition, and my People at my 
request.

And the King arising froi|i ki$ 
banquet of wine in bis virrath went into the Palace 
Garden, and Haman stood p^ to make request for his 
life to £sther the Queen, for be saw t^rewas eril 
determined against bim l>y the King- A^d lOpe of tbe 
Chamberlains said before the King, Behold ti|e gallpwi 
which Haman hath made for JVIiordecai, stan4^(b in 
the house of Haman ; the^ the Kipg said, Hang bim 
thereon. So they haqged Haman on the gallows )h|ait 
he had prepared for Mordeca}. . Then was the King's 
wrath pacified.

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Thiiti the King Ahasuerus said unto Esther aind 
Mordecai, Write ye to the Jews, as it liketh you" in the 
King's name, and seal it with the King's ring ; for the 
writing which is written in the King's name and sealed 
with the King's ring, may ho man reverse, then W^re 
the King's scribes called, and it was written according 
to att thaf^Mordecai commanded unto the Jews, and to 
the Lieutenants and Rubers of the Provinces, which are 
flrom India unto Ethiopia, an hundred, twenty, and 
seven Provinces, unto every Province according to the 
writing thereof, and unto every People according to 
their language. ^ 

And he wrote in the King's mAne, and sealed it With 

the King'^.Hng, and sent letters by posts on horseback, 

•' and riders on mules, camels, and young dromedaries. 

"Wherein the King granted the Jews that were in every 

City, to stand for their life, to destroy, to slay, and to ^ 

.. cause to perish, all thfe power of the People and Pro-v 

vjdce that would assault them, and to take their spoil. 
. $o> the posts that rode upbn mules and camels went'out 
■being "hastened by* th<5 King's commandment, and the 
decree was ^en at Shushan theEala'ce. 

Aiid MbriecAi wept out frotfithc^prescttce. of the*' 
;' King ftjiRoyW AppareLof blo^^jaiii'whUe^ a 

;' l^eat crowA of gold, and with a gami^ of fine Ihlea ' 
and purple; and- the Cfty of Shusbao rejoiced anli^ Was: - 
'glad, — and the Jewa had iight, "^and j^dness, and joy, 
'. and honour. ' ' ' 

' And on the day that ^hc decree agafnisf the JeVvl 
wai to be put in. execfftion, the JeWs gathi^ed thi^pi- - 
. s^ves together in their 'Cities throughout aH the Prb-^ 
vinces, to lay hand on such' as sought their hurt; and; 
no man could withstand them, for.thlE fear of them fell 
upon all People. And the Jews smote all theif eneihies 
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with the sword, aiid slaughter and destruction, andxiid 
what tl^ey would uoto those that hated them. And 
they slew in Shusfaan eight hundred/ and in the Pro- 
vinces sejenty-five thousand, but they laid not their 
hands on the prey. And the Jews observe a solton 
'fi^st as on this day, to the present time; 

And Mocdecai the Jew, was nc^t^ unto Kin^ Aha- 
suerus, and great among the Jews, and accepted of the 
multitude of his brethren, seekingthe wealth of his ^a^* 
tion, and ^speaking peace to all hi& People. *' ^

CHAPTER 124. 

THE PROPHET MALACHI. 

Malachi prophecied about one hundred year» after 
Haggai and Z^chariah, and about four hundred years 
before Christy and he was the last, of the Prophets, 
before John tli^e Baptist, announced the Coming of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ^— This was the period which 
Daniel in his prophecy hadallotted^.the end of the first 
seven weeks, for ''sealing up the Vi8ion>and Prophecy." 

The most remarkable part of the Book of Malachi 
is that in which, in the most sublime language, he 
describes the Coming of John the Baptist, and of the 
Messiah our Lord. Jesus Christ. 

Behold i will send my messenger and he 
shall prepare the way before mb; and the 
lord whom ye seek sha.ll suddenly comb to 
his temple, even the messenger of the cove- 
nant, whom ye delight in. for unto you 
that fear.my name shall the sun.of rightbr 

OUSNBSS ARISQ^ SAITH 7:HE LORD OF HOSTS. 



We are now arrived at the period in the Sacred 
History of about four hundred and thirty years belbre 
Christ. Some portions of the People had returned to 
T 
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Jerusalem, under Zerabbabel^ Ezra, um) Nebemiah, but 
tbe great body of the Nation were diapeiiecl far and 
wide through the vast Ea^iire of Babylon. From the 
death of Neheaiah there ia a chasm m the Saored His- 
tory for 250 years. They acknowledged the aiithority 
of tbe SoTereigns of Persia, till that E^iq»ire was oiser- 
tumed by Alexander the Great, the Brasen 
Empire of Daniel, in the year 330 before Christ. — 
They then remained subject to Alexander's successors 
in Syria and Egypt, until the time of the Maccabees 
in the year before Christ 165. When by the bravery 
of Mattathias, they were restored to independence. — 
They continued a free People, until the Romans^ 
the Iron Empire of Daniel, extending their conquests 
lo the East. Porapey compelled the Jews to submit to 
the arms of Rome, in the year before Christ 53. From 
that time their Country was tributary to the Romans, 
though it was still governed by Maccabean Princes; 
the last of that fiimily was conquered and deposed, by 
Herod the Great, an idumean by birth, but of the 
Jewish religion^ in the year before Christ 37. And 
his son and successor Archelaus, in the year before 
Christ 3, was deposed by the Roman Emperor Augus- 
tus, and Judea reduced to a Roman Province. 
While one part of the Jews were settled in Judea, 
an equal number settled in Egypt, under tbe Ptolemy's 
the successors of Alexander, and having there adopted 
the Grecian language, the Holy Scriptures were trans- 
lated into Greek, which from being tho work of seventy 
men, was called the Septuagint. Greek was then by 
far the roost universal language, and thus the prophe- 
cies of tbe (iHd Tes^ment, pointing: oul as you have 
seen the appearance of the Meaaiah* were laid open to 
all NatAMts. And i|t the predicted tim^ of the bir^k of 
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our Saviour Jesus Christ, all the world was at peace, 
which it never was before or since. The Romans had 
conquered all Nations, and the Grecian language was 
known and spoken in every part of the civilized world. 
The superstitions of the Heathens, in the multitude of 
their imaginary Gqds, was grown to the greatest height 
of absurdity, and every circumstance conspired to ren- 
der the a&ra proper for the promulgation of the religion 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ ; of whose 
Life and Doctrines, you will now read in the Books of 
the New Testament
